The firat hourant a half this afternoon 
wastaken up with o discussion on tho 
lieutenant-governorship of New Brunswick, 
which gradually veered round to the ab- 
Btract question of the conduct of lieutenant- 
governors generally, with spocial applica- 
tion to Lieut,-Governor Angers and his dis- 
missal of Mr. Mercier. 

The trouble began by Hon. Mr, 
wanting to know why the 
ment did not appoint 4 suceessor 
to Lieutenant-Governor ‘Tilley, or give 
him a third term. While opposed to 
third terms, he thought it would be better 
than having tho Lieutenant-Governorsbip 
held over for two yoars and a half at the 
pleasure of the Government. 

Sir John Thompson said that when tho 
meniber for Bothwell (Mills) asked about 
this matter on the last day of last session 
he had stated that the Government was 
obliged to make the appointment, and now 
be (Sir John) bad promised that tho mat- 
ter would be looked into. 

This had been done and it had been found 
that Mr. Mills’ contention was not correct. 
Lieutenant-Governors were appointed to 
hold office during tho pleasure of the 
Governor-General, any: were inmoyable for 
five years except for cause. No decision hud 
been come to about a third term. The 
oftice was filled very satisfactorily andthere 
was no constitutional necessity for appoint- 
ing a successor immediately. 

Hon. Mr, Laurfer objected to the princi- 
ple that Lieutonant-Governors could be 
retained at pleasuro, «as that might 
mean appointment for life, The 
reappointment of Sir L. Tilley would not 
be objectionable if the Government was 
prepared to adopt a third term policy, 
which he did not think a good one, but he 
objected to his being kept o1 sufferance, 

After this there was quitea general dis- 
cussion, in which Messrs, Hagen, Cart- 
wright, Ouimet, Fraser, Langevin, Caron, 
Brodeur, Landerkin, Hesson and Devlin 
took a hand, the point of the discussion 
being on the Lieutenant-Governor 
of New Brunswick and part about 
Lieutenant-Governor Angers, in the course 
of which Mr. Fraser took occasion to have 
a tilt at Mr. Burns of Gloucester, who, he 
insinuated, bad been hawking round a 
petition in his own favor for members to 
sign. 

The House then got into supply and 
passed a number of votes up to 6 o'clock. 
On the first item for changes of manage- 
ment of the debt, Hon. Mr. Foster, in reply 
to Sir Richard Cartwright, explained the 
terms which he had made with the Bank of 
Montreal while he was in England and 
which were much more possible than those 
heretofore existing. 

Mr. Weldon’s bill to disfranchise voters 
who have taken bribes was introduced to- 
day by Mr. Dickey, who explained that it 
proposed that on the petigion of 25 electors 
the Government should appoint a commis- 
sion to go to the constituency and hold an 
investigation, and parties found guilty of 
taking bribes should be disfranchised for 
eight years, 

The House remained in committee ot 
supply all the evening, passing 2) items 
and adjourning at 10.35.

PENALTY. 


Dragged by a Ropo to the fceno of Mis 


Come—Pelted, Beaton, Tled to a stoke, 
Cromiated—The Whole

Country-stdoe Helped to Panish Him, 


Pants, Tex., Fob, 2.—Henry Smith, the 
negro who murdered. the 4:yoar-old daugh- 
ter of Henry Vance, has boen euught noar 
Clow, on the Louisiana and Ackansas Rail- 
road. Ho was pursued by a mob of indig- 
nant citizens 

Hundrods of people came to thu city to 
awail tho arrival of the guard having tho 
negro in custody, and at noon today, when 
the ‘Texas and Pacific train from 
the north arrived, it is estimated that the 
crowd surrounding the depot numbered 
nearly 20,000 people. When the train aor- 
cived arash was mado tor the coach in 
whioh the negro was confined. 

The deputy sheriffsand the guard of Paris 
citizens who accompaniod. the negro from 
‘Llexarkana drew their reyolvers and at- 
tempted to prevent the mob froin taking 
the prisoner. ° 

The guard was quickly overpowered 
and a rope was thrown about Smith’s neck, 
He was dragged from the train and hur- 
ried to the scene of his crime. 


All along the route he was pelted with 
missiles, struck hy fiscs’ and otherwiso 
maltreated. Ho was tied to a stake 


and after being subjected to every conveiy- 
able torture he was cremated amid the 
howling of the mob. 

All citizens of the town and surrounding 
country, irréspective of class or color took 
part in the lynching. 

Words to describe the awful torture in- 
flicted-upon Smith cannot be found. The 
negro for a long time after starting on the 
journey to Paris did not realize his plight. 
At last, when he was told he mast die tho 
most awful death by slow torture that bu 
man mind could conceive, he begged for 
protection, 

He was willing tobe shot and begged 
Marshal Shanklin to do it, But he was 
told he would be burned to death. His 
agony was awful. He pleaded and writhed 
in bodily and mental pain in anticipation, 

Scarcely had the train reached Paris 
when his torture commenced. His clothes 
were torn off piecemeal and scattered in the 
crowd, people catching the shreds and put- 
ting them away as mementos. 

The child’s father, her brother and two 
uncles then gathered about the negro as he 
lay fastened tothe torture platiorm and 
thrast hot irons into his quivering flesh. 

Every groan from the fiend, every con- 
tortion of his body was cheered by the 
thickly packed crowd of 10,000 people. 
The mass of beings was 600 yards in dia- 
meter, the scaffold being the centre. 

Before burning the feet and legs the hot 
irons, plenty of fresh ones being at hand, 
were rolled up and down Smith’s stomach, 
back and arms. Then the eyes were burned 
out and irons were thrust down his throat, 
The men of the Vance family hav- 


| ing wreaked vengeance the crowd piled 


all kinds of combustible stuff around the 
scaffold, poured oil on it and set it on fire. 
The negro. rolled and wriggled and tossed 
out of the mass only to be pushed back by 
the people nearest him. He tossed out 
again and was roped and pulled back. 

Hundreds of people turned away, but the 
vast crowd still looked calmly on. People 
were there from every part of this section. 
News of the burning was sent to covery 
town, and anvils boomed forth the an- 
nouncement, 


Negroes Lynohed. 5 

Ricumonp, Va., Feb. 2,—A special from 
Tazewell Court House, Va., says on Mon- 
day night four negroes murdered and rob- 
bed two white men at Richlands named 
Ratcliffand Shortridge. The murdered 
men lived in Buchanan county and were at 
Richland for the purpose of purchasing 
goods. The four negroes were captured, 
confessed the crime and were Iynched.

Witnesses Tell 





About the Murder of the 
Policeman, 


CHaTtHam, Feb. 2.—The inquest on the 
body of Robert Rankin, the victim of the 
Raleigh tragedy, was continued here yester- 
day. Mr. Douglas, Q.C., conducted the 
prosecution and Messrs. Pegley of Chatham 
and MePhillips of London ‘aré defending 
the prisoners.

Jesse Freoman, the next witness, was also 
absent when the killing took place. When 
ho arrived home he found’ Lemuel, George, 
Alexander, William.

Orrawa, Feb. 2.—On motion to go into 
Committes of Supply lastnight Mr Maclean 
askod the Government ifthoyv wore pressing 
on tho Imperial authorities the vital interest 
Canada has in the maintenance « 
tical independence of the Sandwich 
now inna state of revolution—islonds well 
situated as to the trade of America, China 
and Australia for mining; an important sta 
tion in the British cable avatem, and for the 
annexation of which islands a motion is now 
before the Senato of the United States 

Hon. Mr. Foster promised answer 
when the Firat Minister took hin seat later 

Just before adjournment Mr. Maclean 
repeated his question, and Sir John Thomp- 
son said in reply: 

“A communication has been had with 
Her Majoaty’s Government in recent years 
with regard to the importance of the 
Hawaiian Islands as 4 station in 
connection with telegraph communication 
with them and Canadian interests, which 
are involved in the independence of that 
country. 

“Aw regards tho recent movement no oom 
munication has passed between tho Cana- 
dian Government aod Her Majesty's Gov- 
ernment, partly on account of Her 
Majesty's Government being woll nwaro of 
the interests involved, and partly because, 
as we have reason to believe, 
Her Majesty's Government was fully alive 
to the importance of them as regards Cana 
dian intorosts aud other interests of the 
Empire in these Islands.’ 

That perennial friend of tho Opposi 
tion, the binder twine question, has 
made its appearance considerably earlier 
than usual this year and occupied 
the attention ot the House all the afternoon 
up to recess, when it went over under the 
rales and will not come up again until it 
is once more reached in its regular order. 

The discussion aroso over Mr. Mulock’s 
motion, made tor the third or fourth time, 
that binder twine be placed on the 
freo liat, and the debate was continued by 
Measrs. Mulock, Semple, Davin, McMillan 
(Huron) and MoMaullen, all of whom 
attacked the duty and held that the duty 
should be taken off binder twine as an offset 
to the combination formed in that artiole: 

Mr. Davin, while upholding the general 
principles of the National Policy, held that 
when the National Polioy was sed for the 
purpose of formin ier combinations it 
was the duty of the Governinent to inter- 
yone. 

Hon. Mr. Foster made a very moderate 
and temperate speech, expressing pleasure 
at the amount of more or less useful infor- 
mation which he had received from the 
House, and assuring the members that tho 
Government was anxious to receive all the 
information it could before BBsouneing 
what its policy on the trade question woul 
be.

Sir Richard Cartwright: Is it a new 
policy? 

Hon. Mr. Foster: If it is a new policy it 
will be something the hon. gentleman 

as not been able to find for 
years. They taunt us with sticking to the 
old policy and the old flag.

Continuing, he said in considering any 
tariff changes it was neeesvary to take into 
account the conditions of other markets 
than our own and other trade policies than 
our own or we may find ourselves in the posi- 
tion ofanarmy fighting withoutentrenchment 
against an entrenched enemy.

As for the present motion, he thought it 
would be best to postpone it until the Govy- 
ernment had declared its policy. 

Col. O’Brien expressed himsclf as 
seoing the order paper 
studded with notices by friends of 
the Government of amendments to the 
tariff, when a prominent supporter ot the 
Government bad been read out of the party 
for saying that the satay eis of the Goy- 
ernment needed amendment. In con- 
clusion, he moved the adjournment of the 
debate. 

Sir Richard Oartwright attacked the 
National Policy in general, and ‘'the binder 
twine iniquity,” as he designates it, 
in particular, and drew one of 
his pictures of the Ontario farmer, 
whom he represented as being ground to 
death between the nether millstone of the 
National Policy and the upper millstone of 
the McKinley tariff. 

He stated that the average price of farm 
land in Ontario had dentioned, $10 an acre

AS TO HAWAII. 


Annexation Would Not Have Neon Simple 
Had the Queen Aske: It. 

Naw York, Feb, 2.—The World editori- 
ally says: 

Whether or not the United Stctes should 
assume sovereignty over Hawaii is a per- 
plexing question. It would not have been 
a simple question if we had been asked to 
do it by the Queen before she was deposed, 
and with tho certain approval of hor native 
subjects, or by her predecessors at any 
time. 

The fact that she bas been deposed by 
the action of a foreign race, residents of 
Honolulu, and chiefly by former citizens of 
this country, who offer what thoy have 
taken possession of to us as a sort of gift, 
rather adds to than lessens the enbarrassing 
considerations, 

The United States does not covet tho 
Sandwich Islands. There was a time when 
certain of our statesnien coveted Cuba, but 
the main motive of that desire is no longer 
active, and most Americans are now glad 
that we are not in possession of that island 
and not obliged cither to govern its 
alieu population or to have it associated 
with us in governing the Union. 

There. was a time when certain of our 
statesmen coveted San Domingo, and seri- 
ous effort was made to obtain the consent 
of Congress and the people to negotiations 
for acquiring the island, but the op- 

osition was determined and succeasful. 

here is no general regret ovor that re- 
vult. @ 
The great Louisiana territory and Florida 
were acquired by fair purchase from a 
power whose right to them nobody dis‘ 
puted, but these territories were contiguous 
to ours and they were essentially virgin 
soil. 
Alaska likewise was acquired by fair pur- 
phase from its undisputed sovereign, It had 
& sparse population and no organized politi- 
cal autonomy. By many it was considered 
not worth the price, 

Texas was dered to us by its own people 
after it» had achieved independence of 
Moxico, but its annexation involved us ina 
war with the latter country. Probably 
Texas would not have been accepted under 
the circumstances but for the advantage its 
possession was believed to secure to the 
then dominant slave power. 

The circumstances under which the gov- 
erning authorities in Texas sought annexa- 
tion somewhat resemble those which have 
brought the annexation commission from 
Hawaii. The Texans had just thfown off a 
foreign yoke. In Hawaii the reigning mon- 
archy has just been overthrown. The power 
of the Texan republic to niaintain itself 
permanently was doubtful. Wo suspect 
that the Provisional Government of Hawaii 
is not sure ofits tenure.

The immediate proposition will probably 
be urged upon us by the presentation of an 
anwelcome alternative—tho assumption of 
sovereignty, or at least of an exclusive pro 
tectorate, over Hawaii by Great Britain or 
»y Germany, This isa consequence tliat 
‘ large portion of our people regard as 
entirely inadmissable for two reasons. 
It would be detrimental to the large com- 
mercial interests of Americans there, and 
would give the nation in possession abso- 
lute dominion over tho only available naval 
depot and rendezvous between tho shores of 
the North Pacific Ocean. 

While, as we haye said above, the United 
States does not covet the Sandwich Islands, 
there is a strong feeling against having 
them fallinto the hands of any European 
power, The preference of a majority of the 
thoughtful people of the United States 
would be to have the islands remain inde 
pondent under some form of home rule, if 
that be possible 

Ihe commissioners who have come to 
solicit our Government to assume sov- 
ereignty of the country say that the char 
acter of the population forbids the estab 
lishment of apy goveroment grounded on 
lemocratic suffrage. This republic then 
must maintain there if it assumes responsi- 
bility for the government of the country a 
provincial aristooracy—something very dif- 
ferent from anything else in our system, 
Shall this be undertakon ?

\ large percentage of foreign matter gets 
into the milk before it ia removed from the 
atuble Che milker sits down and after 
making two or three passes across the udder 
with his hand to peal off any loose dit 
that may be clinging to it, begins milki 
quite unconscious, it would seem, of the 
very untidy condition of things If the 
milker would let a ray of sunlight fall upon 
the space between his hands and the pail, 
he would be somewhat surprised and morti 
fied at the thick showér of small impurities 
that would be seen constantly settling down 
into the milk-pail. A thorough prepara. 
tion should be made before milking. In 
the first place the floor upon which the cows 
stand should be thoroughly swept down in- 
to the gutter every day Phe cows should 
be carefully carded and brushed every day 
when standing in the stable. ‘This is not so 
important when thoy are in the pasture, 
but even then it pays. 

Before beginning to milk, a thorough 
cleaning of the sides, udder and under por- 
tion of cach anitnal should be given For 
this purpose a brooin is exceedingly conveni- 
ent, The cow’s sides cau be cusily swept 
down with this, then, taking the fat side 
of the broom, a thorough rubbing can be 
given the udder and belly. With a piece 
of cloth the udder and téats cun be careful- 
ly wiped—the whole operation not occupy- 
ing more than a minute for each cow, = Ltis 
best to clean the whole herd with the 
broom first, then follow with the cloth. By 
this time the dust will have settled to a 
considerable extent, and the work can pro- 
ceed rapidly and neatly. 

{t is presupposed that the milker’s hands 
and pails are perfectly clean. There are 
still other chances for milk to become con- 
taminated. It requires very careful wash- 
ing, scalding, and wiring to keep the pans 
sweet. The simple pouring in, and out 
again, of boiling water is not enough, They 
should be kept in boiling water for ten 
minutes at least—then thoroughly dried 
and covered. Milk set in open pans often 
receives dust and impurities from the sur- 
rounding atmosphere and the ceiling. The 
inilk-room should be thoroughly cleaned 
and whitewashed, and its she pel covered 
with fine necting. 

Another source of trouble 
ination by odors, Milk and butter are 
peculiarly receptive of odors, and all 
sources of these should be removed. It 
assuredly requires constant care and effort 
to make dairy productions first-class, but 
their increased value pays richly for all tho 
extra trouble, while in the matter of 
cleanliness, whether there be increased 
value or not, pride in one’s ‘work and a 
sense of duty toward ones customers, 
ought to induce one to keep things sweep 
and pure,

Mr, Foster tollowed rim and 
held that tariff reivsion could 
only be along a line of most careful 
enquiries into all the ramifications of the 
duties, and this certainly could not be done 
this seasion, Taking all things into con- 
sideration, the tariff had been a great suc- 
cess, and ho was glad to see that they were 
stronger to-day than ever before by reason 
of maintaining it. 

A long discussion followed, several mem- 
bers taking the ground that it would be 
advisable for the Government to modify in 
some degree the present duty on binder 
twine and coal oil. These two subjects 
were very fully threshed out and the meet- 
ing wound up in the usual way without any 
formal decision. 

1t is understood that Bayenarasy caucus 
Sir John Thompson stated that the Ottawa 
Government has already taken steps to se- 
cure the co-operation of other British 
colonies in advocating enlarged trade rela- 
tions between the Mother Country and her 
colonies. 

It ia exceedingly likely, so it is stated in 
Ottawa last night, that the North German 
Lloyds will run a fast weekly steamer to 
Quebec during the coming summer for the 
convenience of people who would come that 
way and return via New York, doing the 
Chicago Exposition and the west in the in- 
terval and on a return ticket, which no 
othér arrangement would be able to secure, 
This will afford evidence of the safety or 
exceptional danger of fast river service, and 
might of course grow into a permanent 
arrangement, 

Mr. William Mulock’s motion to put 
binder twine on the free list Las 
been hung up for the present by the adop- 
tion of Mr. O'Brien's amendment that the 
debate be adjourned. 

When the motion was reached in its 
order Fraser; -Mulock, Edgar, Uampbell 
(Kent) and Bain (Wentworth) made short 
speeches opposing the adjournment of the 
debate. 

Mr. Stairs of Halifax, who has been 
pretty freely attacked by the Opposition as 
the head of the binder twine combine, 
closed the debate with a short speech, in 
which he said that when the binder twine 
industry was started in Canada about 
10 or 12 years ago it was class- 
ed under unenumerated articles at 
20 per cent., and the duty had since been 
fixed at 25 per cent. without the increase 
beingasked for by the Dominion Cordage Co, 
He denied that there was a monopoly, as 
there were two cordage companies in Can- 
ada, andthe Ontario Government was also 
going into the manufacture of binder twine 
and would no doubt prove a serious com- 
petitor. 

He complained that the Opposition did 
not treat the question of the price of 
binder twine fairly, as they compared the 
wholesale price in the United States with 
the retail price in Canada. Hedenied that 
the Canadian tarmer paid any more for his 
binder twine than the farmer in the United 
States did. As to English binder twine, he 
did not think it could be sold here at as 
low a price as the Canadian article even if 
there was no duty. 

If biuder-twine was to be treated as a 
part of the National Policy, he would have 
to be satisfied with whutever action the 
Government took. But he objected to 
binder twine being picked out and held up 
aa an example of monopoly created by the 
National Policy. 

The House then divided on Mr. O'Brien‘s 
amendment, which was carried by a vote of 
99 for to 58 againat. he yote was a 
atraightone und there were no bolters on 
either side 

The mantle of Mr. Adam Brown, ex- 
M.P., who three sessions ago introduced 
and very nearly got passed what was ir- 
reverently called ‘The Dicky Bird Bill,” 
probiblting pigeon matches, appears to

Lot It Begin Now, Says the Brooklyn 
Vronohor 


Brooklyn, Jan, 929-=<Rey. Dr. Lalmage 
this forenoon preached to a great audience 
in the Tabernacle on ‘The Sunshine of 
Religion,” the text chosen being Proverbs 
3: 17:—‘‘Her ways are ways of pleasant 
peas.” 

You have heard of God's only begotten 
Son, Have you heard of God's daughter? 
She was born in Heaven, She came down 
over tho hills of our world. Sho had queen- 
ly step. On her brow was celestial radi- 
ance. Her voice was music. | Her name is 
Religion. My text introduces hor. | ‘‘Her 
ways oro ways of pleasantness, and all her 
paths are peace.” 

But what is religion? The fact is that 
theological study has had a different effect 
upon from the effect sometimes pro- 
duced, Every year I tear out another leaf 
from my sence votil I have only three 
or four leaves left. In other words, a very 
brief and plain statement of Christian 
belief. 

An aged Christian minister said; ‘‘When 
I was a young man, I knew everything; 
When I got to be thirty-five years of age in 
my ministry I had only a hundred doc- 
trines of religion; when I got to be forty 
years of age, I had only fifty doctrines of 
religion ; when I got to be sixty years of 
ago, I had only ten doctrines af religion ; 
and now Iam dying at seventy-five: years 
of age, and there is only one thing I know, 
and that is, that Christ Jesus came into the 
world to save sinners." And so I have 
noticed in the study of God's Word, and in 
my contemplation of the character of God 
and of the eternal world, that it is necessary. 
for me to drop that part ot my belief and 
end that part of my belief as being uon-es- 

sential, while I cling to the one great doc- 
trine that man is a sinner, and Christ is his 
Almighty and Divine Saviour. 

Now, 1 take these three or four leaves 
of my theology, and I find that in the first 
place, and dominant above all others, is 
the sunshine of religion. WhenI go into 
a room I have a passion for throwing open 
all the shutters. That is what I want to 
do this morning. Waare apt to throw so 
much of the sepulchral into our religion, 
and to close the shutters, and to pull down 
the blinds, that iv is only through here and 
there a crevice that the light streams. The 
religion of the Lord Jesus Christ is a re- 
~Naa of joy indescribable and uuutterable. 

herever I car find a bell I mean toring 
it. 

If there are any in this house this morn- 
ing who are disposed to hold on to their 
melancholy and gloom, let them now de- 
ES this service before the fairest and the 

rightest and the most radiant being of all 
the universe comes in. God's Son has left 
our world, but God's daughter is here. 
Give her room! Hail! Princess of Heaven. 
Hail? daughter of the Lord God Almighty. 
Come in and make this house thy throne- 
room. 

In setting forth this idea, the dominant 
theory of religion is one of sunshine. 
hardly know where to begin, for there are 
so many thoughts that rash upon my soul. 
A mother saw her little child seated on the 
floor in the sunshine, and with @ spoon in 
her hand. She said: ‘“‘My darling, what 
are you doing there?” “Oh,” replied the 
child, ‘I’m getting a spoonful of this sun- 
shine.” Would God that to-day I might 
present you with a gleaming chalice of this 
glorious, everlasting, Gospel sunshine ! 

First of all, 1 find a great doal of sunshine 
in Christian society. 

I do not know of anything more doleful 
than the companionship of the mere fun- 
makers of the world—the. Thomas Hoods, 
the Charles Lambs, the Charles Matthews 
of the world—the men whose entire busi- 
ness it is to make sport, They make others 
laugh, but if you will examine their auto- 
biography, or biography you will find that 
down in their soul there was a terrific dis- 

uietude, Laughter is no sign of happiness. 

he maniac laughs. The hyena laughs. The 
loon among the Adirondacks laughs. The 
drunkard dashing his, decanter against the 
wall, laughs. 

Thereis a terrible reaction from all sinful 
amusement and sinful, merriment. Such 
men are cross the noxt day. ‘They snap 
at you on exchange, or they pass you, 
not recognizing you. Long ago I quit 
mere worldly society for the reason is 
it was so dull, so insane, and so stupid. 
My nature is voracious of joy. I must have

T always walk on the sunny side of the 
street, and for that reason I have crossed 
over into Christian society. I like their 
mode of repartee better. I like their style 
of amusement better. They. live longer: 
Christian people, I sometimes notice, live 
on when by ail natural law they onght to 
have died. I have known persons who 
have continued in their existence when the 
doctor said they ought to have been dead 
ten years. Every day of their existence 
was o defiance of the laws of anatomy and 
physiology ; but. they had this supernatural 
Vivacity of the Gospel in thoir soul, and 
that kept them alive. Put ten or twelve 
Christian people in a rvom for Christian 
conversation, and you will from cight to 
ten o'clock hear more reeounding glee, see 
more bright strokes of wit and find more 
thought and profound satisfaction, than in 
any mere worldly party.

He recognized the 
fact, he said, that the action of the Govern- 
ment in Egypt had” been necéssary 
often to maintain the law, but 
he felt that’ now ‘the’ sooner the 
occupation ceased the better it would “be 
for all concerned, as the Khedire and his 
people wore all unalterably opposed to the 
British regime. He hoped that the Govern- 
ment would treat with France in a friendly 
spirit on the questions concerned in the 
withdrawal. : 

It would be a disgrace to the great 
Liberal party if they went out of office 
without having fulfilled their pledges to 
leave Egypt. 

Referring to the understanding that Lord 
Salisbury had ‘assitired Italy of Brit- 
ish support in case of war between 
Italy and France Mr. Labouchere requeste(l 
the Prime Minister to state that his Gov- 
ernment was in no wise responsible if Italy, 
in consequence of her membership in the 
triple alliance, went to war with France. 
In that case Italy must be left to fight her 
own battles. [Liberal cheers. ] 

Recurring to the subject of Uganda, 
Mr. Labonchere’ ridiculed the pretensions 
of the East Africin Company to a mission 
of civilization. The real power of the com- 

ny luy in the spirit of jingoism behind it.

It has already been shown bhab the trade 
of Canada for the year which ended on the 
80th of June Jast was the heaviest known 
{n the history of the country. The total 
valae of imports and exports was almost 
$231,000,000. In round numbers the {m- 
port were valued at $127,000,000, and the 
exports ab $114,000,000. 

The Increase in exports represents less 
than the {norease fo surplus over former 
years. The people of Oanada have con- 
sumed more Canadian products than ever 
before, because Osnadian. manofacturlog 
industry has been steadily incrcasing. Moro 








and more for export thaa ever before. And 
if ab the same tlme the volome and the 
value of importa has also pnocoeweds it Is 
‘bemnne the greater prosperity of the peo- 
ple has enabled them to buy more foreign 
luxuries ab the same time that they are con- 
suming more of the products of their own 


The imports entered for consumption 
wore valued at $116 978,943, and the duties 
pald aggregated $20,550.581.53, This was 
ab the rate of 174 per cent—a lower rate 
‘than any collected since 1879. Lf allowance 
be made for goods nominally ‘‘entered for 
consumption” in 1878, bub which really 
only passed through the country in tranalt 
for Europo, the duties collected last year 
will be found.to have been no higher than 
those collected under the Oartwright tariff.

MONTREAL'S FIRE. 
Some Twenty Streams Wore of No Use 
Whatever. 

MonNTREAL, Que., Feb. 4.—One of the 
most destructive fires that has visited Mon- 
treal for yeurs broke out shortly before 
midnight last night in the immenso brick 
building ocoipied by Rolland & Sons, 
wholesale cabinet makers, 444 St. dames- 
street. Tt was a six story building, and 
the fire started in the fourth story, running 
down the elevator to the ground floor, 
where a very large quantity of furniture was 
stored. Tho flames spread across the wide 
street, communicating with the wholesale 
crockery warehouse of Hoodman & Co, ,com- 
pletely gutting the building and destroying 
thousands of dollara worth of property. 
The fire spread along the two sides of the 
street toG. N. Labbe & Co., wholesale 
furniture; Sing Keo, Chinese laundry; O. 
St. Jacques, hair dresser; William Graham, 
coal and. wood merchant; J. H. Smith, 
cigars; Porter Teskey & Co., fancy goods; 
N. & A.C, Larivier, carriage manufactur- 
ers, and the new Ogilvie block, where a 
$50,000 electric plant was completely 
destroyed. There was 4 number of wooden 
dwelling housesin the neighborhood, and 
the inmates had to get out in the piercing 
cold with theireffects, Rolland’s buildin 
had some time ago been condemned, an 
the firemen were afraid to onter it. The 
water also would only reach three. stories 
high, and for upwards of an hour the fire- 
men were utterly holpless to stay the pro- 
gress of the flames. 

The thousands of people who had gath- 
ered were almost roasted by the intense 
heat. Some 20 streams were of no use 
whatever. The Dorval, Skinner & Hayes 
Indders, which cost the city $20,000, were 
completely ruined. Several hoses were 
frozen in the slush, which was knec deep 
in the city. 

Some of the firemen were frozen and 
some injured by falling pieces of wood. 
The Rolland building und the establishment 
of Hoodman & Co. were completely de- 
stroyed, the walls tumbl ng in, while there 
was heavy damage in the other buildings.

GRAB ALL CARNEGIE. 


Possible Another Strike nt 
Romestend 


Pirrsnune, Pa., Feb. 4 Andrew Car 
negie went to Homestead Braddock 
vestorday on an inspection tour of the mills 
Simultaneously with his appearance 
the announcement at both places of a reduc 
tion of wages. Common labor was paid 14 
cents per hour, with 10 hours as a day's 
work. These figures have beon reduced to 
$1.25 for the same number of hours. In 
other departments the reduction is about 
on the same basis, or about 10 per cent. 

1t would not surprise anybody here if the 
Homestead men came out on strike. Only 
about one-third or one-fourth of the men 
are non-unionists, and they claim the com- 
pavy has not dealt fairly with them. When 
the strike collapsed a new scale was put 
into offect. The mem found themselves re- 
ceiving less wages for 10 houra’ work than 
they formerly received for cight hours, 
They were promised that by working on 
tonnage they could make higher wages. 
The rate per ton was advanced, but the 
men found themselves unable to turu out 
enough material. 

The company has closed a contract with 
tho Metropolitan West Side Elevated Rail- 
road of Chicago for all itsiron work.

The first occasion when the electric plant 
was used occurred during the Christmas 
festivities, It is needless to say that the 
brilliant illumination served very much to 
heighten the general effect. 

Generally speaking there are 2,000 lights 
on the main floor of all kinds, shapés and 
colors. These are conveniently divided up 
and controlled by sixty-two switches. The 
switchboard is in the vestry. Here is the 
central station from which everything is 
controlled. Individual circuits prevail 
everywhere. Every capital of every column 
is surmounted by a row of 16-candle power 
lamps, and each, together with all other 
points of vantage, is individually controlled 
from the vestry. Thus all parts of the 
charch may be collectively or separately 
lighted. the operator remaining unseen. 
Tho increased effect of this, us compar 
with the old style method, were an atten- 
dant makes a circuit of the auditorium with 
a lighner on tho end of a pole, will be read- 
ily seen. 

A GRAND EFFECT. 


All along the main body of the church 
the pillar capitals are studded with opales- 
cent jets of 16-candle power. To one side 
candelabra of complicated design are 
brought into vivid relief by their pendant 
spheres of incandescent light. The whole 
effect is very grand. Directly in front, 
the main altar, set into an immense alcove 
which almost forms one end of the church, 
is one glare of ‘incandescent light. Row 
upon row of sixteen-candle lamps, set ex- 
ceedingly close together, extend in terrace 
style from floor to roof. The concave ar- 
rangement of the’altar-niche, together with 
the many brass ornaments therein, con- 
centrate and reflect the generated light, 
returning it to the main body of the 
church reinforced beyond measure. In the 
tabernacle the theory of the “presence” is 
forcibly brought to mind by an arrange- 
ment which bring its visible contents into 
bold relief. 

Turning to the left of the church we 
come to the altar of the Sacred Heart. This 
altar is, electrically considered, the most 
extensively lighted one ever made. Con- 
F pod surmounting the front arch of 
the alcove is a flaming cross composed of 
16 opalescent globes. ‘Trailing downward 
from each s ide of this is a vine, among 
whose gilt foliage shone clusters of 
fruit, made of miniature incandescent 
lamps especially shaped for the purpose. 
Above and back of the accompanying 
statue of the altar is another and smaller 
arching grape-vine, the clusters of fruit 
on which are composed of tiny specks 
of white and purple flame. Just within 
the inclosure are swinging candelabra 
in the shape of palm-leaf clusters, from 
the center of which large © opalescent 
16-candle power lamps add to the ‘general 
offect. Farther back the color of a pink 
roso, among some foliage on the wall, is 
heightened by a red lamp, concealed 
among the petals. Far up at the top of 
the alcove, concealed by proscenium arch, 
are 30 16-candle power incandescent lamps, 
whose light is concentrated and projected 
downward by means of corrugated glass 
reflector, thus bringing the altar below in 
strong relief with the other contents of the 
alcove, 

The electrical installation of the Church 
of St. Francis Xavier cost over $15,000.

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REIGN OF KING COTTON 
Why It Became Supreme in the South 
Immodiately After the War, 
Promising As Was the industrial advance 
of the south prior to the war, it wasin its 
agriculturo that the chief interests of the 


people wore centored, says the Engineering 
Jagazine Here was displayed an energy 


as great as that which opened up to ocivili 
ration the vast prairies of the west ; here 
was a well-rounded growth which neither 
the south nor any other part of 
| the coutitty has boen able to duplicate 
since the war. Cotton was indeed king,but 
it Was not auch an absolute monarch as it 
has boon since 1865, not as grain has been 
in tho weat, Instead ot being the main

Whenthe 
crop bad been gethored and turned over to 
the merchant who had been ‘‘carrying”’ 
him, mud “oul of its proceeds the debt for 
goods bought on credit—including interest 
and commisslous——bad been paid, the fur 
ulog had nothing left. As the noxt season 
cane around he was again compolled to 
mortgage his crop in agyance to the man to 
whom he was already im debt It was ‘‘a 
condition and not a theory” that confront 
ed the farmers of the gonth and necessarily 
it has taken years for them to gradually

The 
killing was done by Indians, There is said 
to be no sign of uprising among those now 
at the agency, 

Gen. Brooke expresses the opinion. that 
thore could be no foundetion for the rumora 
ofan Indinn outbreak, He gave asa rea- 
son for this fact that Two Strike and. his 
band belonged at Rosebud and not at Pine 
Ridge, as ludicated by the messages. giving 
the news of tho killing, 

It is the prevailing opinion that the kill- 
ing has been tho result of a petty row be- 
tween cowboys und lodians. Same enquiry 
as to the force of troops now stationed at 
the posts in tle vicinity of Pine Ridge and 
Rosebud brought out the information that 
the department is pretty well prepared at 
Present to quell anything like an Indian 
outbreak if such a thing should occur. 

At 8.30 o'clock to-night The Bee received 
the following advices from Pine Ridge 
Agency direct: ‘Capt. Brown, acting 
agoat, instructed the police that he sent 
out this morning that they must bring the 
murderers to the Agency. _If they resisted 
to bring them unyway. First Sorgt, Joe 
Bush, who was ip con:mand, tells the Slory. 
He arrived at tho Agency at 3 p.m, to-day 
aud reported as follows: 

““*The men were camped down near.No 
Water's camp, close to the hill. The police 
were out on the flut where the Omaha Rake 
is, When the police first came upon them 
they fired once at us and all of us then 
commenced to fire uponthem. We got, an 
Indian going up the bill and we killed bim 
there, There was another man raised. up 
close by the house, and we finished him and 
knocked him down, 

“ ‘Sergt. Sitting Bear killed one, Policeman 
Red Owl killed one, ant Sorgt. Blunt 
Horn killed one, I took five of Young 
Man Afraid’s men, young fellows, and they 
helped usa great deal. No Water came 
up and told us that we had served them 
right; Uhat we hul killed them and that 
they had all they wanted, and the best way 
now was to drop it.’ ” 

After making their reports the police 
were highly complimented by Capts, Brown 
and (Cisuey. Two Strike api one f his 
boys got away. It is, thought that Two 
Strike is seriously wounted. Capt. Brown 
has another squad of police out after those 
two, with instructions to bring them to the 
agency. Tuspoctor Cisney ofthe Interior 
Department is here, He as well as Capt. 
Brown does not anticipate any further 
trouble.

The chief characteristic of the burglaries 
was their boldness. Apart from the 
séomingly reckless but practically success 
ful daring, the execution of the jobs was 
inartistic and coarse, and as thoy went on 
unchecked, tho detective department 
naturally began to feel crestfallon over 
them. They had worked very hard on the 
two jewelry store robberies in the endeavor 
to achieve success, much harder than they 
have done in cases in which they wore held 
to havo scored brilliantly. Whore defeat 
came in was tho failure to trace avy of the 
stolen property. Sharp lookouts were 
kept upon the pawnshops and oatablish- 
ments ot known or ®uspected receivers of 
stolen property, and suspected parties— 
even some of the men now in custody— 
were watched, and more than once it seem 
ed as though the exercise of the twin vir- 
tues of patience and porseverance was 
about to meet with its reward, but on each 
occasion hope’s flattering tale ended in die- 
appointment, 

ut the thieves were too wary to attompt 
to place any of the stolen property on the 
market immediately, and though their 

storing the jewolry for a time has ultimate- 

ly furnished conclusive evidence against 
them, there is no doubt it deferred the evil

Bo matters atood until the depositing of 
the parcel containing some of the stolen 
jewelory and defiant notes to tho detectives 
on the doorstep of Robert Grainger, 182 
Queen-street west, on Vadnais 

During their visit to the Davis and 
Roberts establishments they behaved with 
engaging politeness and good humor, bub 
their letters were disagreeable aud dis- 
courteous, and there was a conspicuous 
absence of this distinguishing and mitigat- 
ing courtesy. The robberies had been well 
planned, well carried out, and had met with 
‘entire success, but this deplorable. retro- 
gression to rudeness proved an infallible 
symbol of doom, for by this act the burg- 
lars practically sealed their fate, In- 
spector Stark promptly decided that none 
but amateurs would resort to a device of 
this kind toattract greater attention to 
themselves, and his suspicions atrengthened 
that the Bennett gang, who had been 
partially identified previously, were the 
guilty parties, But it was still a case of ‘‘as 
you were,” so faras concerned the posses- 
sion of evidence to incriminate the suspeoct- 
ed parties in respect to any specifio.:bur- 
glary. The detectives felt more strongly 
than ever that the Bennets gang were’ the 
rebbers; but feeling was of no avail, was 4 
thing not to be even mentioned in court, 
and they had no doubt as to how: the 
magistrate would act when he found there 
was no evidence forthcoming. 

But developments of Friday and Satur- 
day converted Acting Detective Dunoan's 
suspicions into satisfactory proof that the 
Bennett gang were the | perpetrators 
and it was decided to arrest them. 

Their description is as follows: 


GEORGE BENNETT, aged 2 years, resides at 
No. 1 Central-row, off Easteru-avenue, married, 
wife and one child, born in England; convicted 
in Toronto, November, 1587, of the larceny of 
several paira of boots and sentenced to 60 days; 
again convicted, in 1888 for the larceny of a set of 
carpenter's tools and sentenced to three months 
in the Central Prison. Has beoo always marked 
by the polios as the leader ofa tough gang in Bt 
Jobo's Ward. 

WILLIAM ARCHER, alias WrullaM KELLy, a 
%, Canadian, reaides at 41 Trinity-square, with 
poe stepfather, Jobo J. Kelly; unmarried; 
convictéd in 1885 of larceny and served one year in 
the Central Prison. 

EDWARD ARCHER, alias Eowarn Ke tty, a, 

90, unmarried, Canadian, brother of abore, resides 
aval Sa Firat offence. 

WILLIAM NORRIS, aged 21, married,Canadian, 
resides at 30}4 Loulsa-street. First offence. 
Bennett was first taken into custody, 
and, discomfited and demoralized by the 
swift suddenness of the biow, the prisoner 
made full confession and gave the names of 
the other three men, who were only cats- 
pawsinthe hands of the older and abler 
scoundrel, who had been taught improve- 
ments of the “trade” while an inmate of 
the Central, and when he emerged had been 
eonverted from a low-grade orook to an 
educated professional. For fear that the 
nests would be pepty. and the birds flown 
the descent upon the domiciles of the others 
was delayed until anearly hourSunday morn- 
ing, and was more successful than had been 
i505 Not only was every particle of the 
atolen property recovered, but the masks 
and revolvers of the gang were also found, 
and to-day the tour men will make a com- 
palsory’ appearance before an aggrieved 
public. 

Thus are four enterprising careers brought 
to a prematore close for a long period to 
come. 

The news of the arrest of the gang will 
be received with much joy} for everybody 
has been runuing the risk of waking up to 
finda burglar at his bedside. Thero has 
always been something sinister and un- 
pleasant about the men who crack criba— 
whether jt is their masks, their stealthy 
tread, their blinding bull’s-eye ‘‘glims,” 
or the feeling that they bave pistols ready 
for use at close quarters, or all of these 
eoncomitants combined.

A WIFE'S CRIME

Bhe Tired of Her Husband and 
Him

ander D. Cameron is under arrest 
charged with having poisoned her basband, 
Jennie McNichol, a vivacious 16-year-old 
girl, came down from Eastport, Meo.. 25 
years ago to visit a married sister at Gol- 
denville, Gaysborough County. Shiv was 
woll connected, one of her brothers being a 
lawyer in Calais, Me., and another o Jaw- 
yer in Eastport, 

The gold-mining boom) was thon at its 
height in Goldenyille and. there were 
many cligible suitora for the hand 
of the handsome Yankee girl. She 
chose Alexander D, Cameron, a pros- 
porous merchant and gold miner, twice 
as old as she. Cameron was inadly in love 
with his wifeand settled money on ber. 
Subsequently he met reverses in business, 
but Mrs, Cameron's nest-egg constantly in- 
creased until to-day she has $15,000 in her 
own right, 

They came to Bridgetown 15 years ayo, 
started business and did well, but all tle 
property was inthe wife's name, and the 
husband was completely subsorvient to her 
imperious will, He wasa prominent Free 
Mason, an active: politician, and became 
very popular; but his and his wife's social 
circle was limited, and Mrs. Cameron —liud 
few friends. 

After some time she became Ben) 
acquainted with O. T. Dauicls, a you 
lawyer, and made him her’ attorney for tho 
management of her property, — The Camer- 
ons had no family, ant Daniels went to 
board with them. ‘Three yoars ago Can- 
éron began to break down from nervous 
trouble, became a physieal wreck and was 
addicted to quinine wine, The relations of 
husband and wife became most wretched, 
aud it is alleged that Mrs, Cameron cruelly 
ill-treated her husband, who was growing 
demented, and publicly expressed a hope 
that he would die, saying her life had. been 
ruined and she was tired of him. 

Meanwhile Lawyer Daniels, who is also 
municipal clerk of tle County of Annapolis, 
continued to be her® intimate friend, Last 
year Cameron assigned and Daniels arranged 
the compromise of 50 cents on the dollar 
with the creditors “Some people here 
called it a swindle, as ll the property was 
vested inthe wife. Itis» dlleged that the 
policy on Cameron's life was made payable 
to Daniels as trustee: 

Mrs. Cameron sold out the “store and 
went to Maine to visit her friends. Soon 
after her return in October stories of re- 
newed ill-treatinent were current, and then 
she sent her husband over on the bay shore 
to live with @ fishernvan’s fumily, telling 
her friends he could only live a short time, 
and she continued to board in town. She 
paid his board some months in advance, but, 
although only five miles distant, never visit- 
ed or wrote to him. 

Contrary to expectation Cameron began 
to recover. Three weeks ago, on the 
strength of an old prescription from ah 
alleged doctor at Kastport, the wife ob- 
tained some landanuns and morphine froin a 
local druggist. A few days later, on the 
pretext of having ~broken the bottie, she 
obtained 30 grains of morphine from the 
same druggist. After two Gays more had 
elapsed she started to visit her hisband on 
the seashore. On the way out she remarked 
to the driver tiiat she had dreamed that 
her husband wouldn’t live until Feb, 1, but 
she found him in fairly good health, 

She remained there a week. On the 
morning of Jun. 26 they quarreled and the 
husband left the nouse. He was brought 
back and she gave himaucup of tea, She 
says his hauda were so feeble that lie could 
nothold the cup, and she held it while he 
drank, Shortly after drinking it Cameron 
fellintoa comatose condition, lasting 35 
hours, and then died. 

Mrs. Cameron arranged to forward the 
body to Pictou County, at the other end of 
the Province, for interment, but the Masonic 
lodge investigated the rumors of foul piay, 
intercepted the coffin at the railway station 
and had an inquest and post mortem, the 
result of which was toshow that the de- 
ceased died of morphine poisoning. Thero- 
upon Mrs, Cameron was arrested

The Sun and tho Stars. 

The sun is star and the stars are suns. 
This fact has been a similar one to astrono- 
mers for many years. That the stars 
shine by their own inherent light, and not 
by the light reflected from another body, 
like the planets of the solar system, may 
be easily proved. That many of thom ab 
least are very similar to our own sun, is 
clearly shown by several considerations, 

Three facts prove this conclusively, 
First, thoir great intrinsic brilliancy com- 
pared with their small apparent diameter, 
a diameter sosmall that the highest powers 
of tho Inrgont telescopes fail to show them 
as anything but mere points light 
without measurable magnitude. Second, 
their vast distances eed the earth, 
e distance so great that the diameter 
of the earth’s orbit dwindles almost 
to » point in comparison. ‘This accounts 
satisfactorily for the first fact. Third, the 
spectroscope—that unorring instrument of 
modern research—shows that the light 
emitted by many of them is very similar to 
that radiated by the sun 

Their chemical and physical constitution 
is, therefore, probably analogous to that of 
our central luminary. ‘The red stare dor- 
tainly show spectra differing considerably 
from the solar spectrum, but these objects 
are comparatively rare and may, pertaps, 
be considered as forming exceptions to the 
general rule. —Gentleman's Magazine,

If often indulged in these are rather expen- 
sive luxuries, and asthe supply of youths 
anxious for genteel employment is always 
in excess of the demand, the salaries given 
are in many cases low, Then firms are 
sometimes very lax in the oversight of 
young men in theiremploy, It seems easy 
to take a small article. After the firat false 
step the descent is rapid, and many a young 
man fills a felon’s cell, or has to fly the 
country, under circumstances due to his 
masters carelessness as well as his own 
folly,

**A inan may think « horse has a cold, 
In three or four days the animal has ap- 
parently recovered except for a slight dis, 
charge from one nostril or sometimes from 
both. The discharge is oily, greenish in 
color, sticky, aud tenacious, sometimes 
mingled with bits of hay and grain, It 
comes from a raggid ulcer in the nostril. 
Before dying the horse may be able to travel 
about for three or four years, but he is all 
the time spreading the contagion, particu 
larly through the watering troughs, which 
he infects with bacilli. 

“We detect glunders by the discharge 
and by the lump which always forins on 
the under jaw. If in doubt we give a 
horse @ purgative and two drachins of tur- 
pentine, which raises his temperature and 
avelepy the disease ut ouce if it really

There 
are strict rules asto the exact degree of 
admiration to be expressed according to the 
character of the specimens. 

Indiscriminute gush 18 not permitted in 
polite circles, The respectful inspection 
over, and the proper things said, the host 
presents to his guest, on u tray, cut flowers 
and branches, a knife, scissors, a small 
saw, & vase, and a napkin, at the same time 
rolling up the kakemonos, ‘‘as it is consid- 
ered to be demanding to much of a visitor 
to expect him to extemporize a flower ar- 
rangement in harmony,’ but the guest may 
face the difliculty and retain the unfamiliar 
background. 

Tho master of the house now offers ono 
of his most precious vases suitable to the 
season and the flowers, and the visitor 
pleads hisinability todo justice toso beauti- 

ul a receptacle, but if pressed to make use 

of it he must then take care that the ar- 
rangement is simple and unobstrusive, so 
as to distract attention from the vase. 
When completed, the implements aro 
again arranged on the tray, with the ex- 
ception of the scissors, ‘‘which are left near 
the flowers, as a silent and modest invita, 
tion to the master of the house to correct 
foults.”’ 

The host sweeps up the rubbish and 
takes away the tray. ‘The other visitors, 
who haye meantime been waiting in the 
ante-rodm, are now admitted to pay the 
proper compliment. Before leaving the 
Artist, unless a person of superior rank, 
takes the flowers out of the vase ; “it is 
considered presumptuous of him tv quit 
without destroying the evidence of his skill,” 
Should the entertainer by inadvertence 
have supplied scented flowers onan occasion, 
such as an “‘incensé meeting,” when per 
fume is prohibited, the politeartificer makes 
no remark, but snips off the blossoms, leav 
ing ouly the unopened and scentless buds, 
The flowets must not be offered trimmed, or 
they might look us if they had been pre- 
viously used.

the country.” 

In the discussion which followed, C. 
Grierson, Oshawa; John Blaney,North Nor- 
folk; William MGRae, Guelph; J, Wheli- 
ban, Sonth Perth; Thomas, Torrance, East 
Huron; James McEwen, West Wellington; 
J. F. Beam, Wetland; James Sheppard, 
Niagara, ahd’ D; Maclean, West Elgin, gave 
five minute addresses. 

The general opinion of the speakers was 
that Ontario farmers Were as prosperous, if 
not more 40, than those of any habitable 

art of theiglobe, Tho majority were in 
vor of feeer trade relations with England, 
ifttiwere,possible to,.aeoure, them. With 
many, the ron was the fear of a poverty 
of revenue consequent on. the removal of 
import duties, The opinion was also ex- 
pressed that.as Canadian . farmers had now 
to dispose of their surplus products in open 
mavketh universal free trade might be an 
advantageous Measure. 

Dr. Cowan, Guelph, on the plea that 
tormer'spéakers’had been wandering from 
the,question in discussing universal free 
trade, introduced as an athendment this 
motion; 

That in tho opinion of thia westing prefer- 
ential trade with Great Britain would do 
much to promote thé welfare atid prosperity 
of this country, 

This, the chairman explained, would dis- 
credit the original motion if taken up ag an 
amendment, and Dr. Cowdh withdrew it as 
such, On submitting it subsequently as an 
original motion it Was cartied unanimously, 
together with Mr. Kells” resolution. 

President Nicholas Awrey, M.L.A., then 
gave hie annual address. ‘The farmers of 
Ontario, he said, had cause for congratula- 
tion in having a farmers’ inatitate in ever 
electoral district. The’ niembership had 
risen in six years from 300 to 16,000. With 
its superior climate and wataral advantages 
Ontario should haye the most prosperous 
farmers in the world. ‘The’ provincial 
farmers’ picnic at Grimsby, though small in 
Attendance, had been food in results. Al- 
though the price of wheat was low. and the 
markets were limited theré.ayas no reason to 
be discouraged, Tho results of’ the’last 20 

ears showed a slow but gradual increase 
nh the prosperity of the farmer. ‘There was 
at the present time $900,000,000. invested 
in agricultural lands,stock and implements. 
Although farmers were fairly prosperous, 
two industries alone had aayed the country 
from financial bankruptcy. _ These were 
the manufacture of cheese and butter. In 
69 there was not ‘enough cheese for home 
‘consumption. In 1890 the exports from 
Ontario; alone were $,016.604, Sixty 
million dollars represented the aggregate 
value of dairy exports from the Dominion to 
Great. Britain. ad not this money been 
in circulation commerce would have been 
paralyzed Since the Ontario farmers had 
adopted the co-operative principle of manu- 
facturing butter there had been an annual 
increase of 2,000,000 pounds in their British 
exports, with a value of $300,000, Britain 
was ready to take more as soon as tho 
butter was ofa uniform quality, Canada 
instead of Denmark Should export to Eng- 
land. The cheese factories might in the 
winter be turned into creameries where 
ood butter could be produced, Diving 
urdior into statistics, Mr. Awrey said that 
the value of horses hadincreased in 20 yours 
$19,922,956, of sheep 83,776,000, of swine 
$4,000,000, of oattle $16,000,000, and this 
without » proportionate increase in the 
number of head, The purity of the 
breed hud almost doubled the value of 
stock. The unjust act of England in 
acheduling Canadian cattle, together with 
tho like recent action of the United States, 
left the Canadian shipper at the mercy of 
ateamship owners on the St. Lawrence 
route. This should be remedied. Therg 
was no fear of annexation while Uncle Sam 
adopted coercive measures. Goldwin 
Smith's statement that there was a strong 
annexation feeling among the farmers was 
notrue. Wo would like to trads with the 
United States, but not to live under her 
flag. We desire no coorcion in the matter 
of closer political relations. 

Mr. Awrey doolared himself in favor of 
preferential free trade with Great Britain 
if it could be secured, He thought that 
the admission of English goods freo would 
bring the Americans to their knees, A 
compromise course might be adopted by 
which English cloth and woolens could be 
admitted free of duty. He also advocated 
the removal of duty from binder twine and 
coal oil

IMPERIAL PARLIAMENT. 


OCavadian Cattle still to Remain Sonedul 
ed in Great Britato, 

Lonpon, Feb, § —In the House of Com- 
mons, in reply to tho interpellationg of 
Henry Chaplin, Ex+President of the Board 
of Agriculture, Mr, Garduer, the present 
president, said that sinco last July 41 cases 
of pleuro-pueumouia had bewn discovered 
among 18 cargocs-of cattle imported from 
tho United. States 

The Canadian authorities had declored 
that they had been ‘unable ‘to fiid a single 
case of pleurs-prelimonia in’ the’ Dominion, 


yet | the’ appearances) of [the disease 
in een ha en traced “to ports at 
whigh Canadian datrle had bean Inuded. 


It was certain, therefore, that some 
centré of disease in Onnada had been over- 
i ok OF that. tho rea la lane Roverning 
the Peer e a of cattle into the Dominion 
awere defective, The Goveramerit, there- 
foreyswould be obliged. tom maintain ‘the 
prohibition of Canadian cattle, 

He adyocated warmly the slaughter of all 
foreign’ cattle ‘at’ the port of entry. He 
thought that neither thé Wnited States nor 
Canada had any good growids for opposing 
duch a measure. He qioted figares | show- 
ingthat although only four diseased(Cana- 
dian cattle bad “boen landed ‘regently in 
Scotland the Government had been put to 
au expense of £18,000 to compensate tho 
owners of tho herds which had” been 
slaughtered, 

W. Kenny, Q.C., Liberal-Unionist mem- 
ber for St. Stephen’s-Green, Dublin, brought 
up the subject 6f the convict, John Daly, 
convicted of having been engaged in a 
dynamite conspiricy at the sume time as 
James Francis Kyun, who. was recently 
liberated. Mr, Kenny asked whether the 
Government had any intention of releasing 
Daly. ‘ 

Home Secretary Asquith, in reply, de- 
nied that there was any intention to inter- 
fere with the normal course of the sentence. 
Daly had been sentenced to penal servitude 
for life, and in Che ordinary course « period 
of 20 years elapsed before the sentence of 
a prisoner under sentence for life wus re- 
mitted. 

As Daly was sentenced only 10 years 
ago the reply of the Home Secretary 
leaves no liope of his early liberation. 

The Ministers have decided to apply 
the closure on Friday, in case the address be 
stillunder discussion at that time, Their 
purpose is to clear. the way for. the intro- 
duction of the Home Rule Bill on Monday.

In consequence of the interruption 
of railway and telegraphic commupication 
only meagre information about the disasters 
in other parts of Queensland is obtainable. 

At Maryborough 30 persons lave been 
drowned. Most of the town is under 
water. Tho Mary River Bridge, the long- 
estone in the colony, has been carried 
away. The town has been deserted by 
two-thirds of its inhabitants. Tiaro, an- 
other town on the Mary, is ulso under

It was malignant,untruthful and slanderous 

to acctse Liberals;of disloyalty. 

“'T repudiate,” he said, ‘these attacks; I 
sporn them!” [Cheprs and laughter. } 

He ‘said that he happened “to beborn in 
the United States, but he was of Scotch 
and English origin and was proud of the 
family to which he belonged. Under the 
lawa of Britain he was, therefore, a British 
subject. As to his place of birth, it was 
a matter with which he had little to do. 
(Laughter. ) 

He was not consulted. He lived in Can- 
ada since his boyhood, but there were 
some of his Conservative friends who 
thought that 40 years’ residence was not 
sufficient to naturalize him. He repudiated 
the charge of being a traitor. 

As to his recent visit to Washington he 
said that he had a perfect right to be there 
if he saw fit. His business was of « private 
character, but after that was through he 
hada talk with American politicians of 
things Canadian, He had advocated no 
views that were not for the interest of the 
Dominion, Instead of there being an eager- 
ness onthe part of the United States to 
swallow up Canada he found thai nine out 
of every ten men knew very little 
about Cavadian affairs. In speak [ug 
to Americans about Canada he urgec 
forbearance such as ought to be expected in 
a larger country dealing with a smaller, 
He was satisfied that reciprocity could be 
brought about between the two countries, 
pot such a reciprocity as the Canadian 
Government wanted, which would be alto- 
gether in favor of Canada. but one that 
would be fair to both Canada and tho 
States, 

John G. Carlisle, who was in direct line 
for the presidency, wasin favor of making 
a statutory offer in favor of reciprocity, as 
also was W. J. Springer of Illinois. 

The member for North Norfolk said he 
went to Washington and told the 
politicians a great deal. He did 
not tell the House what he had 
to say about machine politicians and French 
Catholic leaders, What was the difference 
between the two parties on this question? 
The Conservative party has always held 
that, in the first place, wo are Canadians 
and in the second place that we are British 
subjects and that we intend to establish 
Canadian authority on this continont and 
conduct our own diplomatic affairs. This 
was not the case with the Opposition, 
whose policy was not a patriotic one, 

Mr, Fraser spoke at length, defending 
Mr. Longley, and stating that there 
Were no annexationists in Nova Sco- 
tia, neither among the Liberals nor 
Conservatives,. He did not hear the Con- 
seryatives attack Mr, Sol White because he 
was ap annoxationist.

Mr. McGregor: I have heard Mr. White 
talk annexation. 

Dr. Montague stated that Mr. White 
had recently declared that he was not an 
annexationist, but he preferred annexation

r. Hazen said that he never accused 
the Liberals of being any more disloyal 
than the Conservatives. The country, 
he believed, was loyal to the core. He, 
however, did acouse them of haying Edward 
Farrer as their leading editorial writer on 
their organ, The Toronto Globe, during the 
last general elections. If Mr, Longley was 
not un annexationist, it might be said of 
him that ‘‘language was given so as to con- 
ceal one’s thoughts.”’ 

Mr. Sutherland said that it was lowering 
the dignity of the House bringing up the 
question atall, and he would not have said 
anything in connection with the debate but 
for the fact of what the member for Haldi- 
mand (Montague) had said about Sol 
White. He (Sutherland) then went on to 
show that White gavo a lecture in 
Woodstock in favor of annexation. He 
did not believe that either Conservatives 
or Liberals were disloyal in Canada. 

Mr, Tisdale did not understand that any 
Conservative member accused the members 
of the Opposition of being disloyal, al- 
though the action of the member for the 
North Riding of Norfolk (Charlton) might 
have given some grounds for criticism, Te 
went on to show that a deliberate fraud 
was imposed on tho Liberals of his riding 
by certain parties calling 4 meeting 
and passing an annexation resolution 
and having it telegraphed al) over 
the country that the Liberals of tho 
riding declared for continenta) ynion. The 
speeches of Mr. Charlton at Washington, 
Buffalo and Chicago, as reported in the 
Liberal press, gave some good grounds for 
remarks against the member for the North 
Riding of Norfolk. The Norfolk Reformer, 
the organ of the Liberalsinthe riding, 
came outin favor of continental union, 
and the secretary of the Liberal Association 
was the gentleman who wrote the leading 
article for that newspaper. It was Mr, 
Charlton's duty, if ho was in earnest, to 
denounce this,

A New Trial Ordered. 

In the Divislonal Court at Toronto on 
Monday, before Armour, O.J., Faloon- 
bridgs, J. and Street, J., jadgment was 
rendered in the following case : 

Morrow vy. O.P.R. Oo.—Jadgment on 
motion by the plaintiff to set aside a non- 
sult entered by Falconbridge, J., at the 
trial at BelJeville in an actlon for damages 
for negligende, and for a new trial. The 
plaintiff was travelllog in an open buggy 
along a road in the township of of Rawdon 
where the defendants’ line of rallway 
crosses, and was iojared and his horse was 
killed at the crossing by a passing express 
train, The ine of rallway jusb before the 
croseing runs through a cutting, and thore 
fs also a curve in the line, by reason of 
which a train cannot be seen from the road 
till it is near the crossing. The negligence 
alleged was the fallure of the defendants’ 
servants on the train to sound the whistle 
or to ring the bell on approaching the 
crossing. The trial judge non-sulted on 
the authority of Weir v, O.P.R. Oo,, 16 
A. R. 100., holding that the plaintiff was 
oub of court by reason of contributory neg 
ligence. The plaintiff contended that the 
trial jadge had In effect usurped the func- 
tlons of the jury by weighing the evidence 
of contributory negligence, and that he was 
erriog in law in laying dowa that {it was in- 
cambent on the plaintiff to negative con- 
tributory negligence on his part. The 
court held that tho case should not have 
been withdrawn from the jary, and that 
the question of contributory negligence 
should have been left to the jury, distin- 
guighing Welrv. C.P.R Oo. Order made 
for a new trial. Qosta of the former trial 
and of this motion to be pald by the de- 
fendants, Marsh, Q. O., for tho plaintiff. 
McOarthy, QO, and Augus MacMurchy 
for the defendants.

BECOND DAY'S SESSION OF THE CEN- 
T RAL ORGANIZATION 


Hon. John Dryden Announces a New 
Project—WIilLl Try to Retain the Young 
People on the Farms—No Surrender to 


the Annoxationists 


Toronto, Feb. 
a.m, Nicholas wir s M.L.A., called 
the meeting to order To tho sur- 
prise of nearly all, the popular pre- 
sident of the past threo years announved 
his intention to relinguish the position he 
has so worthily filled. Protests were in 
vain, and the reception of nominations com- 
moeonced 

The nominees were; T. Lloyd Jones, 
Burford; T. G. Raynor, Rosehill; D. Mo- 
Rac, Guelph; and D, E. Smith, Church- 
ville Mr. Jones was elected on 
the third _ ballos, D, Mo- 
Pherson, Glengarry, was the conyention’a 
choice for vice-president, and the institute 
unanimously returned A. H. Pettit, Boams- 
ville, as secrotary-treasurer. Directors were 
chosen as followa: A. P. McDougall, Mal- 
yern; Thomas Kells, Vandoleur; J. F. Beam, 
Welland; James Ewing, Dayton; J. B, 
Ewing, Dartford; T. G. Raynor, Rosehill; 
W. J. Macnaughton, Lancaster. 

On various topics papers and speeches 
were mado, That which provoked 
most discussion was that of Mr, D, EK. 
Smith, Churchville, on Statute Labor. 
He was in favor of the commutation 
principle, the work being contracted for in 
liew of the farmer doing it himself. On this, 
as on other topics, thero was a variety of 
opinion, and no resolution was passed, In 
fact, many of the speakers admitted that 
their object was to provoke discussion 
rather than any immediate resolution, 

Prof. James W. Robertson, dairy com- 
missioner, gave an interesting address on 
his experiences in the Old Country. 
His recommendations to the Canadians 
to pay more attention to the breeding of 
hogs and poultry were much applauded, 
He drew a great picture of the demand 
there was for these in England, and plainly 
told the Canadian farmers that they were 
not sufficiently alive to their own inter- 
ests. > 

A committee was appointed to wait on 
thu Dominion Government to present the 
resolution of the previous day in respect to 
free trade. 

A long discussion on the subject of roads 
followed. The consensus of opinion seemed 
totbe that there should be tliree classifica- 
tions: County, provincial and Dominion. 

The speakers on the various topics were 
numerous, but little fresh was said on any 
one.

The speech of the evening was that of 
Hon. John Dryden, He rejoiced that in 
spite of bad times there was a stronger de- 
sire ot the farmers to stand together than 
ever before. He justified tho expenditure 
of $8200 last year on behalf of the farmers’ 
institutes, whilst regretting that so much 
nioney was spent by managers of faira in 
What was merely amusement and not edu- 
cation, Some might maintain that these 
side-shows were educative, **Yes,” added 
he, “‘they are educative, but in the 
wrong direction.” This remark was loudly 
cheered, and thus encouraged Mr. Dryden 
went on to say thatit the tair managers— 
(he did not refer to Toronto)—did notapply 
the money better thore would be an agita- 
tion epring up which would prevent, the 
Ontario Goviesieas granting money for 
agricultural purposes which was being 
diverted to other and improper purposes, 

Then the Minister of Agriculture 
gave the history of Government 
aid to farmers’ shows ahd institutes, 
the usefulness of which and of the Guelph 
Agricultural College he higlily eulogized. 

is the latter part of Mr, Dryden’s speech 
he enforced the importance of teaching the 
rudimentary principles of agriculture in 
the common schools. 

“Many » good plowman is spoiled by 
becoming a bad doctor or lawyer. Some- 
thing should be done to prevent. the undue 
influx of so many of our young people into 
the large towns.” 

And then came a reyelation. Said Mr. 
Dryden: ‘‘I’ll tell you something which has 
not yet been said publicly: The Ontario 
Government has decided t> do something in 
regard to this matter, and at once.

We propose at our Agricultural 
College at Guelph to open a summer school, 
to which we will invite as many teachers as 
will go. We propose to give them a series 
of lwctures in relation to agriculture, botany, 
geology and chemistry—not with « 
view to onabling thein to teach technical 
agriculture in the schools, but to enable 
them to gives series of popular talks on 
agricultural topics.

We propose that the 
young people shall be, accompanied by 
thoir teachers, taken to the farms and 
rocks in their respective districts and be 
practically taught the various specimens, 
their production and usos, [believethatif we 
can get the teachera to{take hold of our 
proposition we will find that before ten 

ears aro over the young people will not be 
ound flocking to the cities but content to 
stay at home and to bend their best ener- 
gies to agriculture and the farm. [Ap, 
plause.) ‘This will tend to develop their 
interest in the agricultural and special 
subjects they will be taught. [Renewed 
applause, }

“That it is expedient to place corn on tho 
froe list,” and the debate weut over wuiler 
the rules, private bills and public bills and 
orders being proceeded with after recess, 

Mr, Pope in. supporting his motion re- 
ferred to the fact that be had opposed a 
similar motion in 1890, but procecded to 
point out that a very great change 
had taken place in the cattle trade 
since that — time, caused by the 
scheduling of Cinadian cattle by the 
British Governmont and the recent order 
requiring Canadian cattle entering the 
United States to be quarantined for ninety 
days, 

Ho wished it to be understood that he 
did not make this motion as one of want of 
confidence in the Government, but merel 
as one in the interests of the farmer. All 
scientific and practical men were agreed 
that the tarmers of the east can only com- 
pete with the farmers of the west by using 
the best imethods for utilizing their 
Coarse grains to the best advantage 
and turning them into .animals and their 
products, which would give better results 
than grain. 

He traced the rise of the cattle trade with 
Great Britain and how it had developed 
into moatly aga trade in stockers, the fin- 
ishing touches on which—the fattening up 
for market—wero put.on in Great Britain, 

This was all very well while cattle conld 
be landed there and kent any length af 
time. Batnow cattle hhaato he killed 
when landed, dud it was necessary, there- 
fore, Lo send them from here ready for the 
buteber. 

In order them in condition 
to compete the corn-fed cattle 
of Illinois and Towa it was necessary to get 
cheap soru. Barley wou'd not do slond as 
food, yu cattle fel on acley alone wonld 
not inake ns good leet as ifcorn fed 

He quoted prices of barley, and said he 
did not think Ontario farmers could afford 
to grow barley and sell it cheap enaugh to 
Quebec faners for thom to fatten cattle 
He calculated that tle average price of 
cattle in the Faster, Townships was pot 
over $4 cents per pound, aud at that price 
the farmer could wot’ afford to pay over 50 
certs per busliel fer barley, 

Mr. Sproule opposed the motion on the 
groudd that it was ov in the mtercest of 
farmers. It might be in the interest of the 
stovk faisnd to have free corn, but it could 
nor benefit the farmer who raised coarse 
grains to Sell, 

Only a sinall percentage of our farmers 
were feeders. ‘They could not afford to 
build barns and go into the busitess of fat- 
tening stock. Wo could raise plenty of 
corn in Canada for cosilage, and ensilage 
was the hest food for cattle. Ho rogarded 
the duty on corn as part of the National 
Policy, and would oppose its repeal both 
in the House and in the country.

past few days the Canadian Government

‘+g most exhaustive report on the cattle 
question, In which it {8 most conclusively 
shown that there has never been any 
pieuro pneumonia ip Canada, and a free 
offr is made to pay the exponses of any 
experts the British Governmenp my send 
over to make any examination and Inveatl- 
gation they please." When the Canadian 
cattle suspected of suffering from pleuro- 
pneumonia, after landing in Scotland last 
October, were killed and examined, 8 blun- 
dering disgnosis was made by the Govern 
mont veterfnarian, out of which has grown 
the whole difficalty. The importers of the 
cattle Immediately procured the services 
of the highest veterinary authorities in 
Scotland—those connected with the Unl- 
versity of Edinburgh—who unhesltatingly 
pronouaced the allment one of a much mil- 
der and non-contaglous ‘ype, arlelng pro- 
bably from sudden exposure In open fields 
after confiaement on abipboard. Strong 
pressure was brought to bear upon the 
British Board of Agriculture towards the 
reversal of Its decision, but red-tape pre- 
valled, aod !t was decided that the Board 
must abide by the reporb of its own ex- 
port, even if palpably wrong. It Is well 
phat the Dom{nlon Government has taken 
all possible means to prove that plearo- 
pneumonia does not exist, aud never has 
existed, In Canada, Perchance auch evi 
dence, in addition to that obtalned:in Soot- 
fand, may provide o sofficlend basis for the 
restoration of the exceptional privileges so 
Jong extended to Oanadian cattle at British 
ports, before the opening of another traflio 
eeason

Sir John Thompson at the suggestion of 
Sic William Whiteway explained why 
Canada had objected to the ratification of 
the Bond-Blaine treaty, and Sir William 
asked if Canada failed to secure a treaty 
horself with the United States would she 
still object to the Bond-Blaine peal 

In the discussion that ollowed 
Sir John Thompson said that the 
Canadian delegatos should not be asked to 
make a pledge in advance, and that it 
would depend on the grounds on which the 
United States refused a treaty with Canada 
whether or not further objections were 
taken to the Bond-Blaine treaty. 

If, for instance, a treaty was refused on 
the ground of Canadian fidelity to the Em- 
pire, Canada should not be blamed for ask- 
ing Imperial protection against @ conven: 
tion between Newfoundlandand the United 
States which would be inimical to Canadian 
interests. 

Sir William Whiteway urged Newlound- 
land’s peculiarly isolated position and her 
dependence upon one single industry. 

Mr. Bond detended his action in trying 
to make a treaty with the United States 
without consulting Canada on the ground 
that Canada had never asked Nowfound- 
land to join in her treaty negotiations with 
the United States, He declared, however, 
that he had distinctly assured Mr. Blaine 
that there was to be no discrimination 
against Canada. 

He thought that the fact that the 
treaty was to bo ratified by Great 
Britain was sufficient guarantee that 
in lowering ber tariff Newfoundland 
would not discriminate against Canada, He 
would agree to guarantee that there would 
be no differential tariff against Canada, and 
that our fishermen should be placed on the 
same footing as American fishormen. 

After some discussion of the charge that 
Canadian fishermen had supplied bait to 
French fishermen and upon the question of 
smuggling at St. Pierre, the delegates 
agreed that both Governments would peti- 
tion the Imperial Goverument to appoint a 
British consul at St. Pierre. 

‘At another sitting Sir William Whiteway 
renewed his request for joint action om the 
bait supply question, pointing out how 
beneficial to both countries it would be to 
prohibit the sple of bait to the French fish- 
ermen. He held thatit would reduce the 
French catch and consequently increase the 
aale of Newfoundland aad Canadian fish. 

Sir John Thompson declined to make a 
promise with regard to the Canadian Bait 
‘Act, but was willing to agree that Canadian 
fishermen should be bound to respect the 
terms upon whioh they bought bait in New- 
foundland. 

The subject of confederation was broached 
by Hon. Mackenzio Bowell at tho third 
sitting as an easy solution of all difficulties, 

gr William Whiteway expressed him- 
self as pleased thatthe subject had been 
mentioned, and geemed desirous of talking 
it over, but Hon. Mr. Haryey opposed it, 
declaring that while many on tho Island 
believed {jt to be the ultimate destiny 
of the country it was not a question 
of the immediate future ond was 
one with which the conference had no con- 
cern. 

Ata subsequent sitting Hon. Mr, Bowell 
again brought up the matter, but with the 
some result, and it was only after Sir John 
Thompson had pressed the advisability of

Proposals and counter-proposals were 
submitted by the Newfoundland delegates

The Canadian delegates declined, but 
subsequently agreed to withdraw opposi- 
tion in case no treaty was arranged between 
Canada and the United States by August, 
i893.

The schooner Robert Lewis arrived from 
Honolulu last night, bringing Inte news of 
the Hawaiian revolution. The provisional 
government has received certificates of 
recognition from the representatives of 
Japan, Great Britain, Chili, Denmark, Goer 
many, Austro-Hungary, Spaiu, Portugal, 
Peru and the Netherlands, recognizing tho 
provisional governnmientas the de factogovern- 
ment. Theanswer of the British consul says 
he recognizes it as the de facto government 
pending instructions from his Govornment, 
A number of laws have been passed by the 
provisional government. Among others is 
an act relating to the powera and duties of 
the president and Executive Council and 
conferring on the president of the provi- 
sional government all the duties heretofore 
performed by the sovereign, An act was 
also passed making it treason to bear arms 

against the provisional government. 
The steamer Australia arrived off the 
Heads at on early hour yesterday with 


news that Minister Stevens had estab- 
lished 4 protectorate over tho Ha- 
waiian islands. The act was exccut- 


ed at 9 o'clook on the morning of 
the Ist inat., when the Scars and Stripes 
were raised over Auolani Hall, and the 
Minister issued the tollowing proclamation, 
which was published officially on Feb. 1: 

“To the Hawaiian people: At the re- 
quest of the provisional government of 
the Hawaiian Flaine I hereby, in the namo 
of the United States of America, assume 
protection of the Hawaiian Islands for the 
protection of life aud property, and ocon- 
pation of public buildings on Hawaiian 
soil, so far as may be necessary for the 
purpose specified; but not interfering with 
the administration of public affairs by 
the provisional goyerument, This action 
istaken pending aud subject to negotia- 
tions at Washington, John L. Stovens, 
Envoy Extraordinary aud Minister Pleni- 
potentiary of the United States,” 

Since the coming into power of the new 
Provisional Government matters have been 
goingon very quictly, the Hawaiians all 
willingly acquiescing in the desire to await 
the decision of the United States Govern- 
ment. ‘The indications, however, are that 
there is dissension existing amongst the 
members of the Executive Council of the 
new Government, and it is believed that a 
request has been made to the American 
Minister to take full control, pending the 
decision of the United States, Martial law 
still exists, and although there are no hard- 
ships reported, yet the people, beth native 
and foreign, chafe under the situation. No 
arrests are being made, and only for the 
continued presence of armed men in the 
streets, the usual quiet prevails, Tho 
marines and sailors of the United States 
cruiser Boston are parading through the

“I do solemnly swear in 
the presence of Almighty God that I 
will support the provisional government of 
the Hawaiian Islands, promulgated and pro- 
claimed on Jan, 17, 1893, not hereby re- 
nouncing, but expressly reserving all al- 
legianee to any foreign country now owing 
by me.” 

All the judges and a number of other 
officials were empowered to administer this 
oath, and it was taken by lundreds the 
first day it was available. Another act pro- 
hibits the importations of firearms or ex- 
plosives of any character except by the 
Governinent. 

Other than the flag raising on the first 
Honolulu seems to have been without sen- 
sational occurrence since the provisional 
goverument was established. Somo at- 
tempt was made to secure a suspension of 
martial law, but the council only complied 
to the extent of lengthening the dark hours 
during which it was not permissible to be 
abroad without a pass, 

The Queen has spent most of her time

W, Ireland, Parry Sound North Star, and 
Fred Diver, Central Press, Toronto 
President H. P. Moore of The Acton Free 
Press delivered ati intoresting address in 
connection with workings and advancement 
of the association. The object of the asso, 
ciation, he aaid, is to bring the newspapers 
of the country toa better understanding of 
their interests and of eath other, and to 
foster o higher conception of (heir duties 
and to secure a more thorough organization 


for their own benefit or protection. The 
work already accomplished has been of 
inestimable value, he creation of jour- 


nalism, while it may not always yield the 
largest financial rewards, is uot without 
its compensations, Every phase and de: 
partment of lifo are monlded by its silent 
and resistless power. The growing inde- 
pendence of expression is highly commend: 
able, and is an earnest of future eleva- 
tion and multiplied influence, The grave 
law of libel has been before the association 
for four years, and at each session steps 
were taken aud amendments made which 
have been an advantage to publishers. 
Since the last session a deputation waited 
on the Miuister of Justice and secured fur- 
ther amendments to the libel law. The 
membership of this association shall consist 
of publishers, proprietors, editors or busi- 
ness managers of newspapers, professionally 
aud habitually engaged as such, but not 
holding a financial interest merely or occu- 
pying the position of a stockholder or 
silent partnor, or of an editorial or nows 
contributor, This qualification excludes 
qualified journalists of the country and the 
members will be asked to decido whether it 
will not be better to allow the term editor 
to embrace not only editorial Proprighars, 
but managing editors, nows editors, city 
editors, editorial contributors, when oex- 
clusively engaged as such on the staff of any 
paper and duly accredited correspondents 
at Dominion or Provincial capitals, 

Dr, Ryerson gave an interesting talk on 
tke “Care of the Eyesight in Newspaper 
Work." He said that the chief causes of 
defective evesight among newspaper meu 
were tobacco, want of sleep, irregular hours, 
habits ot reading in bed, on railway traing 
and so forth, aud showed the influence of 
different varieties of type on the eyesight. 
Toimprove eyesight he recommended the 
use of cold water, salé and whisky ex- 
tornally. 

Mr. E. Jackson's talk on ‘‘Pioneor News- 
papers” was then read and attracted much 
attention. 

Mr, John King of Berlin talked on ‘*The 
Law of Libel” and a discussion took place 
in which Messrs. J. S. Willison, D. Me- 
Gillicuddy, McKay of Windsor and others 
took part. Mr. McKay put the matter un- 
der discussion inost aptly by stating that 


he had had four; libel suits in. a year, 
and though he had already been 
victorious in three it had cost 
him over $1100. He had found it ex- 


pensive and prejudicial in case of a law suit 
if he apologized. 

The chairman said that newspaper mon 
were anxious not for license to publish 
defamatory matter, but for protection 
against blackmail and persecution by ir- 
responsible and dishonest people. ‘The fol- 
lowing resolution was carried; 

Moved by A. F. Pirie, seconded by D. Mc- 
Gillicuddy, That a committee consisting of 
Messrs. P. D. Ross, E. E. Sheoppardand J, A. 
McKay be requested to confer with Mr. King as 
to the amendments to thecriminal and civil laws 
relating to libel. and to report to our afternoon 
session to-morrow witha view to pressing the 
views of this association on tho attention of the 
Minister of Justice and the Attorney-General of 
Ontario. 

This was the topic of an address by Mr. 
K. E. Sheppard of Saturday Night. He 
regretted that so many newspapers took 
the low ground] that their object was mere- 
ly to make money. Certainly a newspaper 
was a commercial venture, but there should 
be a higher object, To stand in # worthy 
position the newspaper should haye the 
support of its readers that it is doing the 
right and true thing in all it advocates, 

n the course of an able speech Mr. 
Sheppard strongly deprecated the guessing 
contests, Bible questions and other ‘fakes’ 
which, unfortunately, have become too 
popular. The money spent for these 
objects was in eéxcess of the re: 
ward. Public opinion oftener moulded 
the newspaper than the newspaper public 
opinion. Mr, eppard wont onto say 
that he believed in signed newspaper 
articles. 
taults, have and do and still will mould 
public opinion. As regards udvertisements 
which are recognized frauds, he believed 
that the so-called religious papers wera 
the greatest sinnors, In their columns the 
odor of sanctity floated around the swindle. 
This unwholesome proceeding led to the 
secular press doing the same thing and 
justifying the deed. Newspapers had done 
mush to mould public opinion; perhaps 
more in the past than in the present. Bs 
mould public opinion properly reforms 
must be carried out in the direction he had 
indicated. 

A cordial vote of thanks was given Mr, 
Sheppard for his addross,

THE ICHTHYOLOGY OF THE BIBLE 


EXPOUNDED. 


Continuation of Dr, Talmace's Series o 


Discourses on “God Everywhere ''—Why 


the Story of Jonah and the Whale Must 
Ise Set Down as True. 


Bpaooktyn, Feb, 5.—Rev. T. DeWitt 
Talmage this morning preached to a great 
andience in the ‘Tabernacle, a remarkably 
interesting and cloquent sermon on ‘'Tho 
Ichthyology of the Bible, or God among 
the Fishes,” being’ w-continuation of his 
series of dis¢Ourses ‘Ou ‘‘God”Kyery where.” 
The text”chosen was Genesis, I*20; ‘‘And 
God said, ‘Let the waters bring forth 
abundantly the moying creatures that hath 
life: 

What a new book the Bibleis! After 
thirty-six years preaching from it and dis- 
ae over three thousand different sub- 
ica ounded on the Word of God, the 

k isns fresh tome as when [ learned, 
with a stretch of infantile memory, the 
shortest verse in the Bible, ‘Jesus wept,” 
and IT opened a few weeks ago a new realm 
of biblical interest that neither my pulpit 
nor anyone else’s had ever explored, and 
having spoken to you in this course of ser- 
mons on God Everywhere concerning the 
Astronomy of the Bible, or God among the 
Stars ; the Chronology of the Bible, or 
God among the Centuries ; the Ornithology 
Ofethe Bible} or God among the Birds ; 
the Mineralogy of the Bible, or God among 
the Aynethysts, this morning, as I may be 
divinely helped, I will speak to you about 
the Ichthyology oi the Bible, or God among 
the Fishes. 

Our horses are lathered and tired out, 
and their fetlocks were red with the blood 
cut%ouf by th® récks, and I could hardly 

et my feet out of the stirrups as on Satur- 
ay night we dismounted on the beach of 
I ae Galilee. The rather liberal supply 
of food with which we had started from 
Jerusalem was well-nigh exhausted, and 
the articles of diet remaining, had, by oft 
repetition, three times & day for three 
weeks, ceased to appetize. I never want 
to sce afig’ wgii, and dates with mé are 
all out of date. = For several days the Arab 
caterer. who could speak but half a dozen 
Figlish words, would answer our requests 
for some of the styles of food with which 
we had: been delectated the first few days, 
by crying out, Finished” ~The most pi 
quantiappetizer is abstinence, and’ the! de- 
mand of all the party was, ‘‘Let us’ break- 
fast on Sunday niorning on fresh fish from 
Lak6é“Geniiésareth,” for you must know 
that the lake has four names, and it is 
worth profusion of nomenclature, aud it 
is in the Bibleicalled Ghinnereth. Tiberias, 
Gennesareth and Galilee. To our extem- 
pores table on Sabbath mornin, 
roiled perch, oniy a few hour’ before 
lifted/out of the sacred waters. It was 
natural that our minds should revert to the 
only breakfast ‘that Christ ever prepared, 
and it was on those very shores were we 
breakfasted: Christ had, in those olden 
times, struck two flints together and set on 
fire some shavings or light brush-wood, and 
then put om-larger wood, and a pile of 
glowing bright coals was the consequence. 
feanwhile, the disciples, fishing on the 
lake, had awfully ‘‘poor luck,” and every 
time they drew up the net it hung dripping 
without a fluttering fin or squirming scale. 
But Christ, from the shore, shouted to 
them, and told them where to drop the net, 
and one hundred and fifty-three big fish 
rewarded them. Simon and Nathaniel hav- 
ing cleaned some of those large fish, brought 
them to the coals which Christ had kind- 
led, and the group who had beeu out all 
nightand were chill and wet and hungry, 
sat down and began mastication. All that 
scené came back to us when on Sabbath 
morning, December, 1889, just outside the 
roins of ancient Tiberias and within the 
sound of the rippling Galilee, we break- 
fasted. 
_ Now, is it not strange that the Bible 
imagery is so inwrought from the fish- 
eried, when the Holy Land is, for the most 
pact, an inland region? Only three lakes, 
two heside the one already mentioned, 
namely, the Dead Sea, where fish cannot 
live at all and as soon as they touch it 
they die, and the birds Bwoop on their tiny 
carcases, and the third, the Pools of Hesh- 
bon, which are alternately fnll and dry. 
Only three rivers of the Holy Land, J 
bok, Kishon and Jordan. About all the 
fish now In the waters of the Holy Land are 
the perch, the carp, the bream, the min- 
now, the blenny, the barbel (so-called be- 
cause of the barb at its mouth), the chub, 
the dog-fish, none of them worth a Dela- 
ware shad or an Adirondack trout. Well, 
the world’s geography has changed and the 
world’s bill of fare has changed. Lake 
Galilee was larger and deeper and better 
stocked than now, and no doubt the rivers 
were deeper and the fisheries were of far 
more importance then than now. Besides 
that, there was the Mediterranean Sea only 
thirty-five miles away, and fish were salted 
or dried and brought inland, and so much 
of that article of food was sold in Jerusa- 
lem that a fish market gave the name to one 
of the gates of Jerusalem near by, and it 
was called the Fish Gate. The cities had 
great reservoirs, in which fish were kept 
alive and bred. The Pool of Gibeon was a 
fish-pool. Isaiah and Solomon refer to fish- 
pools. Large fish were kept alive and tied 
fast by ropes to a stake in these reservoirs,a 
ring havingbeenrun through their gills, and 
that is the meaning of the Scripture passage 
which gays, “Canst thou put a hook into 
his‘nose or bore his jaw through with a 
thorn?” So important was the fish that 
the god Dagon, worshipped” by the” Philis- 
tines, was made half fish and half man, and 
that is the meaning of thé Lord’s indigna- 
tion, when in Ist Samuel, we read that this 
Dagon, the fish-god, stood beside the ark of 
tho Lord, and Dagon was by invisible hands 
dashed to pieces, because the Philistines 
had dared to make the fish a god. That 
explains the Scripture passogo, ** Tho head 
of Dagon and both the palms of his hands 
were cut off from the threshold; ouly the 
stump of Dagon was left tohim.” Now the 
stump of Dagon was the fish part. The 
top part, which was the figure of a man, 
was dashed to pieces, and the Lord; by de- 
molishing everything but the stump or fish 
jart of the idol, practically said, You may 
Leon ea fish, but know from the way I 
have démolished the rest of the idol that it 
is nothing divine. 

Layard and Wilkinson found the fish an 
object of idolatry all through Assyria and 
Kgvpt. The Nile was full of fish, and that 
explains the horrors of the plague that 
slaughtered the fiony tribe all up and down 
that river, which has been and 1s now the 
main artery of Egypt's life. In Job you 
bear the plunge of the spear into the hip- 
popotamus, as the great dramatic poct cries 
“Canst thou fill his skin with barbed

irons or his head with fish spears?” Yes, 
the fish began to swim in the very firat 
book of Genesis, where my text records, 
“And God said, let the waters bring forth 
abundantly the moving creature that hath 
life. Do you realize that the first living 
thing that God ereated was the fish? It 
preceded the bird, the quateuped, the hu- 
man race Poo tibh has priority of resi 
dence over every living thing The next 
thing done after God had kindléd fog 
our world the golden ehandolier of 
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tne bun and the silver chaudetior 

the moon was to mako the fish 

Tn6 first motion of the principle 
of life, a principle that all the thousands of 
yoars since have not been ablo to define or 
analyze, tho very firet stir of life was in a 
fish. » What an hoar that was whon inthe 
Euphrates, the Gihon, the VPison, and th 

Hiddokel, the four rivers of Paradise, the 
wators swirled with fins and brightened 
with scales. All the attrMoutes of the In 

finite God were called into action for the 
making of that first fish, Lanovolate and 
transulcont miracle! There is « nough won 
der in the plate of a sturgeon or in the car- 
tilage of a shark to confound the scientists, 
It does not take the universe to prove a 


God. A fish does it. No wonder that 
Linomus and Cuvier and Agassiz and the 
greavest minds of all the centuries sat. on- 
raptured before its anatomy, Oh, its 
beauty, and the adaptedoess of itastrocture 
to the element in which it must live; the 
picture gallery on the sides of the mountain 
frout-unveiled' as they spring up to snatch 
the flies ; the Grayling, called the Vlower of 
Wiehows 
and the Severn, easily leapin 
would stop them; tho bold Perch, the 
Gudgeon, silver and black and spotted ; the 
Herring, moving in squadrons five miles 
long; the Carp, for cunning, called the 
Fox of Fishes; the wondrous Sturgeons, 
formerly reserved for tho tables of royal 
families,and the isinglass made ont of their 
membrane; the Tench, called the physi- 
cian of fishes because when applied , to 
human ajlments, itis eaid to be curavive; 
the’ Lampreyé, so tempting to the epicurean 
that too many of thém’ slew Henry II; 
aye, the’ Wifole world of fishes. bough of 
a them floating up and down the rivers to 
feed thé hemispheres if every ¢ar of corn 
and every head of wheat and every herd of 
quadruped, and if every other article of 
food in all the earth were destroyed. . Uni- 
versal drought, leaving not so much as a 
spear of ‘grass on the round planet, 
would leave in the, rivers, and. lakes, and 
seas, for the hitman race, a staple com- 
modity of food, which, if brought to shore, 
would be éiiongh not only to feed but 
fatten thd'entire human race. © In times te 
come the World may be so populated’ that 
the harvests and’ vineyards and land ani- 
mals may be insufficient to feed the human 
family, and the nations may be obliged to 
come tothe rivers and ocean beaches to 
seek the living harvests that swith the 
deep, and that would mean more health, 
and vigor, and brilliancy, and brain, than 
the human race now own. 

The Lord, by placing the fish in the first 
coarse of the menu jn paradise, making it 
precede bird und beast, indicated to che 
world the importance of the fish as an 
article of food. The reason that men and 
women lived three and four and five and 
nine hundred years was because they were 
kept on parched corn and fish. We mix 
upa fantastic food that kills the most of 
us before thirty years of age. Custards 
and whipped sillabubs and Romau punches 
and chicken salads at midnight are a gaunt- 
let that few have strength torun. We pat 
on many a tombstone glowing epithets 
saying that the person beneath died of 
patriotic services or from exhaustion in 
religious work, when nothing killed the 
Bees fellow but lobster eaten at a party four 
ours after he Ought to have been sound 
asleep in bed. ‘There are men to-dayin our 
streets so many walking hospitals who 
might have been athletes, if they had 
taken the hint of Genesis in my text and 
of our Lord’s remark and adhered to sim- 
plicity of diet. The resson that the coun- 
try districts have furnished most of the 
men and women of our time who are do- 
ing the mightiest work in merchandise, in 
mechanics, in law, in medicine, in theology, 
in legislative and congressional halls, and 
all the Presidents from Washington down 
—at least those who have amounted to 
anything—1s because they were in those 
country districts of necessity kept on plain 
diet. No manor woman ever amounted 
to anything who was biought up on float- 
ing island or angel cake. ‘The world must 
turn back to puradisaic dict if it is to get 


radisaic morals and paradisaic_health.. 


‘he human race to-day needs more phos- 
phorous, and the fish is charged vad sur- 
charged with phosphorus. Phosphorous, 
that which shines in the dark without burn- 
ing. 

What made the twelve. Apostles such 
stalwart men that they conld endure any- 
thing and achieve anything? Next to 
divine inspiration, it was because they 
Were nearly all fishermen and lived on fish 
and a few plain condiments. Paul, though 
bot brought up to swing the net and throw 
the line, must of necessity have adopted 
the diet of the population among whom 
he lived, and you see the phosphorous in 
his daring plea before Felix, and the phos- 

horus in’ his boldest of all utterances 

efore the wiseacres on Mars Hill, and the 
 naptermeln as he went without fright to 
is beheading, and the phosphorus you see 
in the lives of all the Apostles, who moved 
right on undaunted to certain martyr- 
dom, whether to be decapitated or flung 
off precipices or hung in crucifixion, 


Phosphorus, shiving im the dark, with- 
out burning! No man or -woman that 
ever lived was independent of ques- 


tions of diet. Let those who by circum- 
stances are compelled to sitnplicity of 
diet, thank God for their rescuo from the 
temptation of killing delicacies. The men 
and women who are to decide the drift of 
the twentieth century, which is only seven 
or eight steps. , arenow five miles back 
from the rail station, and had for breakfast 
this morning & similar bill of fure to that 
which Christ provided for the fishermen 
disciples on the banks of Lake Galileo, 
Indeed the only articles of food that Curist 
by miracle multiplied were bread and fish 
which the boy, who acted as sutler to the 
seven thousand Regpis of the wilderness, 
handed over—five barley loaves and two 
fishes. The boy must have felt badly when 
called on to give np the twotishes which he 
ad brought out alter having caught them 
himself, sitting Witli his bare feet over the 
bank of the lake and expecting to sell his 
supply at good profit, Bat he felt better 


wheu by the miracle the fish were multi 
plied, and he had more returned to him 
than he had surrendered 

Know, also, in order to understand the 
ichthology of thé Bible that in the deeper 
waters, as those of Lhe Mediterrancan, there 
were jnonsters that are extinct. The fools 


who become fnfidels bycause they cannot 
understand the cngulfment of the recreant 


Jonah in a sea monster, might have saved 
their souls by studying a little natural 
history, ‘‘Oh,” says some one, **that story 
of Jonah Was only a fable.’ Says others, 
“It was interpolated by some wiser of 
later times.” Others say; “It was a repro- 
duetion of the story of Hercules devoured 
pnd then restored from the monster.” 
But my reply is that history tells us that 
there were monsters large enough to 
whelm ship he oxtinet ichthyosaurus 
of other ages was thirty feet long, and 
as late as the sixth ceutury of the Chris 

tian era, up and down the Mediterrnean 
there floated monsters compared with 
which a noderu whale was a sardine or a 
herring The shark has again and again 
been found to have swallowed a man on- 
tire, <A fisherman on the coast of Turkey 
found a sea-monster which contained a wo 
man and a purac of gold I have geen in 
museums sea monsters large enough to talc 
down a prophet, Bat huyea better rea 
son for belicving the Old ‘Testament a 

count, and that 14 that Ulitiet said 1b was 
true and a type of His own reetrrection, 
and I suppose He ought to kuow In 
Matthew, 12 chapter, 40 verse, Jesus Christ 
eave For as Jonas wan threa dave 
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enreo Dignta Wi One whales belly, no aha 
the Son of Man be threo days aud thrée 
nights in the heart of the earth.” And 
that settles it for ine, and for uny man who 
does not believe Christ a dupo tnd an im 
poster 

Notice also how. the Old . Teatamont 
writers drew similitude from the fisherics 
Jeremiah. uses much ithagery to prophesy 
destruction: “Bohold, I will send for man\ 
fishers. saith the Lord; and they shall fi ‘4 
them.” Kvekiol ‘uses tish ‘imagery to 
prophesy prosperity : “It shall come to pass 


that the fishers’ shall stand upon it from 
En-gedi even to En-eglaim ; they shall\be.a 
plage to piped forth nots; their fish shall 
according to their kinds, a8 thosfish of 
the great sea, exceeding many.) The ex- 
lanation of which cis that Wn-gedi and 
“n-eglaim stood on the banks of the Dead 
Sea, in the waters of which no’ fish ‘can 
live, but the prophet says that the time 
will come when these waters will be regen 
erated and they will, be great, places for 
fish, Amos reproves idolatries by saying): 
“Tho, day shall.come upon: you when'He 
will take you va with hooks and your 
sterity with fish-hooks,” Solomon,” in 
cclesiastes, declares that those captured 
of temptation aré ‘as fishes taken in an ovil 
net. Indeed, Solomon knew all about the 
finny tribe, and wrote a treatise on Ichthy- 
ology, which has been lost, 
Furthermore, in order: that you may 
understand the ichthyology of” the * Bible,

The 
impression gains ground that the Govern- 
ment will not propose apy important tariff 
changes this session, but will Rae, to 
thoroughly examine into the whole question 
during the recess and propose such changes 
as are considered necessary next session. 

On the motion to go into committee of 
supply, Sir Richard Cartwright took occa- 
sion to correct a statement made during the 
debate on coal oil yesterday. He said it 
was not true that’ the Liberals when in 

wer had inoreased the tax on coal oil. 

he duty on coal oil was fixed in 1868, 
when there was a double tax placed on it, a 
customs duty of 15 cents a gallon and an 
excise tax ot five cents a gallon. In 1877 
the Liberal Government had abolished the 
oxcise tax and reduced the customs duty to 
six cents a gallon. 

Before the orders of the day were called 
Col. O’Brien asked if the attention of the 
Government had been direoted to the floods 
in Queensland, and especihlly to the disas- 
ter which had befallen Brisbano. He sug- 

ested that the High Commissioner should 
bs requested to ascertain from the Agent- 
General for Queensland, and, if so, what 
would be the best method of relief? 

Sir John Thompson said that ina few 
days furthor details of the disaster would 
be received and then the Government would 
seo what action, if any, was necessary. 

Hon. Mr. Laurier called attention to the 
vacancy on the Supreme Court bench, and 
thought that it ought to be filled, especially 
as the terin of the court was about to com- 
menoce, and one of the judges was said to be 
in ill-health. 

Sir John Thompson denied that there had 
been any undue delay, and said that the va- 
canoy would be filled before the meeting of 
the court. 

Hon. Mr, Davies called attention to the 
absence from duty for over two years of 
Judge McDonald of Nova Scotia, and said 
that if he was unable to perform bis duties 
he ought to be superannuated. 

Sir John Thompson said tbat no com- 

laint had ever been made by either the 

moh, the bar or the public of Nova Scotia 
with reference to the absence of Judge Mo- 
Donald. Personally he was opposed to the 
continuance on the bench of a judge after 
he was unable to perform his duties. 

Mr. Davies said that he would take the 
opinion of the House on the matter later. 

The House then wept into committee of 
supply and the balance of the afternoon and 
evening s:ssion was occupied with a discus- 
sion of the militia items. 

Hon. John Uostigan, Secretary of State, 
laid on the table a partial return to 
Hon. Mr. Lariviere’s motion on 6th instant 
tor copies of papers in the Manitoba school 
case, Thereturn merely covers the peti- 
tions which, received service March 15, 1892, 
which have been already published.

SHORTHORN BREEDERS 


Denounce the Scheduling of Canadian 
Cattle in the United States, 


Toronto, Feb. 11.—President Richard 
Gibson occupied the chair at tho eighth 
anpual meeting of the Dominion Shorthorn 
Breeders’ Association in Shaftesbury Hall 
yesterday morning. . 

The Executive Committee's report was 
read by Secretary Wade. It shows an in- 
crease in membership of 61—the total mem- 
bership now being 398. The income from 
miombers for the past year was $1510. 

A marked improvement is also shown over 
any other year in the number of registra 
tions of animals. where were 3467 cortifi- 
cates issued for new animals. The report 
complains ‘of the unneighborly, to say the 
least of it, conduct of the ‘Treasury Depart- 
meut of the United States in leaving our 
Herd book out of the list of eligible oves to 
pass snimals across the lino free of duty 
when we all know that the standard is higher 
than any book printed.” 

The financial statement also presented by 
Mr, Wade showed a balance in hand of 
$1334.42, It was decided by the association to 
confer a life-membersbip on Hon, Johu Dry- 
den, Mivister of Agriculture. In addition, 
they propose to present the Minister with a 
gold-headed cane as soon as he can be found 
at bome, 

Mr. Nicholas Awrey was indignant about 
the action of the American Government in 
scheduling Canadian cattle, and suggested 
that the association should not exbibit avy 
cattle at the World’s Fair. ‘I want you to 
instruct me about the matter,” he said, 

In response to Mr. Awrey’s request the 
association passed unanimously the following 
resolution: 

“As there isno pleuro-pneumonia in Can- 
ada it is the opinion of this arsociation that 
if the quarantine ‘regulations of the United

Mr, Gladstone Able to Stand Late Hours 
With the Best of “Em, 


Loxbox, Feb. 13.—Although Mr. Glad- 
stone rvmajned in the |House of Commons 
until 20. minutes after 1 o'clock Saturday 
morning he appeared in the House at noon 
looking as fresh as. daisy, and made|a 
long and effective response to an amend- 
nient offered by the Right Hon. J. Lowther, 
asking for a bill to restrict the immigration 
of destitute aliens. Mr. Gladstone argued 
that Great Britain exported more workiog 
people than it imported, and that any re- 
striction would afford an excuse for other 
nations to stop the entrance of British emi- 
grants to their dominions, Stul,, Mr. 
Gladstone added, the Government was will- 
ing to geant a commission of inquiry on 
the subject, The Board of Trade was about 
to send a commission to the United States 
to ascertain how far the Amorican system 
could be applied to England, 

Mr. Gladstone made passing reference to 
the death of the late Lonis J. Jennings, 
M.P. for Stockport, and bore generous 
tribute to the value of his public services. 








Mr. Jennings, he said, had made him the 


hero of a book convicting him of every kind 
of inconsistency. He had not had time to 
read the book, but. nevertheless, be regard- 
ed the ability of the writer and regretted 
his death. 

While Mr. Gladstone was speaking the 
Right Hou. A. J. Balfonr, Conservative 
leader and formerly Chief 
for Ireland, entered the House in company 
with the Right Hon. J. Morley, 
the present Chief Secretary for Ire- 
land, and the two shook hands before 
taking their seats.

178. The total amouat expénded by the 
Goverminent for the construction of rail. 
way works, for subsidies to’ railways down 
to June 30, 1892, was $143,498,700) The 
net loss on the Governmeut railways in 
operation Was $612,204. The number of pas- 
sengers carried on the Iritercolonisl was 
1,297,732, a decrease of 572. The nuiniber of 
barrels of flour carried was’ 904,915. a de- 
crease of 59,314; of grain, 3,776,677 bushels, 
an increase of 885,756 bushels. The quan- 
tity of lumber carried’ decreased 8,713,984 
feet. The number of live stock’ was 
7640 head less than last year, and the 
quantity 6f coal carried decreased 64,2382 
tons. The quantity of raw sugar carried 
was 21,637 tons, an increase of 3604 tons, 
and of refined 32,721 tons, an increase of 
16,127 tons. 

With regard to canals, the report states 
that the total expenditure on canals to June 
30, 1892, was $68,548,686. The expendi- 
ture during the year was $1,637,819 for 
construction, $239,800 for repairs anid $349,- 
478 for staffs and maintenauce. The total 
canal revenue Was $624,675. With refer- 
ence to the question of canal tolls the re- 
port says; ote seems proper here to record 
briefly certain facts relative to the tolls 
charged for the passuge of wheat and other 
food products through the Welland and the 
St. Lawrence Canals. In the year 18S2 tolls 
on the Eric Canal were abolished. In the year 
1584, on urgent representations from ship- 
pers and others interested in the grain 
trade, orders in council were passed with a 
view to méeting the abolition of the Erie 
Canal tolls, Vhey reduced for the then 
clirrent season by one-lialf the tolls for pas- 
sage through the Wetland) and Sty Law- 
rence Canals on wheat and certain other 
food productS slipped from Montreal or 
other Canadian ports west of Mowtreal. In 
the followiig vear, 1885, tolls were further 
reduced o1 Such products at 2 cénts per 
ton, and thenesforward, yédr by year, up 
to and including 1891, this concession has 
been madé by special orders in council. In 
(he year 1892 the redaction wags conditjon- 
ed by the provision that it should be ap- 
plicatln ‘only to products’ actoally ‘ex- 
ported.” 

In August, 1892, the United States: 
adopted « systeyn of tolls on the Sault Ste. 
Marie canal, levying 20 cents per ton, on 
all freight carried “to any port in the 
Dominion of Canada.” It “may be noted 
that the Sault Ste. Marie Canal was 
transferred from the control of the State 
of Michigan to that of the Federal. 
Government, with the distinct purpose that 
it should be forever free from toll, and that 
stich trausfer took place subsequently to 
the Treaty ot Washington, and_ the under- 
taking of tlie state conformably thereto

BATTLING WITH NORWAY WOLVES.§ 


A Thrilling Adventure tu tho Land of 
the Mindnight San 

IT have hunted coyctes on tho Western 
plains and wolves in Canada and the North- 
weat, and I liave always thought that a 
conflict with Siberian bloodhounds would 
be as terrific as any, but for real work 
there-is nothing like « pack of aki 
Norway wolves, . It. is something beyon 
the imaginative ability of the American 
hunter. Although we were told we might 
possibly meet an attack, we braved the 
ride, however, all being well armed in caso 
of need, The officers of the Mira carried 
the Hickla rifle. This is the military re- 
peater of Norway. Morton had a four-bar- 
ral Sharp's pistol, while I carried a four- 
barrel hammerlesa Charles Lancaster 45- 
calibre pistol, one I had recently purchased 
while in London. 

We proceeded about twenty miles with- 
out any serious incident, whon just as we 
were crossing a little frozen creek some 
forty yards wide a strange sensation seem- 
ed to take possession of our deer; they 
shivered, trembled, and the hairs on their 
backs stood on end. ‘*Wolves!’ yelled 
my driver, and he began to lash the deer, 
one of which promptly slipped on the 
ice, fell down and tangled himself up 
with the harness, thus seriously impeding 
our coveted progress. I was on the second 
sled with Lieut. Bjornstan, Mra. Wilson, 
and Miss Cory. ‘‘Boys,” said I (common 
danger makes fast friends), ‘‘sond every 
bullet home.” Just at this moment six 
fierce, hungry gray wolves came calloping 
towards us about twenty yardsaway. The 
deer regained his footing and away we dash- 
ed. Wolves can run as fast against the 
wind as with it, 80 can the deer, but they 
had a heavy sled, five people, and a foot 
deep of frozen crusted snow to contend 
with. The Lieutenant began firing as the 
wolves gained on us, Robert and Licut. 
Thrach were firiiig rapidly, for the pack 
had been augmented and had divided forces, 
We had now run about half a mile, a wolf 
dropping once in a while, but on they came 
in increased numbers on our flank. You 
wonder perhaps why I did not shoot ; well, 
I will tell you. A running wolf, while the 
shoot is ina sled behind trotting deer, is 
difficult to hit. Ihad only 100 cartridges, 
and knew it would be madness to waste 
them. If the driver would only stop; but 
that was impossible, as he and the deer were 
frantic from fright. 

At this moment one of the wolves jump- 
ed upon the deer’s flank and was eregntie 
killed by the Lteutenant ; but this kind of 
atmo could not last long, so 1 prepared to 

ismount some of our pursuers. Straddling 
the dash board I pulled my Lancaster, anc 
every time a ealtavunped for the deer I 
shot at it and hit hard orkilled aboutseven. 
Just at this moment, as we were makin 
progress in our defence, our deer, who had 

urt his hip by his fall, came to a stop, and 
the rear sled dashed into us. he collision 
was frightful, tumbling and spilling us all 
out, and the confusion was great. I called 
ont to the driver to save the decr, as we 
were instantly surrounded by the madden- 
ed, beautifully furred wolves. Deers, driy- 
ers, wolves, and us trayellers were soon ina 
terrible melee for life ; the otkicers fired 
their rifles with admirable precision and 
rapidity, and owing to the smokeless 
gunpowder we could see well for hits. 

Lieut, Bjornstan wrapped robes about 
Miss Cory and Mrs, Wilson and placed 
them between us, we with our backs toward 
them. I threw a blanket over iy left 
shoulder, using it as a shicld, My Lancas- 
ter, in forty-eight rapid shots, did not miss 
fire once, I killed eighteen wolves, but my 
left leg is frightfully Incerated, having been 
caught by two of the wolves. The ship 
doctor, however, assures me I need not fear 
hydrophobia.

Peter Forbes of Dundeo was the second 
cabin passenger missing and the stewards 
were James Pritchard and Fred Westbury. 
The stewards were ongaged at the Lime in 
their usual duties when borne off their feet 
and swept into the sea, 

Two seamen named Pete McLean and 
William Urquhart, who were on duty at the 
time, also perished. 

For a moment after the catastrophe the 
survivors were too stunned to act. With 
captain disabled and the first and second 
officers drowned, there was no ono for the 
moment to give orders from whom orders 
were expected. Everyone Idoked about to 
see who wasin command, Then the third 
officer quickly brought the crew to their 
senses and took prompt uction to save the 
steamer and its human freight from further 
eoPmity. 

All the instruments for navigation 
had been swept away except the after- 
compass, by which the steamer had to be 
navigated. 

Capt. Dalziel was borne below, 
injuries were fatal and he died on 
following morning. 

The crew cleared away the wreskago, 
and the vessel started on its return voyage, 
making its way back slowly and vavettilly 
to Greenock. 

The survivors of the passengers and crew 
are in a very exhausted condition after 
their terrible experience, 

After the Pomeranian arrived in Glasgow 
additional accounts regarding the terrible 
calamity were secured. It appears that 
after Capt. Dalziel had been carried below 
unconscious the vessel was brouglit about 
by the order of the officer in command and 
kept running before the gale. 

The crew cleared away the debris and 
buttoned down the hatches. The waves 
swept over the deck from stem to stern and 
flooded the passengers’ quarters. ‘There was 
no panic, and the crew had everything snug 
before dark. The gale continued to rage 
with fury until Wednesday last, when it 
abated somewhat, On Thursday the 
weather again became stormy and gradually 
rose to a hurricane, 

Innistrahull Light, off the moat northerly 
artof the Irish coast, was sighted on 

huraday bk and the position of the 

vessel ascertained. Owing to the tertitio 
weather it was necessary to lie to until 
Friday morning, when the Pomerauiun was 
steered for Greenock. 

The scene at the burial of Capt. Dalziel 
wasone of the saddest ever witnessed at 
sea. The captain breathed his last on Sun- 
day morning, and at mid-day his body was 
committed to the sea. The crew and pas- 
sengers stood by, silently weeping during 
the simple and mournful ceremony. The 
waves were running mountains high, and 
all felt that they, too, might soon be with 
their departed captain. 

Veteran sailors who were on board de- 
clare that during an experience of 30 years 
the storm was the worst they ever en- 
countered. If the ship had not been 
staunch and well disciplined it would have 
foundered. 

Purser Low was asked, in an interview, 
why the vessel didn’t continuo on its way 
westward. Ho replied that hed not the 
surviving officers decided to turn back none 
would have been left to tell the tale. One 
heavy sea, he stated, carried away the two 
quartermasters from the wheel, swept away 
the charts and compasses and disabled 
the steering apparatus. The Pomeranian 
thon swung ber head around and the officars 
saw no alternative but to keep away by the 
wind as much as possible. 

Speaking of the funeral of Capt. Dalziel, 
Purser Low said that it was the most solemn 
apectacle he had ever witnessed. One 
hundred and twenty people were grouped 
around the body, mutually anticipating 
their own death and following with tear: 
swimming cyes the remains of their lute 
commander disappearing in the hungry 
waves that seemed to roar for additional 
prey. The passengers were delighted on 
learning that the vessel was turned back. 

Although the discomfort that bad been 
endured was very great nobody complained. 
Everybody looked forward with eagerness 
to their safe arrivalonland. All were only 
too glad tobe alive to complain of lack of 
accommodation.

Work on the bill for tho prevention, 
suppression or supervision of epidemic 
diseases by Imperial authority has nov niade 
satisfactory progress. The draft of the 
bill will be published to-day or to-mor- 
row probably, and in the ordinary 
course of legislation the bill will not 
be. passed before the middle of © April. 
The delay has caused much adverse criti- 
cism among medical authorities on cholera, 
who have been urging constantly the neces- 
sity of immediate action, 

Prof, Koch is said to have predicted last 
November in an official memorandum that 
cholera would reappearin Hamburg and 
other cities infected last fall during the 
first fortnight in next March, and his opin- 
ion has been fortified recently by the 
epidemic in Nietlehen, and the occasional 
deaths from cholera in Hamburg and 
Altona, 

Unless the bill be rushed through the 
Bundesrath and Reichstag in panicky haste 
it is likely to become operative too lute for 
the accomplishment of anything like pre- 
vention. 

Most of the European powers have 
accepted the Government's invitation to au 
international conference concerning cholera. 
The conference will meet probably in six 
or eight weeks and will take steps toward 
international co-operation jn checking the 
progress of the epidemic from country to 
country, while interfering as little as pos- 
sible with the course of international trade 
and travel. 

The St, Petersburg correspondent of 
The Koelnische Zeitung says that the 
defective work of the Russian small arms 
factories on the new small calibre rifles will 
delay for four yearé the re-arming of tho 
Russian infantry. According to the under- 
standing between the War Offices of Russia 
and France, he says, French factorics were 
to make some 500,000 of tho rifles and the 
Russian Government factories were to pro- 
vide the rest, so that the deliveries should 
be completed simultaneously. France 
delivered her share of the rifles last sum- 
mer. The Russian factories, however, have 
delivered up to date but 5000 rifles which 
would stand the test, The Russian War 
Office is making an investigation of the 
causes of the delectiveness of the work and 
is trying to fix the responsibility among the 
officials in charge, 


HANLAN AND GAUDAUR. 


To wvontest for the Canndian Soulling

The £50 allowed, as above, 
ig just what the Toronto man demanded, 
and he will atart for Englaud this week 
Hanlan will stipulate that the race be rowed 
in April, The Thames or Tyne would 
either be. suitable, The stakes will likely 
be £500 aside.

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Lonpon, Feb. 14.—Mr. Gladstone is in 
admirable form and looking forward with 
pleasure to the exertion of the day. He 
slept well during the night and began work 
at 9.30 a.m. yesterday, assisted by his 
secretaries. From carly morning the sconé 
in the Palace Yard, Westminster, was of the 
most animated description,groups of people 
assembling to watch the arrival of members, 
At 9 o'clock a number of representatives 
of the Irish cause were at the door of the 
House, and by 10 60 members were waiting 
for admission, When noon arrived the 
inner lobby was packed with members and 
the approaches were crowded, and when 
the doors opened there was a disorderly 
rush for seats, the members shouting 
and struggling like » mob of excursionists, 
several peitig thrown to the floor in the 
excitement. The veteran Caleb Wright, 
Liberal M.P. for Southwest Lancashire, 
who is 82 years of age, fellin the doorway 
and was trampled upon, but John Burns, 
M.P. for Battersea, rescued him. Mean- 
time the struggle for entrance grew more 
exciting, and cries could be heard of ‘Keep 
back !” “Don't kick!” ‘and other exclama- 
tions of a more emphatio character. Mr, 
Gladstone entered the House at 3,30 o'clock, 
Eyery Liberal and Irish Nationalist in the 
House stood up, When Mr, Gladstone 
arose at 43 minutes past 3 o'clock to intro- 
duce the Home Rule Bill there was another 
demonstration, so earnest, so. enthusiastic 
and irrepressible that it was several minutes 
before he could be heard, 

Mr. Gladstone spoke as follows in a clear, 
strong and resonant voice: “I may withont 
impropriety remind the House that ‘the 
yoices which usually pleaded the cause of 
Irish self-government in Irish affairs have 
within these walls during the last seven 
years been almost entirely mute, I return 
therefore to the period of 1886 when a pro- 
position of this kind was submitted on the 
part of the Govérnmont of the day, and I 
beg to remind the House of the position 
then taken up by all the promoters of these 
muasures, Ye said that we had arrived at 
& point in our transactions with Ireland 
where the two roads parted. You have, we 
said, to choose one or the other. One isthe 
way of Irish autonomy according to the 
conceptions [ have just referred to; the 
other is the way of coercion. That is our 
contention. It will be the recollection of 
the House how that contention was most 
atoutly and largely denied. It was said 
over and over again by many members op- 
posite, ‘We are not coercionists ; we ib 
not adopt that alternative, and neither oan 

























ing, but the Protestants of Ireland, during 
the period ot the independent Irish Parlia- 
mont, were themselves not only willing, but 
zealous, enthosiastio supporters of Irish 
nationality, Ioasmuch as their political 
life was at that period more highly de- 
velopod they led on the Roman Catholic 
population in the political movement which 
distinguished that period. [Cheers.] 

This is written broadcast upon the his- 
tory of the time.

The limiting conditions which were then ob- 
served and have siuce, so far as we were able 
to do so, been sedulotisly and closely served 
Were these: We were to do nothin 
inconsistent with Imperial unity. Of this f 
will say, whatever our opponents may say,

| retention of Irish members in the Imperial 
Parliament I do not regard and 
never have regarded it as touching what are 
sometimes called the fine principles of the 
bill. It ia not included in any one of them, 
] but whethor it be a prinviple or whother it 
be not, there is no question that itis a very 
woighty and organic detail whioh cuts 
rathor doep in somo respects into the com- 
position of the bill. There are strong 
argumoats which may be alleged in defence 
of the retention of Irish membera in Parlia- 
ment, but there is one argument I 
must pat aside as a most dangerous 
| argument and in itself quite untenable 
the argument of those who say unless 
you retain the Irish members there is po 
} parliamentary supremacy over Ireland, I 
entirely decline toadmit thatargument, I 
any that if you do admit it ata stroke you 
shattor parliamentary supremacy in this 
| countro, Although Ido not at all admit 
that parliamentary supremacy depends 
upon the retention of Irish members, I yet 
quite admit that tho retention of Irish 
members has great practical importance, 
because it visibly exhibits that supremacy 
ina manner intelligible to the people. 

Retention involves two points, first, as to 
number, and eccondly, as tu voting power. 

Now, os to the firat question, that 
of numbers. Is Ireland to be fully 
represented in the House? [Hear, hear.) 
Well, probably the feeling will be in favor 
of the affirmative. Then arises another 
difficulty, What is fall representation for 
Ireland? 

In 1884 the House treated Ireland ina 
wise and liberal spirit by assigning 103 
members to that country. That number 
was then beyond what, according to the 
calculations of population in this country, 
Ireland was entitled to, and it is 
claimed that, unhappily, the disparity 
has since been aggravated by a 
double process. The population of 
Great Britain bas increased, while that of 
Troland has diminished and has now reached 
a point that, whereas formerly entitled to 
103 members, it would, according to this 
same ratio, now have 80, 

There ought to bea general determin- 
ation to interpret full representation as 
meaning reprosentation according to oxist- 
ing population, Speaking of full reprosen- 
tation then, I imply that the representation 
in the House from Ireland would be com- 

ed of 80 Irish gentlemen. Of course it 
follows that there would have to bean 
election. 

These 80 mombers from Ireland in the 
House would probably be indisposed to re- 
cognize a commission given to 103 members, 
so when it had been determined that 80 was 
the proper number, we endeavored to ar- 


range the sohedule of the bill in sucha 
manner that this I mperial repreacntation 
would practically not clash with represen- 
tation in the legislature at Dublin, 

Now comes the greater difficulty, what 
voting power aro these 80 members to have? 
Treland is to be represented here fully. 

That is my first postulate. My second 
postulate is that Ireland is to be invested 
with separate powers, subject, ne doubt, to 
Imperial authority, Yet, atill, as we must 
from experience practically separate a cer- 
tain independent power, as has been done 
in other legislatures of the empire, Ireland 
ia to be endowed with separate powers over 
Irish affairs. Then, the question before us 
is: Is she, or is she not, to vote so strongly 
apon matters purely British? I propose 
this question in the true parliamentar. 
form: Aye, or No, There are reasons bot 
ways. : 

We cannot cut them off ina manner per- 
fectly clean and clear from these questions, 
We cannot find an absolutely accurate line 
of cleavage between questions that are Im- 
perial -questions and those that are Irish 
questions. [Cheers.)} 

Unless the Irish mombers are allowed to 
yote on all British questions they must have 
too little or too much, because there are 
questions which defy our efforts to arrange 
then: with any: and precision on the 

roper side of the line as either English or 

rish. We do not see the possibility of 
excluding them from one of the highest and 
most important fauctions of the House, viz. : 
that of determining the composition of the 
executive power. 

A vote of confidence is a simple declara- 
tion, but may be otherwise. Ido not sec 
how it is possible to exclude Irish members 
from voting on tMlat great subject. 

Next, unless Irish members vote on all 
uestions you break the Parliamentary tra- 
ition, The presences of 80 members with 

only limited powers of voting is a serious 
breach of that tradition, which, whether 
you resolve to faceitor not, ought to be 
made the aubject of most careful considera- 
tion. ! 

Now come the reasons against the uni- 
Yersal voting power, Itis difficult to say: 
“Everything on that side Irish; everything 
on this side Imperial.” That, I think, you 
cannot tho, If you ask me for a proportion, 
I say nine-tenths, nineteen-twentioths per- 
haps ninety-nine one-hundrodtha, of tho busi- 
ness of the Parliament can without difficult 
be classed as Irish or Imperial. It would, 
however, be a great anomaly if these 80 
Irish mombers should come here continually 
to intervene in questions purely and ab- 
solutely British. If some largo question 
or coutroversy in British affairs should 
then come up, causing a deep and vital 
severing of the two great parties in this 
House, and the members of those partios 
knew that they conld bring over 80 mem- 
bers from Ireland to support their views, 
Iam afraid acase like that would open a 
possible door to wholesale, dangerous poli- 
tical intrigue. [Hear, hear. } 

My colleagues found themselves not well 
able to face a contingency of that kind. 
They inserted in the bill limitations on the 
voting power of the Irish members to exclude 
them: (1) from voting on a bill or motion 
expressly confined to Great Britain; second, 
from voting on a tax not levied upon Ire- 
land; third, from voting on « vote or appro- 
pan of money otherwise than for the 

mperial service; fourth, from voting on 
any motion or resolution exclusively affect- 
ing Great Britain. 

The whole subject is full of thorns and 
brambles, but our object is the autonomy 
and self-government of Ireland in all mat- 
ters properly Irish. The Irish people cer- 
tainly did not raise the difficulty to which 
I have just alluded—the retention of Irish 
members inthe House. This is a second- 
Sry matter in their eyes and ought not to 
interfore with the prinoipal aim. In face 
of feeling that a shade ot uncertainty atill 

ra ae over the question of rotention of the 

Irish members, we have affixed to the para- 
graph concerning this question the words: 
‘Excepting and until Parliament shall 
determine the coming financial legislation.” 
I wish to supply the keynote to the finan 
cial part of the legislation. That keynote 
is to be found in the provision included in 
our plans from the first, and wisely and 
poamcusly acceded to by Ireland through 

or representatives, that

It has guided us to the conclusion at 
which we havo arrived, of unity of the 
commeroial legislation for the three king 
doms. This includes customs and excia 
duties, postoffice and telegraphs By 
adopting this keynote we can attain to the 
most Valuable results and will be | kely to 
avoid the « lashing friction of agents of the 
Imperial and agenteof the Irish Govern 
ments. We can make under cover of this 
proposal a larger and more jibe: transfer 
to Ireland in the management of her own 
affairs than we could make if we proceeded 
op auy other pringiple.

But thore isa third method, which one 
we adopt, that ot deducting from the Irish 
revenues the amount due England. There is 
one of these rovonues to which the greatest 
difficulty adheres, When explaining the 
subject in 1886 I pointed out that there 
was a large revenue locally received tn Ire- 
land, but really belonging to Great Britain, 
The principal of that revenue was within 
the exciso department. With the advan- 
tage of the consideration which the inland 
rovenue department has had since the 
former plan was produced, we get rid of 
the dillioulty altogetber as far ae the inland 
revenue is concerned. We provide that 
revenue levied in Ireland. shall be 
revenue really belonging to Iroland, that is 
revenue from goods consumed in Ireland. 
It is not so with the Customs. With the 
Cliidtoms there isa large dobt from Ireland 
to this country. It is not so largo as is 
involved in the case of excise, but still it 
comes up to several hundred thousands. It 
we adopted the method of a quota we 
should expose Irish finance to large and in- 


conYeuintsnoogs [rom changes Introduced ia 
English budgets, Imperial reasons also 
would perhaps make it necessary for us to 
do what we are, I think, very unwilling to 
do, viz, to give to Imperial officers 
a meddling and intervening pass in rela- 
tion to Irish affairs, (Hear, hear!) 

The third plan is to appropriate a par- 
tioular fund. Say this find shall be tak- 
en by usand shall stand in acquittal of all 
obligations of Ireland for Imperial services. 
This fand will sweep away all the «lifficul: 
ties of caloulation and intervention which 
might belong to the quota method. 

Then we have tho fund practically in our 
hands, the management of the custoins 
revenue of Ireland, whicli must be 
British. Consequently we shall be 
receivers of a fund which will 
never go near the Irish exchequer. If 
it be deemed a fair and convenient arrange- 
ment there can be no question of handing it 
backwards and Ranearna! We should keop 
it and give Ireland a recoipt in full instead 
of coming upon her for heavy payments 
from yoar to year. 

Then, next, the Customs fva would be 
very nearly the right amount. | do not know 
what the House might consider the right 
amount. Judgments might fluctuate. 
Some might say four per cent., sore five 
per cent., some a little more than five per 
cent. But theamount is this, £2,430,000 year- 
ly gross. Sixty thousand pounds allowed for 
palisetion leaves £2,370,000 net. With the 
Imperial expenditure at £59,000,000 £2,- 
370,000 is a sum that drops betweena 
charge of four per cent. and a charge of 
five per cent. 

The Irish members will observe that by 
that means everything of a practical nature 
we will hand over to them. Though the 
rates of exciseand the post and telegraph 
rates will be a fixed amount, the authority

and the whole control over them will 
be absolutely in the hands of 
Trish officera, The fund plan falls 


short of the exactitude of the 
quota plan. The latter method moc ta 
every exigency of peace and war; but this 
plan is not quite so exact. 

Questions may arise such as; Are we as- 
sured we shall obtain from Ireland a fair 
share of assistance in a great Iwporial 
emergency? I myselfam bound to say that 
I think there is very little to fear from 
teusting the patriotism and liberality of the 
Trish Pagiatature. [Opposition cries of 
“Oh, ob,” and cheers from the Government 
benches. ) 

Stinginess was never a vice of tho Irish 

ople, and if we look forward very much 
am afraid her sufferings will be due to 

generous oxtravagance rather than to mean- 
ness. When we come to a state of war we 
have to look to three sources: Customs, ex- 
cise and income tax. With regard to cus- 
toms we propose to leave them to our bands 
so that there can be no difficulty in adopt- 
ing contributions so far as customs are 
concerned. With regard to excise we have 
in view a proposition to retain considerable 
control in our hands. 

That considerable power will enable Great 
Britain tomake sure of having aid from 
Ireland if she thinks such provision neces- 
aary. The Irish balance shect atands thus: 
On the credit side would appear oxcise, 
£3,220,000; taxation, which goes over 
stamps, income tax, excise license, which 
are £1,495,000; postal revenue, £740,000; 
Crown lands, £65,000; miscellancous, 
£140,000, making a total of £5,660,000. 
On the other side, Ireland takes 
over the whole of the. civil charges 
with the exception of the consta- 
bulary charges of £3,110,000, inland 
revenues £160,000, and postal service 
£790,000, 

Woe propose that Ireland shall take part 
of the constabulary charges amounting to 
£1,000,000. This would bring tho Irish 
charges to £5,160,000, We propose that 
she shall receive againat that the items. I 
have putto her credit amounting to £5,, 
660,000. Thus she will have aclear surplus 
of £500,000 with which to start on her 
mission, 

I would ask you to contrast the pre- 
sent condition of tho Irish people 
with what it was at the time of 
Swift when the Irish ascendancy Par- 
liament begged to be admitted to the 
British Parliament and was refused, or with 
what it wasat the beginning of the cen- 
tury immediately after the union when 
Irish voters were trooped to the polls for 
the simple purpose of recording their votes 
in order to return Jandlords to Parliament. 

We have conoluded that we have before 
us now a different state ot things. Ireland 
hason her side the memory of vast vic- 
tories earned by the sweat of labor, but 
really earned and recorded on her behalf. 
Ireland pas mighty sympathies. She requires 
this larger and stronger island. She has ob- 
tained the suffrage ot Scotland and the 
suffrage of Walos, and in the short space of 
seven years she has changed a majority of 
more than 200 against her in England to 
one-third that number. 

She was stinted in franchise 
of representation. Now 
moat exteuded franchise with most perfect 
protection, Hor remaining objects she has 
not yet attained to, but she looks forward 
to the attainment of them with more means 
in her hands,

has—tho moderation of her domands 
(Hear, hear.) She has over since 
1886, if not before, but unequivo 
cally and nationally since abandoned the 
whole argument that perhaps sho was en- 
titled tomake on the subject of the Act of 
Union.

Sho has 
consented to accept tho House of Commons

Lonpon, Feb, 15,.-In the Houso yester- 
day Right Hon, A. J, Balfour, the Conser- 
vative leader,asked Mr. Gladstone whéther, 
under the provisions of the Home Rule Bill, 
the contributions from tho Imperial Ex- 
ehequer to local parpeess in Ireland would 
be continued, and if they were not, then he 
desired to ask what security British tax- 

ayers would have for advances under the 

and Porchase Aot. 

Mr. Gladstono replied that contributions 
from the Imperial Exchequer for Irish local 
purposes would cease and the bill creates a 
first charge on the Irish consolidated fund 
in favor of the British Exchequer for re- 
Payment under the Land Purchase Act, It 
turther provides a summary method to re- 
cover from the Irish Exchequer without 
the direct intervention of Irish authority 
any sums doo to the British Exchequer. 

Lord George Hamilton asked Mr, Glad- 
stone when he propysed to introduce a bill 
dealing with the Irish land tenure. 

Mr Gladstone declined to commit the 
Government to any pledge to introduce a 
land bill.. He said the Government cer- 
tainly did not intend to run a. land Dill 
alongside the Home Rule Bill. The ad- 
ministration of the land laws would mean- 
time follow the usual course in the hands 
of the local authorities. 

Mr. Balfour then rose amid loud Union- 
stcheors and began his reply to Mr. 
Gladstone's speech of Iast evening. He 
said: 

The House first of all has the right to 
enguire, Why is aay bill, good or bad, re- 
quired? This is o question. which the 

rime Minister has tried. to answer 
on. two famous occasions, once in 1886 
and again last evening. Seven years ago 
he laid the whole strength of his argument 
upon the absence of social order from Ire- 
land. He told the House then that the 
juries in Ireland could not be trusted te do 
their duty, aud that evictions, just or un- 
just, were looked on with suspicion by the 
agrarian population, Why, you all know 
the present Chief Secretary for Ireland has 
told you recently that there never has been a 
time whon rents were better paid. So great 
is the confidence iu’ the manner in which 
Trish juries do their duty that the Chief 
Secretary would not even retain in the bill 
& provision for a change of venue, which his 
colleagues declared was uo limitation of the 
liberty of the subject.

Qontioulog the process and {mproy 
ing the breed, gradually brought) them to 
300 pounds, and in 1890 his produce from 
22 cows was 8271 pounds, or 376 each. In 
1891, 20 cows avoraged 366 pounds each, 
and in 1892 21 cows made 406 pounds each. 
He ran a separator in 1892, and his cows 
are thoroughbred Jerseys, from heifers 
which he bought or raised himself. He 
feeds five pounds of hay to each in the 
morning, and then they are turned ou to 
drink water warmed to 95°. Thon they are 
fed 15 pounds of ehallage and 4} Ibs. of a 
mixture made from 100 Ibs. of corn med, 
100 lbs, wheat bran, and 20 Ibs, of 'isseed 
meal. At night the same ration is given 
again, Ho estimates cost of keeping ab $52 
ayear. They have four pounds twice a day 
of equal parts corn meal and bran when in 
the pasture. He estimates the butter to 
average $95 per cow, the calf $10, the skim.

LAST NIGHT'S FIRE. 


A Ballding on Pinnacte Street Partly Des- 
troyed, 

Ab-7:30 last night a double rough-cast 
house on Pinnacle etreet near the canning 
factory was discovered to be on fire. An 
alarm being sounded, the firemen were 
soon upon the scene, and succeeded In ex- 
tingulshing the bleze ina short time, but 


snow. Oar forests were a droam of beauty 
and a source of Invaluable wealth. 

This woalth was a gifd direct from the 
hands of the Giver of all good,and nob the 
product cf the labor or akillof man, These 
glant foreats were siow of growth, for sevor- 
a! gonorations of men came and went, while 
one tree was belng produced by the powors 
of nature. Therefore, this forest wealth 
was the heritage of the race who inhabited 
the land, and not the sole property of any 
one generation. The interests and rights 
of agrioulbure required the forest to relin- 
quish to them a part of the land, bub the 
remainder of the forest was entrosted to 
the government of the nation as the inhert- 
tance of all the generations of its people. 
Each generation was only entitled to 
the amount of timber that nature produced 
during the lifetime of that generation. Any 
{ofringement upon this rule fs a violation 
of the rights of our descendants, and an 
overdrawal upon the forest capital of our 
nation. 

The management and preservation of our 
foreats were entrusted to the Governments: 
of our Provinces. Leb us seo how the 
have discharged the dutles of thelr pl ery 
anship, 

The Ontarlo Government, to thelr shame 
be It sald, deprived the aetual settlers of 
this wealth that grew upon thelr farms, and 
sold it and the adjoining timber to specu- 
lators, who selected out only the logs that 
would remunerate them to handle at that 

rtloular time. The Government was sat- 
isfied with collecting the revenue from sales, 
leases and dues from the choloest timber, 
and they permitted the resb bo rot, 
or to be burnt, together with 
the very sol! which ould, If 
preserved, only in generatlons thereafter, 
reproduce ft. What are the consequences 

of this reckless sale and wholesale destruc: 
tlon by means of fire and steel } 

The annual cut of timber has been over 
three times the amount of yearly prodac- 
tlon, and the fires have destroyed twioe as 
much more. There fs yeb worse, Through 
culpable carelessness the fires have actually 
barnt up all that was valaable of the soll, 
so that for hundreds of miles in the poorer 
parts of Oanada, the earth cannot for gen- 
erations to come produce. elther timber or 
food for man. 

Oanadians little know how qalckly: and 
reoklessly our grand forests are belng anni- 
hilated, This great heritage of our Province, 
and one of the greatest sources of her reve- 
nue, will soon be burnt and hewed ont of 
existence.

It was understood that, 
subject to certain delays and to the protec- 
tion of rights now vested in individuals, 
the whole judicial bench, the whole Irish 
magistracy, and ultimately tho entire police 
force are to pass into purely Irish control. 
It recalls Mr, Dillon's, romark that when 
that day arrived the lotef the Irishman 
who had opposed the Nationalist movement 
would not be a happy one, That, if nota 
sufliciont, is a significant comment. . The 
number of Irishmon nob Nationaliata is 
computed ata million and abalf, Their 
property to some extent, their personal 
safoty to a very great oxtent, will be in the 
hands of their deadly enemies. 

The land was not mentioved hy Mr, 
Gladstone. It must, therefore, be inferred 
that the Dublin Parliament is to be at 
liberty to deal with ‘the land and landlords 
as it likes, The h@ted English garrison 
will then be at the mercy of a majority 
whose avowed policy is a "policy of confisca- 
tion. To band over the landlords to an 
Irish Legislature would be, said Mr. Jolin 
Morley not many years spo, an act of dis- 
honor; but he has foand some means of 
making that which was dishonorable’ then 
seem to him honorable now. 

There remains finance. Mr. Gladatone 
was of opinion in 1886 that to require lro- 
Jand to pay one fifteenth inatead of, as now, 
one-twelfth of the Imporial charges would 
be liberal and generous to her. He has 
changed his mind and her quota is now to 
be reduced to one twenty-fifth, He makes 
her incidentally a haudsome little presont 
of half a million sterling a year out of the 
British taxpayors’ pockets.

AV organizations of a slmilar nature are 
for the purpose of promoting Lhe well belng 
of the members, aud cannot fail to be 
baneficlal if confined to thelr legitiniate

The protest agalnat combines may or may 
not be! right, depending altogether upon 
whether the combine in question ls for the 
purpose of {noreasing the price of an article, 
or forthe purpose of lessening the cost of 
production, as for instance the Massey- 
Harris combination in reapers and mow- 
ers is a combine which did not Increase the 
price of manufactured articles, yet by les- 
sening the cost of management agents,fees, 
&o., was profitable to the combination,

On the whole, he concludes, the bill 
offers the framework of a practical system 
of Home Rule. 

Tho Standard saya: ‘‘Mr. Balfour's speech 
indioates that the Torios will vote against 
the retention of Irish membors at West- 
minster, and ifas many Radicals will take 
the same course the Irish members will pro- 
bably be excluded,” 

The Home Rule bill will be read first on 
Friday, and will be distributed among the 
members on Saturday. The number of 
clauses is about the same asin 1886, but 
the bill is much briefer. 

Lord Salisbury’s decision to visit Ulster 
is the result ot a meeting of Irish Unionists 
The Duke of Abercorn and the Marquis of 
Londonderry, who were present, advocated 
the organization of demonstrations through- 
out the United Kingdom against the bill, 
and the meoting agreed to do so. 


THE CATTLE EMBARGO. 


Opponents of the Canadinn Cattle Trade 
Making Themselves Busy, 


Loxpox, Feb. 16,—-Tho opponents of the 
Canudian cattle trade are trying to convince 
the Hon. Mr. Gardner, the Preident of the 
Board of Agriculture, that the Canadian 
Government is as little able as the United 
States Government to ensure the absolute 
freedom of the Canadian herds from pleuro- 
pneumonia owing to the laxity of the

President Washington went to the ses 
sions of Congress in a gplendid coach, form 
ed like a hemisphere, with gilt pannels on 
which were carged cupids, flowers and 
fruits. This gorgeous vehicle was, drawn 
by six cream-colored horses, superbly capa 
risoned, and supplemented by a coachmanu 
and two footinen in white and scarlet livery. 
The spectacle drew crowds to the street 
whenever the President passed. On_ the 
occasion of receptions President and Mrs, 
Washington (she was called ‘‘His Emi. 
nence’s Consort’) saton a raised platform 
like a throne and in a stately way received 
the salaams of the people. 

The only man who ever attempted to bo 
familiar with President Washington wag 
Gouverneur Morris, who, on a big wager 
that he wouldn't dare walk up to Washing- 
ton, slap him on the shoulder, and famil- 
iarly accost him, went boldly up, ina 
crowded room to the dignified George. He 
didn't slap George upon the shoulder, 
however for his courage failed him, and 
he laid uis hand on the President and 
mildty said ; ‘Well, general, you are look- 
ing very well to-night,” Instantly Wash 
ington turned round and gave Morris a dark 
frown and a dagger look from owt his 
eyes which made that worthy shrink into a 
corner, thoroughly ombarrassed.—Mioue 
apolis Journal.

Hon, Mr. Haggart: ‘‘Welljat any rate 
tho hon. gentleman was o waiting candi- 
date; ‘Oértatily he would tid be classed as 
a professional philanthropist.” Claughter.J 
MY. Haggart then entered into a history o' 
the N.P., atarting with the condition\of the 
country in 1878 and ‘oldiming that the 
éffect of the policy had not only been to find 
employment for our young men and to de- 
velop the country, but there were actually 
117 wife articles on the free list now than 
there were in 1878, 

He ridiculéd Sir Richard Cartwright's 
statement that a million and a half Cana- 
dians had gone to the United States in the 
last ten years, and quoted the figures of 
the United States census returns to show 
that the number of Canadians ‘in the 
States had only incréased 261,385 in the 
10 years from 1880 to 1890, which of course 
included the natural increase of the 712,368 
Canadians who were in the United States, 
In 1880 this flow of population from Can- 
ada to the United States had been going on 
for a hundred years, and was referred to 
by tbe firat governor of the Province of 
Quebec. 

Mr, Haggart caused some amusement 
by reading from Sir Richard Cartwright’s 
Budget Mpeech of 1874, in which he said 
thatno great increase of population could 
be looked for im the older:province of Can- 
ada. Ho next took up the question of 

olicy und claimed that the Liberals never 
Rent to tne policy long. In 1888 they had 
introduded an amendment_in favor of un- 
restrict#d rediprocity, in 1891 they dropped 
unrestricted reciprocity, and muved an 
amendmént in{favor of extended reciprocal 
trade Yetween Canada avd the United 
States; and now in 1893 they had an amend- 
ment it favor of free trade. 

Mr, Maggart then quoted Mr. Blake's 
Malvern speech, in which the then leader 
of the Liberal party had said that tree trade 
wasimpossible. Turning to the question 
of revenne and expenditure, he held that 
the Opposition was equally responsible with 
the Government for the indebtedness of the 
country 

He w6ént over the composition of the debt 
to show ‘his, and pointed out how thelin- 
crease hed taken place. He said that the 
expenditure ‘could not be reduced at 
present, 4nd challenged the Opposition to 
show hoW any reductions could be made; 
but said that in two or three years, when the 
enlargemont of the canals was completed, o 
reduction of two or three millions may’ be 
made. 

He touched on the Intercolonial, and 
amid cheers said that it wus on a paying 
basis. In conclusion he touched on the 
great development of the country and said 
the Government could rest perfectly satis- 
fied with the result of the N.P. 

Mr. Paterson (Brant) followed, speaking 
for an hour up to recess and foran hour 
after, His speech was a general attack on 
the N.P., which he said had not been.pro- 
ductive of any good result, but on the’con- 
trary had greatly increased the burdens of 
the people without any correspouding ad- 
Vantages. 

The Hon. Mr. Daly briefly replied, ‘and 
the House adjourned at 10 o'clock. 

In introducing his bill to amend the re- 
distribution bill of last year, Sir John 
Thompson said it was intended to correct 
some errors which had crept into the bill 
respecting the boundaries of the Nipissing 
district, the city of Ottawa and the Gounte 
of Hochelaga. 

Sir John Thompson introduced a 
bill to amend the criminal code of Jast ynar. 
Most of the corrections were only clerical, 
Another correction wan with respect té the 
partes sessions of Ontario,<which had been 

ecided as goneral quarter session’. The 
correct name was quarter sessions or gener- 
al sessions, Another amendment was to re- 
duce certain specified offences to offences 
punishable with five years’ imprisonment, 

In answertoa question by Mr. Edgar 
with reference to Judge Taschereau’s letter 
about crimipal code, Sir John Thompson 
said he had no objection to bringing down 
the letter, which, although nominally ad- 
dressed to him, was what was known as an 
open letter. 

The observations contained in thie letter 
had not been overlooked, asthe Ictter 
stated, but had been well considered by the 
i= committees, and the views of the 

earned judge and those of the representa- 
tives of both Houses were at variance. 
Theso views had also been condemned 
by every honorable judge in the United 

ingdom who had expressed an opinion on 
the subject. 

He had not, therefore, prepared any an- 
swer to Judge Taschereau’s views, which 
were 80 extremely singular, and lic had no 
objection to bring down a copy of the let. 
ter, 

In reply to Dr. Landerkin Comptroller 
Wallace stated that a complaint had been 
made about Mr. Watters, assistant Com- 
missioner of Customs, being engaged in 
business and thus matter could be inquired 
into during recess, 

The indications continue to pointtoa 
short session, Sir John Thonipson, if ho is 
to hold his office os one of the British arbi- 
tratorsin the Behring Sea controversy, 
must bein Paris by March 23, and there- 
fore must leave Ottawa by March 10 at the 
lateat.. Sir John is willing to go, and if-the 
public businoss here can be autliciently ad- 
vanced ho will try and be iu Paris on 
March 23. 

But whether he does or not will depend 
on the Opposition. If Sir John is unable 
to go the Imperial Government will numeo 
an arbitrator to take his place

Others spoke in the same etrain, and 
then David McKeen, the member for Cape 
Breton County, was heard, He is manager 
and principal stockholder of the Caledonia 
Mine, absorbed by the Boston syndicate, 
and he conducted a portion of the negotia- 
tions in behalf of the iatter with the other 
mine owners. He will tuke out as his share 
of the sale some $300,000 or more. 

David MeKeen isa big and bluff Nova 
Scotian of Highland descent, 54 years of 
ago, and in many respects the most forse- 
ful man in the House. He charged at his 
50 and more antagonists like o° rhinoceros 
into a pack of native Africans, and in his 
vigorous way claimed the right of

But the real hope of the country of relief 
from the monopoly wonld appear; to be in 
the position taken by Mr. Caban, leader of 
the Opposition in Nova Scotia, His con- 
tention in substance ia that the title of the 
mines in Nova Scotia was vested in the 
sovereign, that several laws and state 
papers so declare it, and that under ‘a 
special act of the legislature these mines 
were acquired by the province during the

‘Perhaps he is," replied Mr, Comfort, 
“what is he like?”

17 days. From Sonthampton to (Quebec ia 
about ten days. Therefore Mr. Murray 
will reach home before the Halifax steamer 
which leaves on the 28th, and which takes 
ten days to make the trip. 

Davidson was anxious to know whether 
he would réach home in tinie to be tried at 
the Spring Assiszes. He appears quite 
cheerful and chatted about Hamiltou and 
Burlington news with all the enthusiasm of 
aman who has been long from home. He 
speaks most feclingly of the kind tf@atinent 
he has received at the hauds of Detective 
Murray, who will have some interesting 
stories to tell regarding the prisons in the 
tropics when he gets home. He never went 
into the prison at Port-au-Prince, he said, 
without giving a couple of dollars to the 
poor prisoners who cried out for biead.

THE HAWAII AFFAIR. 


Harrison's Message Favors Atnexation 
Right Away. 


New York, Feb. 17.—A Washington 
special says the treaty sent to the Senate 
yesterday by the President proposes annex- 
ation in plain pod unmistakable terms and 

rovides that until some other and more 

efinite form of government is provided by 
Congress, the present provisional Govern- 
ment shall continue in full force. 

The laws of the United States, which are 
in force in Alaska, are extended to Hawaii, 
and there isto be no disturbance for the 
present of property rights in the Islands. 

The two most important articlos relate to 
the provision for the deposed Queen and the 
Chinese. The former is to receive from the 
United States $20,006 a year, and the 
Royal family, and especially the heiress 
epperens to the throne are to be fully cared 

or. 

The Chinese Fproblem is disposed of by 
making it impossible for any of the Chinese 
now on the Islands to come into the United 
States. 

As faras the debts of Hawaii are con- 
cerned, the treaty proposes that tho United 
States shall assume them, but shall receive 
in return the various incomes of the Islands, 
amounting, it is said, toabout $10,000,000 a 
year. 

There was some opposition to the project 
of annexation bySenators Blackburn, White, 
Daniel and others,but a strong speech in its 
favor was made by Senator Morgan, who 
was particularly anxious that action should 
be prompt. There seems to be no doubt that 
the treaty will be ratified within a very 
short time. 

One of its provisions is that the pro- 
visional Government ot Hawaii must accept 
it within 60 days after it is ratified by 
the Senate. When the ratification by the 
Senate is concluded, a law applicable to the 
annoxed territory will be framed, and will 
have to be passed by both Houses.

He Lifts tHe Veil of the Future on, This 
Continent, 


Rocuester, Feb. 17.—At the annual 
banquet of tha Chamber of Commerce of 
this city last night Erastus Wiman pre- 
dicted, as the result of tho impending 
economic changes in the trade policy of the 
country, that within the lifetime of children 
now living a greater forcign commerce 
would be created than the vast internal 
commerce which now ebbs and flows in this 
nation of 40 nations. 

While exports of food products are likely 
to cease within o quarter of a century, 
there were no limitations to possible ex- 
ports of manufactures, except the ability of 
markets to absorb them, and in this sense 
the world seemed too amall for the power 
of production on this continent. 

Not being able to annex Mars in the 
recent near approach of the planets to cach 
other, it remains to develop new regions 
for trade op the one hand and sources 
of supply on the other. Wicis 
this in viow no _ field is 80 
inviting as the noarest and largest territory 
comprised within the British possessions iu 
North America, Iu the other half of the 
continent the United States can duplicate 
ite wealth, find sources of supply and create

Dr. Tal- 
mage this morning, atter commenting op 
the Scriptures nat giving out hymns, in 
which the multitude of worshippers in the 
Brooklyn Tabernacle joimed, discoursed 
from the text, Romans I: 15; "I am ready 
to preach the Gospel to you that are at 
Rome, also.” 

Rome! What a city it 
visited it! Whata city it isnow! Rome! 
The place where Virgil sang, and Horace 
satirized and Terence laughed and Catiline 
conspired and Ovid dramatized and Nero 
fiddled and Vespasian Neder and Sulla 
legislated and Cicero thundered and Aure- 
lius « Decius and Caligula and Jalian 
and Hadrian and Constantine and Augus- 
tus reigned, and Paul, the Apostle, preach- 
ed the Gospel. ? 

I am not much of a drafteman, but I 
have in my memorandum book a. sketch 
which I made in the winter of 1889,. when 
I went out to the gate through which Paul 
entered Rome, and walked up the very 
street he walked up to see somewhat how 
the city must have looked to him as he 
came in on the Gospel errand proposed in 
the text.

fought with wild beasts, of the temple of 
Diana, of the Parthenon, of Pharaoh's

it has been my privilege to address you, but 
a member of my family asked me recently 
why I hadnot spoken to you of the Colos- 
seum at Rome, since its moral and religious 
lessons are so impressive, 

Perhaps, while in Rome, the law of con- 
trast wrought npon me, I had visited the 
Mamertine dungeon where Paul was incar- 
cerated. I had measured the opening at 
the op of the dungeon through which Pau 
had been let down and it was twenty-three 
inches by twenty-six. The ceiling, at its 
highest point, was seven feet from the floor, 
but at the sides of the room, the ceiling was 
five feet, seven inches. The room, at the 
widest, was fifteeu feet. There was a seat 
of rock two and a half feet high. Thero 
was a shelf fourinches high. The only 
fnrniture was a spider’a weh suspended 
from the roof, which I saw by the torch- 
light I carried.

and recall all that once was. It is 
in shape ellipsoidal, oval, oblong. 
It is, at itz greatest lengjh, 612 fect. 


After it had furnished seats tor cighty- 
seven thousand pedple, it had room for 
fifteen thousand more to stand, #6 that one 
hundred thousand people could sit and 
stand transfixed by its;scenes of courage 
and martyrdom and brutality and horror.

Seat No. 18.” You understand that the 
building was not constructed for an audi- 
ence to be addressed by human voice, al- 
Sahn ir I tested it with some friends and 
could be heard across it, but it was made 
only for seeing and was circular and at any 
oint aliaaeal full view of the spectacle. 
“he arena in the center in olden times was 
strewn with pounded stone or sand, so as 
not to be too slippery with human blood, 
for if it were too slippery, it would spoil 
the fun. The sand hed here and there 
with sparkles of silver and gold, and Nero 
added cinnabar and Caligula added chryso- 
colla, The sides of the arena were compos- 
ed of smooth marble, eleven feet high. so 
that the wild beasts of the arena could not 
climb up inte the andience. On the 
top of these sides of smooth marble was a 
meta! railing, having wooden rollers, which 
easily revolved, so that if a panther should 
leap high enough to scale the wall, and 
with his ope touch anyone of those rollers, 
it would «revolve and drop him 
back again into the arena. Back of 
this marble wall surrounding the arena was 
a level platform of stone, adorned with 
statues of gods and goddesses, and the ar- 
tistic effigies of monarchs and conquerers, 
Here were movable seats for the Emperor 
and the Imperial swine and swinesses with 
which he surrounded himself. Before the 
place whore the Emperor sat the gladiators 
would Walk immediately after entering the 
arena, crying, ‘Hail, Casar! ‘Those about 
to die salute thee.” The different ranks of 
spectators were divided by partitions stud- 
ded with mosaics of emerald and beryl and 


roby and diamond. Great masts of wood 
arose from all sides of the building, from 
which festoons of flowers were suspended, 


the building, or in time of rain, 
of silk were suspended, the Colos- 
sourn having no roof. ‘The outside ball was 
encrusted with marble and had four ranges, 
and the threo lower ranges had eighty 
columns each and arches after arches, and 
on each arch an exquisite statuo of a god 
or a hero. Into 180 feet of altitude soared 


crossing 
awnings 


the Colosseum. It glittered and flashed 
and shone with whole sunrises and sunsots 
of dazzlement. After the audionce had 
assembled, aromatic liquids oozed from 
tubes distilled from pipes and rained 
gently on the multitudes, and filled 
the air with odors of hyacinth and 
heliotrope and frankincense and balsam 
and myrrh and saffron, so that Lucan, the 
poot says of it: 

At once it and saffron currenta flow, 

And rain their odors on the crowd below 

But where was the sport to come from ? 
Well, I went into the collars opening off 
from the arena, and I saw the places where 
hey kept the hyenas and lions and pan

dred vaousand people clapped their hands, 
and there was a ‘Hal Ha!” wide as Rome 
and deep as perdition The corpses of 
that arena were puton a cart and dragged 
by a hook ont sheones what was called 
the Gate ot Death. What an excitement 
it must haye been when two combatants 
entered the arena, the one with sword and 
shield and the other with net ond spear. 
The swordsman strikes at the man with the 
net and spear ; he dodges the sword, and 
then flings the net over the head of the 
swordsman and jerks him to the floor of the 
arena, and the man who flung the not puts 
his foot on the neck of the fallen swords- 
man,fand, spear in hand, looks up to the 
galleries, as much as to say: ‘‘ShallI let 
him up, or shall [ plang this spear into his 
body until he is dead?” The audience had 
two signs, either of which they might give. 
If they waved their flags, it meant spare 
the fallen contestant. If they turned their 
thumbs down, it meapt to slay him.  Oc- 
cassionally the audience would wave their 
flags and the fallen would be let up, but 
that was too tame sport for most occasions, 
and generally the thumbs from the galleries 
wore turned down, and with that sign would 
be heard the accompanying shout of ‘Kill’! 
Kill ! Kill ! Kill’ 

Yet it was far from being a monotone of 
sport, for there was a change of programme 
in that wondrous Colosseum. nder 4 
strange and powerful machinery, beyond 
anything of modern invention, the floor of 
the arena would begin to rock and roll and 
then give away, and there would appear A 
lake of bright water, and on its banks trees 
would spring up rustling with foliage, and 
tigers appeared among the jungles, and 
armed men would come forth, and there 
would bea tiger hunt. Then, on the lake 
in the Colosseum, armed ships would float, 
and there would baa sea tight. What fun! 
What lots of fun! When Pestilence camé, 
in order to appease the gods, in this Colos- 
seum a sacrifice would be made, and the 
people would throng that great amphi- 
theatre, shouting; “‘The Christians to the 
wild beasts,” and there would be a crack- 
ling of human bones in the jaws of leonine 
ferocity. 

But all this was to be stopped. By the 
outraged sense of public decency?) No. 
There is only one thing that has ever stop- 
ped cruelty and sin, and that is Christiani- 
ty, and it was Christianity, whether you 
like its form or not, that estopped this mas 
sacre of centuries. One day while in the 
Colosseum a Roman victory was being cele- 
brated, and one hundred thousand enrap- 
tured spectators were looking down upon 
two gladiators in the arena stabbing and 
slicing each other to death, an Asiatic monk 
by the name of Telemachus was so over- 
come by the eruelty that he leaped from 
the gallery into the arena and ran in be- 
tween the two swordsmen, and pushed first 
one back and then the other back and broke 
up the contest. Of course, the audience 
was affronted at having their sport stopped, 
and they hurled stones at the fread of Tele- 
machus until he fell dead in the arena. But 
when the day was passed and the passions 
of the people had cooled off, they teploted 
the martyrdom of the brave and Christian 
Telemachus, and asa result of the over- 
done cruelty, the ~human sacrifices of the 
Colossetm were. forever abolished. 

What a good thing, say you, that such 
cruelties have ceased. My friends, the 
same spirit of ruinous amusements and of 
moral sacrifice is abroad in the world to- 
day, although it takes other shapes. Last 
summer in our country there occurred a 
scene of pugilism on which all Christen- 
dom looked down, for I saw the papers on 
the other side of the Atlantic ocean giving 
whole columns of it. Will some one tell me 
in what respect that brutality of last sum, 
mer wassuperior tothe brutality of the Roman 
Colosseum ? In sone respects it was worse 
by so much as the Nineteenth Century 
pretends to be more merciful and more de- 
cent than the FifthCentury. That pugilism 
1s winning admiration in this country is 
positively proved by the fact that years 
ago such collision was reported in # half 
dozen lines of newspaper, if reported at 
all, it now takes the whole side of a 
newspaper to tell what transpired be- 
tween the first blood drawn by one loafer 
and the throwing up of the sponge by the 
other loafer, and jt is. not the newspapers 
fault, for the newspapers give only what 
the people want, and when newspapers put 
carrion on your table, it is because you pre- 
fer carrion, The same spirit of brutality is 
seen to-day inmany au eccclesiastical court, 
when a minister is put on trial. Look at 
the countenances of the prosecuting minis- 
ters, and not in all cases, but in many 
cases. you will find nothing but diabolism 
inspires them. They let out on one poor 
minister, who cannot defend himself, the 
lion of ecclesiasiasticiam and the tiger of 
bigotry and the wild bear of jealousy, and 
if they can get the ollending minister flat 
on his back, some one puts his feet on the 
neck of the overthrown Gospelizer and 
looka up, spear in huud, to see. whether the 
galleries and ecclesiastics won't have him

Me. Mills moved the adjournment of the 
House in order to get a chance to bring the 
matter — up. He said he underatood 
that recently the Nova Scotia Legislature 
had passed an Act which was wholly within 
the jurisdiction of tho Provincial Legisla 
ture His Excellency had boen asked 
to interfere. That advice was not tondered 
through the responsible advisors of the 
Crown, but by four members of Parliament 
who waited upon him. In this connection 
it was right that the House should know 
how far members and persons*who were not 
members might go. He quoted some 
English precedents and held that the 
action of the four members was wholly at 
yariance with the English system of consti- 
tutional overnment adopted in this 
eountr and coats to be discoutonanced. 

Mr. Weldon said that Mossrs. MeNeill, 
Wood, MeDougald and himself, being loyal 
subjects of Her Majesty, baving their at 
tention called to the danger that threatened 
the institutions of the country, took oeca- 

sion to bring the matter to the attention of 
the Quoen’s representative in this country. 
Notwithstanding that they were humble 
subjects, they thought that they had tho 
right of approaching the sovereign in this 
country ty petition. They did not go 
across the water to do 80. He saw no 
difference between presenting 4 petition 
verbally or by writing. Hedid not think 
that the member for Bothwell could ex- 
plain the difference. 

They could not pretend that they had 
any representative capacity. Being children 
of British parents they imagined that the 
had the right to take the step they did. 
When coming to Ottawa ho had a conver- 
sation with certain parties in Halifax— 
naval officers—whe had called his attention 
to the danger in time of war of nearly all 
the coal fields in Nova Scotia passing into 
the hands of an alien syndicate. “It 
might be possible, if a political crisis 
arose, that all these mines could be 
flooded out or blown up so that British war 
vessels would be unable to get any coal 
without returning across the Atlantic. 

Having become uainted with these 
facta he thought that they had the right to 
lay them before His Excellenoy in the in- 
terests of the Empire. It was absurd to 
compare what they had done with Lord 
Darnley’scase,tholatterhaving fivo million of 
French gold with whioh to botray England. 

Allof them spoke to His Excellency on 
the matter and the latter was exceedingly 
pleased to ace four British gentlemen ioter- 
est themselves in the welfare of the Em- 
pire. (Hear, hear and cheors.] 

Mr. Laurier said that the observations of 
Mr. Mills were not directed against 
the motives which actuated the four 
members, bub as to the unconstitutional 
method they took. Why could not they trust 
to the loyalty of the Prime Minister? Did 
they believe he was notuptothe mark? 
In the days of Edward the Confessor the 
subject approached in person the sovereign, 
but in the days of Queen Victoria that was 
done through Her Majesty’s constitutional 
advisers. 

The debate was continued by Messrs. 
McKeen, McNeill and Wood in the direc- 
tion of Mr, Weldon and Messrs. Davies and 
Fraser in support of Mr. Mills, after which 
Sir John Thompson said he did not think 
there was any difference of opinion as to 
the constitutional! question, Frou the 
speeches of Afr. Mills and che gentlemen 
who *ad waited on His Excellency it 
-ppeared that they all agreed that no per- 
son should approach His Excellency for the 
purpose of giving advice. In a bantering 
manner he said that Mr. Mills had probably 
learned from the newspapers, as he himself 
had, that these gentlemen had waitedon His 
Excellency for the purpose of advising him 
to disallow a statute passed by a local 
legislature, but from the statements made 
by Mr. Weldon and others it appears that 

















































These gentlemen had merely made a 
friendly call on His Excellency, as members 
often do during the session of Parliament. 
[Laughter.) In the course of conversation 
these gentlemen had referred to a subject 
which they considered of the gravest 
Imperial importance, and as it might ben 
matter requiring the consideration of his 
legal advisers His Excellency with great deli- 
cacy and Proprio seaumte thatany factsin 
their possession should be laid before him 
in such form that they could be laid before 
his advisers for aauadaratians 

It would seem that the interview passed 
off with the utmost harmony on both sides 
and that the constitution was not broken 
afterall. After this explanation he thought 
the House would feel more comfortable for 
the matter being brought up, because it 
appeared that nothing so serious as the 
newrpapers report had ocourred at 
all, and in the next place it was 
comforting to kmow that these gentlemen 
took such a warm interest in Imperial 
affairs. 

For his own oes he was not prepared to 
discuss the coal transaction, for he had not 
seen the statute nor read the debates. 
Amid much laughter he concluded the moat 
humorous speeoh he has ever made in the 
House as follows: 

“I merely mentien as another point of 
congratulation the active and lively inter- 
est which gentlemen on both sitles take in 
the welfare of my native province and the 
interests of the Dominion that may be 
affected by the legislation of that province. 
Above all, we should be more pleasud that, 
when there is the slightest suspicion arising 
from newspaper rumors that there is any 
want of confidence or lack of confidence in 
the Ministry, those who are willing to first 
pring to the rescue should be members of 
tho Opposition.” 

After a few remarks by Hon. Mr. Laorier, 
Mr. Mills and others the motion to adjourn 
was withdrawn. 

The debate on the budget was then re- 
newed by Mr. Edgar, who spoke up to 6 
o'clock, confining his attention to the cotton 
industry, which he held was tho most pam- 
pered and pap-fed ef all the protected in- 
dustrics. 

Ho said that after s ending #0 many 
millions in opening up the Northwest the 
people were “entitled to hear some great 
scheme for bringing people to that country 
During the last decade there should have 
been a million inerease in the population in 
that now distriot. He proposed to deal 
with one of the mest ioleresting infant ia- 
dustries of Canada, to show neces ity of 
tariff reform. This industry was the most 
spoiled, tho most saucy dud dangerous of 


them all. He referred tu the votton in- 


slate dustry, and claimed that the higher duties 


on the poor man’s material came out of the 
pockets of the poor man. There wasa tax of 
40 per cont. on cotton shirtings such as worn 
by laboring men. He claimed that the out 
putof cotton in Canada was $14,000,000 


worth What taxes were paid on this 
output? At 28 per cent, the taxes amount 
ed to $3,950,900 per annum, which wont 
into the pockets ot the manufacturer 

This tax wasin addition to the cost of 


the cotton if imported. He cstimated that 


the cost of the raw material and labor was 
$6,000,000 out of the $14,000,000, so this 
waea margin of $8,000,000 to meet ordi 
DAry expenses and dividends, without the 
Protective industries Under any fair 
management this should leaves profit with 


out any protection at all 
cotton mills could competé in tho outside 
world without any protection at all, aud 
Qbav Ain They were io the Obinevo 
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| marketa with their goods Npecng wien 
the world The result was that they could 
| supply the heathen Chines without protes 
| tion, yet they extorted $4,000,000 out of 
the poop e of Canada This ayndicate 
could raise the rlividetidse and not raise the 
rate of wages Which they paid Whoen the 
cost of the raw material fell » million dol 
lara they hadiactuaily raised the price of 
manufactured products 25 per cent 
They had also watored their stoc k to ab 
sort the ymer amount of dividends 
He then t the combina 
tion in which had been 
formed There was really only one mill 
in Canada to-day which gave any com 
patition to the ayndicate in white cottons; 
all the rest wote contoolled by the combine 
He then explained how the Dominion Cot 
ton Company had watered their stook rhe 
paid up capital was $1,500,000 and on the 
7th of September the scheme for watoring 
their stock was made public It was 
atated that although they had paid 8 and 10 
er cont dividends, their actual earnings 
Fea been from 22 to 27 per cent The ad- 


ditional watered stock had been sold to 





oxisting stockbolders at $10 per $100 
share, thus each $180 share cost the 
shareholders $55 each 

This stock was mow quoted ot 140, ora 
profit of 154 per cont. on the original cost, 
and it was paying 8 to 10 per cent, divi- 
dends, (Hear, hear.) Now the bulk of 
this tax was levied on the Canedian con- 
sumer in favor of the manufacturing body. 
By this tax thoy shut out tho British manu- 
facturer, Was this loyalty? Lt was 50 
per cent. loyalty Tho sufferers from this 
tax were the deluded ones who wont into 
the manufacturing of cottons originally, and 
the people at large. These facts showed 
that the tariff ought to be retormed, and 
the duty on cotton reduced now and not 
wait for the Minister of Finance to go 
through the country with his caravan and 
menagerie. 

Aftor recess Mr, Northrup spoke in sup 
port of the National Policy, and asked 
that the Government should give protec- 
tion to farmers as well as manufacturers, 

Mr. Fraser, whoalways makes good 
speech from a Liberal standpoint, dived 
into the census at tho outstart, and ssid 
that it seomed always necestary for Goy- 
ernment returns here giving an oxouse 
or an explanation for the resulta. In 
England such «a thing was never thought 
of. For instance the unsatisfactory naturo 
of the census returns was explained away 
by two reasons. The Dominion statistician 
said the result was due to tho decay of 
early marriages and celibacy. 

In other words, Canadians did not marry 
soon enough or did not marry atall. This 
was duo, said the statistician, to the fact 
that the young women were being better 
educated now, got profitable employmont 
and did mot marry. That, he said, was a 
gross slander on the young women and the 
mothers in Canada. He repudiated the 
slander. 

From this he launched into the trade 
question, stating that the dividing line be- 
tween the two parties in Canada was tariff 
reform, It was protection on the one side 
and freer trade on the other. Free trade 
was not yet an issue between the two par- 
ties, but that time wascoming. Protection 
wasashamand a fraud, for man to man 
Canadians feared no nation on the face of 
the earth in open competition, and was 
therefore ready for freer trade. 

Mr. Bennett followed, dealing mostly 
with the census, and the House adjourned 
at ll.

convention, $32,000 for expense of deter- 
mining the boundary line between Canada 
and the United States, $15,000 for prohibi- 
tion commission, $10,000 tor St. John’s, 
Nfid., fire and $1022 to pay for a portrait of 
Lord Lansdowne. 

To-day’s Canada Gazetto will contain 
the appointments of County Court Judges 
MacMillan, Snider and O'Connor, and the 
return of Mr, Tarte for L’Islet. 

The deposits in Government savings 
banks for January were $273,540 and with- 
drawals $242,997. 

It isatated on excellent authority to- 
night that Mr. Robert Sedgwick, deputy 
Minister of Justice, has been offered and 
has accepted the position of puisne judge 
of the Supreme Court, and that he will be 
sworn in on Monday in time to take his 
seat on the opening of the court on Tues- 


ay. 

Robert Sedgwick, Q.0., is third son of 
the late Key. Dr. Sedgwick of Musquodo- 
boit, N.S. He was born in Aberdeen, 
Scotland, May 10, 1848, and came to Can- 
ada with his parents in May, 1849, 
Educated at Dalhousie College, where 
he graduated B. A. in 1867. 
Called to the bar in this province in Nov., 
1872, and subsequently in Nova Scotia. 
Appointed Q.C. 1880 and to Deputy Minis- 

dor of Justice in Keb., 1888, 

With regard to the deputy Ministership 
of Justice, it is said that it will mot be 
filled immediately, but that Mr, Power, 
who has most creditably filled the position 
temporarily on several occasions, will act 
for the present.

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THE HOME RULE BILL 


AS IT AWAITS THE ONSLAUGHT BY 
ITS OPPONENTS. 


The Covntry Now Knows Exactly What 
Concessions it is Proposed to Make te 
Iroland—The Bill Read the First Time 
in the House of Commons, 


Lonpon, Feb, 20,—Mr, Gladstone's Home 
Rule Bill, which was read a first time in 
the House of Commons Friday night, is in 
part as follows; 

Whereas, it is ex- 
pedient that, without 
impairing or reatrict- 
ing the supreme au- 
thority of Parliament, 
an Irish legislature be 
created for such pur- 
poses in Ireland as 


are in this act men- 
tioned, be it therefore 





enacted by the 
Queen’s Most Excellent Majesty, by and 
with the advice and consent of the Lords, 
spiritual’and temporal, and Commons in this 
present Parliament assembled, and by the 
authority of the same, as follows: = 

Part 1. On and after the appointed day 
there shall be established in Ireland a legia- 
lature consisting of Her Majesty the Queen 
and two houses, a legislative council and 4 
legislative assembly. 

2. With the exceptions and subject to 
the restrictions iu this act mentioned, there 
shall be granted to the Irish Legislature 
power to make Jawa for the peace, order 
and good government of Ireland in respect 
to matters exclusively relating to Ireland or 
some part thereof, 

3. The Irish Legislature shall not have 
Rowse to make laws in respect to the fol- 

owing matters or any of them: The 
status or dignity of the crown, or the suo- 
cession to the crown, or a regency, the Lord 
Lieutenant as representative of the Crown, 
the making of peace or war, matters arising 
from a state of war, the naval or military 
forces or the defence of the realm, treaties 
and other creations with foreign states, or 
the relations between the different parts of 
Her Majesty's dominions, or offences cen- | 
nected with such treaties; dignities or titles 
of honor; treason or treason-felony; alienage 
or naturalization; trade with any place out 
of Ireland; quarantine or navigation, except 
in respect to inland waters; local health or | 
harbor regulations, beacons, lighthouses or 
seamarks, except so far as they can con- 
sistently withany general Act of Parlia- 
ment be constructed or maintained by local 
hurbor authorities; coinage; legal tender; 
standard weights and measures; trade 
marks, merchandise marks, copyright or 
patent rights. Any law made in contro- 
vention to this section shall be void. 

4. Tho powers of the Irish Logislature 
shall not extend tothe making of any law 
|| respecting the establishment or endowment 
of religions or prohibiting the free exercise 
thereof, or imposing any disability or con- 
ferring any privilege on account of religious 
\] belief, or abrogating or prejudicially affect- 
| ing the right to establish or maintain any 
| place of denominational education or deno- 

minational institution or charity or pre- 
|| judicially affecting the right of any child to 
attend a school receiving public money 
without attending the religious inatruction 
| at the school, or whereby any person may 
be deprived of life, liberty or property 
without due process of law,or may be denied 
the equal protection of the laws, or ,where- 
by private property may be taken without 
compensation, or whereby any existing 
ad ig A incorporated by Royal charter, 
or by local and general act of Parliament, 
not being a corporation raising for publie 
purposes, taxes, irates, less dues or tolls, or 
administering funds so raised, may, unless 
it consents, or the leave of ~Eer Majesty is 
first obtained in an’ address! from the two 
Houses of the Irish Legislature, be de- 
prived of its rights, privileges or property 
without due process of law; or whereby 
any inhabitant may be deprived of his 

ual rights as respects public 
law made in con- 
travetition of this section shall be void. 

5. The exeoutive power of Ireland ahall 
continue to be vested in the Queen. The 
L ord Lieutenant, 6n behalf of Her Majesty, 
sh all not exercise any prerogativesotherthan 
thi sexecutive power of the Queen which 
mn ¥ be delogated to him by Her Majesty, 
and shall, in Her Majesty’s name, summon, 


tane. 

T heir shullibean Executive Committee 
of t.he Privy Council in Ireland to aid and 
advise the Government.of Ireland, being of 
such numbers and comprising persons hold- 
ing svich officesas Hor Majesty may ‘think 
fit, or as may be directed by tho Irish Aot. 

The Lor Lieutenant shall, 
advice of the Executive Committee, 
give or withhold the assent of Her Majesty 
to the bills passed by the House of the 
Irish Legislature subject to the inatruotions 

iven by Her Majesty in respect to such 
ill. 

6. The Irish Legislative Council shall con- 
sist’ of 48 councillors; each of the constitu- 
sncies mentioned in the first schedule of this 
act shall'return the number of counoillors 
named opposite thereto in the schedule. 

Every marshall shall be entitled to 
be registered as an elector and when 
registered to. vote at the . elec- 
tion of the gouncillor for a constitu- 
ency, who owns or occupies land ora tenant 
in the constituency of this ratable value 
Of more than 20 pounds, subject to like 
Conditions as the nian who is ecftitled, at 
the passage of the act, to be registered and 
to vote as a Parliamentary elector, with re- 
spect toownership qualifications, or pro 
vided thataman shall not be entitled to 
be registered, nor, if registered to vote at

The term of office of every councillor 
shall boecight years.

THE HAWAIIAN QUESTION. 


The Leading Oemocratio Organ of the 
U. ® Swallows England's Blaff, 


New York, Feb, 21.—The World says 
editorially: 

Thero is already much discussion in 
naval circles in regard to the fortification 
of Hawaii. Two hundred and fifty thou- 
sand dollars were appropriated at tho last 
session of Congress for the improvement of 
Pearl Harbor, and soon a much larger ap- 
propriation will be asked for, 

It_will be almost impoysible, bowever,.for 
us to fortify the islands so as adequately to 
protect them in tbe event.ofewar with. aby 
one of thefour oF five leading naval powets. 
TheLondon Spectitot describes tha) sitta- 
tion go far as England ie concerned. ‘We 
could capture the “islands;*iteaays, ‘if 
necessary, in the event of war, aud injtime 
of peace Honolulayas an Awéribat” city, 
would be just as convenient a port of cali 
és i¢ bas been under the government ofthe 
native dynasty.” 

While there 18 the tamiliat Britist blub- 
ter in this assumption, and, we aresloder to 
obligation to pay any attention to the views 
or wishes on this matter of the great land 
Pirate among nations, it. is qi conta 
that we must increass one havdl’strength 
immensely to hold the islanilasibuld ax 
first-class power desire to tike them. t 
will bo many yoars, before: our nn vy inwifii- 
ciently powerful for us to spare any part of 
it for the protection of territory so faraway. 
To do so we must sériously weaken the de- 
fences of Our seaports both on the Atlantic 
and Pacific, : 

It seams thorefore that: weare wsked, ip 
addition to royal pensions and an assump 
tion of the Hawaiian! debt,! to spend Tare 
suins for fortifications on,isiands) that wild 
fall an easy, prey to any of the first-class 
nival powers, Should we not have wart 
there would be fio need of” aWniexttion, na 
we'already have” a souling aud supply sta- 
tion in Pearl Harbor that can with small 
cost be sufliciently improved to meet all 
the necessities of our coininerce. Greater 
absolute rights and privileges on the islands, 
aud even a control of them.under a protec- 
torate, which their position in rélation to 
our commerce with China apdYapan ren- 
ders desirable,can besectited by treaty, 

But absolute annexation ay “an integral 
part of the Union” Would involve endless 
cost and complications, So far as we can 
see, this country would derive-no material, 
certainly vo moral, advantage! ftom owning 
and governing Huwaii, “All thew tidvantage 
would be derived by Hawatiahs and other 
inhabitants; Who would thiis be furnished 
with a stable goveriiment, and would gain 
certain commercial advantages..by aunexa- 
ions There is nothing whatover “ifthe, 
case to tempt us from the safe traditional 
policy which has been pursued by the Gov- 
ernment from its foundation, ‘aod Which 
may be considered an unwritten part.of our 
Constitution. 

This leaves out of question, too, the fact 
that onnexation would involve the final 
overthrow of the native dynasty, with all 
the hereditary rights, both public and pers 
sonal, that pertain toit. Such a course on 
the part of a great nation would neither be

aimple declaration of what he intended to 
do was popularly accepted as the statement 
of a thing accomplished. 

_Mr. McLeod has uot been indolent in his 
high estate. His brief career, as president 
of tho Reading system, has been marked by 
&n uncommon exhibition of activity, enorgy 
and personal self-reliance, Hisadministration 
forms a unique and theatrical chapter in the 
history of American rai'roads, ‘he dissolu- 
tion of the Reading éombination which cul- 
tminated to-day was begun by the opposition 
ot the New Jersey authorities and courts to 
the'formation of a coal trust. 

It was the New Kngland extension, which 
practically was a declaration of war against 
thé powerful New York, New Huven and 
Hartford Railroad corporation, that calised 
the successive’ uprising*of obstacles over 
which Mr. McLeod hus been stumbling 
for, the past few months. By 
invading. the territory of the’ con- 
aolidated . system he antagonized 
strong financial interests represented by 
Drexel, Morgan & Coz, which at the outset 
was his ‘most powerful backer.

FIRE IN MONTREAI 


The Trolley And Telegraph Wires in the 
Way and Nearly Caused Death, 


Monrreadl, Feb, 21 Montreal 
visited bY another big fire yesterday 
whiéleinatroyed thousiuds of dollars worth 
of property aud feaultéed in one of the tire 
fven belng seriously if ob fatally injared, 

Thi tice atarted. inRichard Smardon’s 
boot. af whoo factory in William street, 

Therfretoty cedupied a portion of « large 
nick blOok, Which éxtotided from, William 
St! Pauleatrodts, The flames spread 

frou Smardous factory to JK. Mullin & 
Co.'s boot wnd shoe factory adjoining in St 
Paul-atreet and the whole block was soon 
onfice. A high wind was blowing at tle 
time and other large factorios and ware- 
houses in the vicinity were threatened 

The entire brigade was called out and all 
the offorta of the firemen concentrated on 
Keeping the tire from spreading. Owing to 
the bitter coldness of tho weather and the 
high wind it was on extremely difficult 

“taak. 

The tire was accompanied by a Bebing 
scene. While the fire was at its height an 
the smoke so dense that the firemen 
wore unable to see to work, a voice was 
heard from the upper or fifth story calling 
for help. At first it could not be ascer- 
tained who the percon was. Asa gust of 
wind drifted the smoke away for an instant 
Capt. Provost of No, 4 station was seen at 
& corner window almost suffocated by 
anioke in a most dangerous position, 

The great crowd looking on uttered a ory 
of horror, and thero was a universal cry to 
rescue him. The Skinner ladder could not 
be worked in the lane, and another ladder 
could not be made toreach Prevost. At- 
tempts were made to raise the Skinner 
from St. Paul-street, but the trolley and 
telephone wires were in the way, and it was 
some time before the Skinner was up. 

Then when the firemen mounted none of 
theth had an ax, and they had to attempt 
to break the window in with their hands. 
By this tne a sinaller ladder wss got up to 
Provost,and amidst the cheers of the crowd 
he started to descend. Prevost lost his 
holt and fell to the ground, striking on his 
bick, 

Che Notre Dame Hospital ambulance was 
surmmoved, and Provost wasromoved, badly 
injured, The whole block was completely 
destroyed by fire, but the firemen succeeded 
in keeping the fire within these bounds, 

The prinripal losers are: Smardon & Co., 
Mullin & Co., Keegan, Milne Go., Electrical 
Supplies, Doyle and Anderson, wholesale 
teas, The total damage is estimated about 
$290,000, When the fire broke out the two 
larg) boot and shoe factories wore crowded 
with hands, but they all managed to escape 
in safety. 

The following are tho losses and insur- 
ances in yesterday's big firo, so far as made 
op last night: 

J. E. Mullin & Co., machinery $31,000, 
stock and manafactured goods $50,000; 
total loss.» Their insurances are $14,000 on 
machinery, $17,000 on buildiog and $25,000 
on stock, 

The building was owned by J. E, Mullin 
and valued at $50,000. 

R. Smardon, boots and shoes, rented the 
southern part of the block from Messrs, 
Mallon & Co,, and sublet it to tenants. 
Mr, Smardon was insured for $2000 on the 
stock, and for $6000 on the building. 

Keegan, Milne & Co,, electric supplies, 
estimated loss $10,000, partly covered by 
insurance, 

The minor losers are H. A. Manley, 
printer; Carling Brewing Co., B. J. Pelte- 
ner Walkerville Brewing Go., WV. King & 
Co., turniture; Doyle and Andoraon. The 
total estimated damage is between $250,000 
and $300,000.

It was on Monday that the little boy's 
mother gave him an orange after caretully 
preparing it for him. Unfortunately, how- 
ever, one seed remained iu the pulp, and 
this seed became lodged in the Baby's 
windpipe, almost instantly causing a slight 
difficulty in breathing. 

Little attention was paid to the matter

When removed it prove to be 
an extraordinarily large orange weed, ‘The 
wound was closed up and dressed, and 
yesterday the boy was on the road tore 
covery.

DOMINION PARLIAMENT. 





CHARLTON AND FOSTER ROW OVER 
RECIPROCITY. 


Mr. Charlton Aeserted That the Canadian 
Goverament Had Announce Its Oer- 
tainty of Getting a Meciprocity Treaty 


—Hon, Mr, Foster Demanded Proof, 
Orrawa, Fob. 23.—Tho budget debate 
was resumed yosterday by Mr. Smith 


(Ontario), who spoke for about half an hour, 
bat'who has the honor of having crowded 
more good matter into lows space than any 
one who has yet spoken on the budget. 

Mr. Smith isa small, wiry, dark-haired 
gentioman, with clean-shaven cheeks and 
chin anda heavy black mustache. He is 
a leading member ot that numerous, infla- 
ential but mostly silent section of the House 
known as “the back benches,” and. is em- 
phatically ‘fone of the boys.” He seldom 
speaks, and rarely on.anything not agrioul- 
tural subjects, on which, as a practical far- 
mer, be is somewhat of an authority, but 
when he does spesk he attracts and holds 
tho attention of the House, and heis well 
fhformod arid speaks clearly and pointedly, 

This afternoon's speech was ho exception, 
He joined jissue at once with Mr. McMillan 
(Huron),,who last, night depicted the terri- 
ble condition to which he claimed the Na- 
tional Policy had reduced the farmer, and 
held that the farmers of Canada asa whole 
were ina prosperous condition, Ho said 
that hé was from ao fairly. representative 
Ontatio constituency, being’ miérely agrical- 
tural, with three townsdn it which were 
largely engaged in manufactures. Why 
was it that this riding, which bad tor years 
been Reform, had clianged its polity and 
returied a Cohservative? It was because 
the farmers. were uot in the cdridition 
depicted by the member for South Oxford 
(Cartwright) dr the member for Huron (Mos 
Millan). Ho held that the farmers in Can- 
ada are in o fairly prosperous condition be- 
cause the National Policy had redeemed its 

roinise to the farmer by providing him a 
Petter home market, e claimed that 
prices for farm produce to-day are better in 
Canada than in either New York or Lon- 
don and quoted the prices of ‘a number of 
agricultural implements, which are cheaper 
in Canada to-day than they were during 
the Mackenzie regime, to show that the 
farmers were not put to extra expense by 
thé National Policy. 

With reference to the feeling ‘of unrest 
which the Qpposition claimed the farmers 
were experiencing he said that was partly 
true, Phere was, a good deal, of unrest 
amongst {acmers, but they wore ‘not Con- 
servative farmers. 

The keenest politicians in his riding were 
the Liberal farmers, and there was great 
unrest amongst them because their party 
could not get back into office. (Laughter 
and applause. } 


He took up the arguments of the member } 


for South Huron (McMillan), answering 
them and holding that they did not fairly 
represent the position of the farmer, 

Vith repeat binder twine he said that 
the member for South Huron had boasted 
that the Ontario Government was making 
binder twine Gnd selling it for nine cents a 
pound, but it must be remembered that tho 
Ontario Government had no interest on 
investfhent to pay; no rent and cheap con- 
viot labor; and yet las yearin his riding 
the price of binder twine wasionly 10 to 11 
cents. In conclusion he said he was quite 
content with the promise made by the Gov- 
ernment of revising the tariff next year. 

Mr. Charlton tollowed at considerable 
length, speaking up to 6 o'clock and for an 
hour after recess. Ho went over most of 
the usual objections to the National Policy, 
and attacked the Government generally. 
He strongly opposed « re-imposition of the 
export duty on logs, and accused the Goy- 
ernment of bad faith inthe matter of a reci- 
procity treaty with the United States, te- 
cause when an ‘appeal was made to tho 
people it was stated that negotiations were

FOUND HE WAS DEAD. 


Remarkable Verdict in the Oase 
Parry Sound Suicide, 


Feb. 23.—"'Found dead with 
a bullet wound in his bead” wos the 
verdict returned last night by the jury 
which enquired into the death of David M. 
Whyte, Parry Sound, who was shot in the 
St. James’ Hotel last Friday. 

The evidence taken last night was short, 
but served to clear up some of tho mysterious 
points in the tragedy. 

Secretary MoLean of the Conger Lumber 
Company, who had just returned from 
Parry Sound, where he had taken the 
body of the deceased, gave some import- 
ant testimony. He ssid that when de- 
ceased left Parry Sound he had &11, 
whioh had decreased to 88 by the time he 
reached Utterson, the nearest station on the 
Northern Railway. Mr. McLean also posi- 
tively identified the bandwr iting of the note 
in the watch case as that of the decoased, 

Detective McGrath testified tbat he had 
not been successful in finding the mysterious 
stranger, M. K. Ostrom, who had been in 
the company of the deceased the day before 
the tragedy. 

Coroner Johnson made a lovg presentation 
of the case to the jury. He said that M, K. 
Ostrom was wanted in Lindsay to answer a 
charge of fraud. He is allezed to have com- 
mitted the offence while acting as agent 
for oa “fake” ees Eon Me com- 
pany. His last employer, J. H. Ford 
of Queen-street west, was also anxi- 
ous to seo him. Tbe coroner also described 
minutely the roomin which deceased was 
foucd, He noticed thatthough the note in 
the watch case was written in ink, there was 
no penorinkinthe room. Thy paper on 
which the note was written had red lines 
upon one side but orly tho ordinary ruling 
upon the otber. The coroner gave ample 
directions to the jury as to the ver- 
dict tho: should bring in. He 
told them they ought not to bring ina ver- 
dict of suicide unless they were fully con- 
vinced that it was a clear case of felo-de-se. 
They ‘nust remember that the verdict 
remained on record and it would bo a serious 
matter to tell the little son of the deceased 
when be caine to manbood that his father 
bad been a sulf-murderer. For this reason 
iffor no other he would request them to 
bring ina verdict of ‘‘found dead” if they 
thought it was possible that someone else had 
caused Whyte’s dea h. 

It ashort time the jury found the verdict 
already stated.

Against Home Kule, 

Lonpon, Feb, 23.—The Grand Orange 
Lodge of Belfast has sont out a vohoment 
manifesto against Gladstone's Hono Rule 
bill.

BARKER'S. FAILURE. 


The Message Left in a Railway Oar by a 
Rulecide, 


Lonpon, Feb, 23.—Hilton Barker, one of 
the principal members of the firm of G, 
Barker & Co,, who failed June last, com- 
mitted suicide yesterday in a railway ocar- 
riage near Putney. 

The failure created much excitement, be- 
ing for the sum of $3,250,000. The Bark- 
kers were under arrest on charges of traud, 
Hilton Barker had been despondent. He 
claimed hia intentions had been honest 
and that he was simply unfortunate. He 
provided himself with a revolver before 
taking the train and put the revolver to 
his head, blowing out his brains. In one of 
his pockets was found a tolegram addressed 
to the official receiver, saying, ‘Come and 
fetch your victim,” 


Strange Action of a Mayor, 

Paris, Feb, 23.—At the Grenoble aassizes 
yesterday Blanche Deschamps, 13 years old, 
was placed on trial for having robbed and 
dcowned a young girl. It came to light 
during the proceedings that the mayor of 
the commune in which the child lived had 
signed an agreement with her parents not 
to have her prosecuted in case they gave 85 
francs. He received the money and yes- 
terday said he regarded the egreement as 
equitable and mutually benefcial. The 
mayor is an uneducated peasant. 


Canadian Immigration. 

Lonpon, Feb, 23.—The Canadian Gazette 
came out with an editorial yesterday 
arging the Canadian steamship companies 
not to spoil the excellent immigration pros- 
pects by increasing thvir rates, especially in 
view of the activity of Canada’s rivals, 
notably the Australian Colonies.

MUST GIVE BONDS. 


Employes of the Canadian Express Under 
Now Instructions, 


Toronto, Feb. 23.—There has been 
considerable commotion of late amon 
the clerks, drivers, messengers an 
other employes of the Canadian Express 
Company. The mandate of the directorate 
has gove forth that each and every servant 
of the company must furnish bonds for a 
specified amount or quit the employ of the 
company forthwith. This bit of unwelcome 
news bas not yet been broken to the em- 
ployes of tho local branch, but at those 
offices of the company where the 
men have been notified of the or- 
der there bas been cousiderable 
protest. In London the employes to aman 
have refused to sign and are practically on 
strike. The local agent there has declared 
that he will strictly enforce the order and 
here the matter stands, 

Mr. R. G. Wilson, assistant local agent in 
Toronto gives as 4 roasun that the 
Graud Trunk directorate, which has 
controlled the Canadian Express Com- 
pany for the past year, bad simply 
resolved to place the servants of the Express 
Company on the same footing as its other 
employes. ‘“‘The management considered 
that servants who held responsible positions 
ought to give seourity. Mr, Wilson anid old 
employes, who had been in the service of the 
company for 20 years, took it as a great 
bardsbip to be required to furnish bonds. 
The American Express Company when in 
operation ip Canada had always exacted 
bonds from its employes,” 


TERRIBLE MASSACRE. 


Fight Between River Inlet and Kitka- 
talas Indians. 


-Vancouver, B.C., Feb. 23. — Stanley 
Smith, who arrived here from Bellasoola a 
few days ago, brings word that rumors are 
in circulation in that district of a terrible 
Indian massacre that took place a few 
weoks ago on Sorrow Island. Some River 
Inlet Indians went there to hunt otter, and 
on the island wore some of tho Kitkatalas 
tribe further north, also hunting 

The story is thata River Inlet man 
molested o Kitkatalas girl Hor tribe 
avenged the insult by killing the offending 
man. A general fight onaued and the River 
Inlet men wore vanquished. All were killed 
with the exception of three chiefa who 
were spared because of their rank, 

These chiefe were imprisoned in a hut, 
The victorious Indians held a pow-wow and 
it was decided that if the River Inlet 
chiefs were allowed to return their tribes- 
men would avengo themaclves; so it wan 
desided to act on the maxim, ‘‘Dead men 
tell no tales,” They were therefore shot to 
death 

The story was told to Smith by some In- 
dians, and he also heard it mentioned by 
soveral of the crew of the steamor Coquil. 
lon, which had just returned from a fishing 
oruise in the looality. 

Borrow Island is quite distant from any 
trading posts, so that it is probable the 
affair will not become generally known for 
soveral weoks. The Indian agent at Alert 
Bay bas beon notified of the matier and he 
is making an investigation

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DOMINION PARLIAMENT. 


[Barly Sutelliqencer, 
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A BIG KICK FROM THE MARITIME PRO- 
VINCES. 


Personalities Are Indolged in quite Freely 
This Senson—The Debate on the Had- 
get Continues to Afford a Lively Ground 
For an Expression of All Sorte of Ideas, 


Orrawa, Feb. 24.—After routine in the 
House yesterday Hon. Mr. Foster introduced 
his bill relating to the moneys payable in 
connection with proceedings before Parlis- 
ment, and in doing so eaid that it was in- 
tended that in future all moneys in connec- 
tion with private bills should ba deposited 
to the credit of the Receiver-General and 
payments made out of consolidated fand 
trom a vote which would be taken, At 
present the clerk of the Committee on Pri- 
vate Billx receiveu the money, made the 
payments and deposited any balauce there 
was, Bill read a first time. 

Hon. John Haggart said, in reply to Mr. 
Gibson, that the Government did not intend 
making any change in the ferry service at 
Port Dalhousie. 

Mr. Choquetteand Mr. Bruneau asked 
for the names of the 37 manufacturers men- 
tioned in the last census as existing in the 
town of Montagny and the 128 manufactur- 
ers mentioned Hi Oe in the town of Sorel, 

Hon. Mr. Foster replied that the informa- 
tion for the census was collected by aworn 
enumerators, who were pledged not to make 
publio the names or private information 
they received, but only to givo the total 
results of their investigations. This had 
always been the practice with regard to the 
census. 

Hon. Mr, Davies resumed thé debate on 
the Budget, dealing with the subject from 
a Mautitime Province standpoint. He 
claimed that the Maritime Provinces were 
suffering from the effects of the Nasional 
Policy, but said themembera tromthatseoction 
of the Dominion were to blame for continu- 
ing to support the: Government, He drew 
a very doleful picture of the Maritime Pro- 
vines, and especially Princo Edward 
Island, and depicted the people as ficeing 
from the provinces as from a pestilence, 
He characterized the National Policy as a 
Cause anil claimed that over 400,000 people 
had been driven out of Canada in 
the Inst ten years. Canada had 
lost more men by the National Poliey 
in the Jast ten years than France 
lost in all the bloody wars of Napoleon. He 
claimed that the exports from the Maritime 
Provinces during the last five yoars were 
less than they were from 1874 to 1879. He 
took up the question of pig iron,and argued 
that, while the duty imposed by the 
National Policy added over a million dol- 
lara a yonr to the taxes, the production was 
not only reduced, but the importations 
were largely increased. He then touched 
on the reciprocity question, and contluded 
by referring to the Washington negotia- 
tions, taking the same line followed by Mr. 
Charlton last night. 

Mr. Cockburn in reply regretted 
that the natural generosity of the 
Jast speaker had evidently been warped b: 
absorption of the political poison whie 
flowed so freely from the member for 
South Oxford (Sir Richard Curtwright), 
and that his patriotism had been affected 
by association with Mr, Charlton, and so it 
was he followed that gentleman’s course in 
upholding the glories of the country across 
the line, to the detriment of the Dominion. 
He failed to agree that the amount of mort, 
gages determined a country’s depressions.

WATFORD SUFFERS. 


Tourteen Business Places Were Destroyed 
by lire. 


Warrorp, Ont., Feb. 24.—This place 
Has again been visited bya-most disastrous 
fire, in which 14 business places: bave. been 
destroyed before the ravages of the flames 
were etayed. Tho fire originated about 
3.30 this morning in the centre oue of sever 
brick stores owned by Mr. Danks of Lon 
don, and one occupicd by Dr. Alexander 
The fire is supposed 
to have been caused by the explosion of a 
lamp which he always kept burning, He 
lost everything, barely escaping in his 
pants. 

Tho flames spread rapidly both south and 
north, and so soon were Drs. McLeay and 
Auld’s offices and rooms iv flames that they 
also lost everything with the exception of a 
few books, Dr. McLeay having to jump from 
a second story window. No insurance, 

It then spread to W. EK. Fitzyeraid’s law 
office, which was soon copsumed, but the 
greater part of his library and papers were 
saved; loss covered by insurance,

house. Most of the stock was removed and 
the balance covered by insurance. The fire 
was stopped on the south at Thomas & 
Kenward’s bonding- office, but while these 
buildings to the south were being cousumed 
it wasalso spreading rapidly vorth, and, 
after] # vacant” store, Alexander Saunders’ 
law office was the next. to.go, and then en- 
tered Fortune's block, consisting of four 
stores, allof which were destroyed, partly 
insured; the first of which was occupied by 
Fortune & Moore, bakers and confectioners, 
Tho stock was partly rewioved; some insur- 
auce. 

Above the stores lived their baker, Mr. 
Mathew, and wife. They had just time to 
eacape and lost overything; some insurance, 
The wext one to go was Leigh’s barber shop, 
then Wynno’s banking office; some ihsur- 
ance on furniture and furnishings, 

Then came Neff’s feed, flour and seed 
store; stock nearly all removed; no insur- 
ance. Next came Annett’s Block, which 
was insured for $1500, consisting of two 
stores; one occupied by himself as groceries, 
boots and shoes; stock partly removed; 
about $1200 to $1590 were burned; covered 
by insurance, The other was occupied by 
Mr. McKorracher for machinery and im 
plements, all of which were removed, 

I'he upper story of these were used as a 
Canadian Order of Foresters hall, whose 
property was moatly removed in a damaged 
condition; loss. covered by insurance, ‘The 
adjoining building, a frame one, occupied 
by Charles Abbott, harncss-rnaker, was 
pulled down to stop the further spread of 
the flames.

Panama, Feb, 24,—A majority of the 
members of the Chamber of Commerce of 
this city are favorable to the granting of an 
extension of time to the Canal Company. 
At the meeting to be held under their aus 
pices they will probably express onfidence 
in Liquidator Monchicourt’s ultiinate suc 
ceas in his efforts to reorganize the company, 
and will petition the Government at Bogola 
to grant the management an extension of 
one year's time,

BEHRING SEA COMMISSION. 


Proceedings Formally Opened In Paris— 
A Half-hour Session. 

Panis, Feb. 24.—The Commission of Ar- 
bitration on the Behring Sea controversy 
between the United States and Great Britain 
met to-day in the Foreign Office to formally 
open the proceedings, There were pres- 
ent Justice Harlan of tho United 
States Supreme Court, American 
arbitrator; Lord Harren, __ British 
Arbitrator; Marquis Visconti Venosta, 
Italian Arbitrator; Baron Aldonese de 
Courcel, French Arbitrator; C, H. Tupper, 
Canadian Minister of Fisheries, here as 
British agent; J. T, Williams, counsel for 
the United States; Sir Richard Webster 
and Sir Charles Russell, counsel for Great 
Britain. Judge Cram of the Christiania 
Supreme Court, the Swedish Arbitrator, 
will not come to Paris until next meeting. 

Bron de Courcel was elected to preside, 
The proceedings, which lasted but half an 
hour, were purely formal and the commis- 
sion adjourned until March 23.

Home Secretary Asquith is Moving im Its 
Disestadlishment, 


Lonpon, Feb. 24.—Mr. Asquith, the 
Homo Secretary, introduced in the House 
of Commons to-day a bill suspending the 
creation of new interests in churches in 
Wales. The measure is the first practical 
step in the direction of disendowing and 
disestablishing the church in Wales, to 
which the Liberal party is distictly pledged. 

Mr. Asquith, introducing the bill, aid that 
the membership of the established church 
in Wales included hardly one-fourth of the 
population. The question of discstablish- 
ment, he added, was in the main a Welsh 
one. The decision of the people given at 
the last general election had distinctly 
shown thin fact. Out of the 34 members of 
the House of Commons who represent the 
Welsh Parliamentary districts, 31 had been 
returned pledged to support measures to 
disestablish the church. The statement 
was greeted with cheers. 

Sir Joha Gorst, Financial Secretary to 
the Treasury under the last Salisbury 
Cabinet, moved the rejection of the bill pre- 
sented by Mr. Asquith, 

Lord Randolph Churchill, in supporting 
the motion, charged Mr. Gladstone with 
having Shanlaaad all his former principles 
#o as to secure yotes favorable to his scan- 
dalous Irish policy. 

Mr. Gladstone, arising at 11.30, congratu- 
lated Lord Randolph upon bis skill in mak- 
ing his opposition to the bill a cover fora 
general attack upon the Government at an 
hour when a_ proper defence was 
out of the Poke The Government, 
however, would not refuse the challenge, 
They wore redeoming their pledges to the 
country, whilst the noble lord was trying 
to play Welsh disestablishment against 
Home Rule and Home Rule against Welsh 
disestablishmsnt, 

Mr. Gladstone then analyzed Lord Ran- 
dolph’s objections, which he pronounced 
quite illusory. He admitted that the bill 
in question was a disestablishment bill. It 
was demanded, he said, alike by a policy of 
justice and the voice of the Welsh people, 

Sir Jobn Gorst’s motion was rejected 
eventually by a vote of 301 to 245 and the 
bill passed the first reading. 

W. W. Beach, Conservative, for West 
Hampshire, directed attention to the fact 
that the bill had been passed with the as- 
sistance ot Irish votes.

“She has been for some yoars, aud still 
is, in England, her patron there, who has a 
kind of guardianship of her, I. H. Davies, 
isa Tory Englishman, w ho lived here many 
years, who still owns large property in the 
islands, and is a resolute and persistent op- 
ponent of American predominance by liter- 
ally denouncing even the Amorican acquisi 
tion of the Pearl Harber 

“Mr, Wodehouse, the English Minister, 
has long resided hore. His oldest son is 
atrial a half-caste sister of the Crown 
Princess, another son is in the Honolulu 
Postoftice, and a daughter also is married 
to a resident of ono of the islands. 

“The death of the present Queen, there- 
fore, would virtually place an English 
princess on the Hawaiian throne, and put 
in the hands of the ultra English tho 
patronage and influence of the palace. 

“Tn the existing state of things, with 
non-American intervention those palace in- 
fluences skilfully handled are nearly equal, 
frequently superior, to the powerof the 
Legislature. Add to this palace power an 
irresponsible mob of hoodlums, and there 
results a state of things which would put 
it in the power of Cesadica and ultra- 
British schomera with a subsidy fand ot 
$50,000 to secure control of the Legislature 
and by prompt and vigorous action secure 
Canadian and British franchises, privileges 
and rights entirely legal, to get rid of 
which would cause ombarrassmoot and ex- 
pense to the United States and her allies 
here.”

No Designs On San Domingo. 

Wasutxatox, Feb, 24.—Mr. Sagrario, 
Secretary and Charge d’ Affairs of the 
Spanish Legation called at the State De- 
partment to learn if this Government had 
any official information regarding the cus- 
toms concession made by the Government of 
San Domingo toa syndicate of residents of 
the United States or was interesting itself 
in the matter, 

The ground of the inquiry was a tele- 
gram from Madrid to the effect that the 
granting ot a customs concession liad ocea- 
sioned a feeling likely to lead toa revolu- 
tion and that Captain (eneral Aricio of 
Cuba, had hinted at interference by the 
United States in Dominican affairs. 

Mr, Sagrario was told that this Govern- 
ment had no official information regarding 
the affair, and that there was no ground 
for the intimation that the United States 
was interfering with San Domingo in any 
way. 


Unrest In Hayti. 

New York, Feb. 24,.—The Sun says: 
The Haytian revolutionary party is taking 
advantage of the Hawaiian annexation pro- 
ceedings now going on at Washington to 
urge the people of the Black Republic to 
arise and overthrow President Hippolyte. 
Gen. Manigot, who is now the recognized 
leader ot the revolutionists, is in Jamaica, 
and from there he is exercising a sort of 
literary campaign against the party in 
power. Ever since fe negroes of Hayti 
were freed from slavery they have had a 
dread of being annexed by a foreign power 
and again becoming servants of the white 
man.

UNCLE RUFUS HATCH: 


He is Now Operating in the Happy Hunt- 
ing Grounds, 


New York, Feb. 24.—Rnfus Hatch, the 
once famous Wall-street magnate, died yes- 
terday at his residence in Spuyten Duy- 
vilat 3 o'clock. 

Mr. Hatch was 62 years old. He retired 
from ‘‘the street” two years agoand had 
been failing in health ever since. 
The immediate cause of his death 
was a complication of kidney, 
heart and liver troubles, which had con- 
fined him to his room for several weeks, 
Mrs. Hatch and all the members of the 
family, except Mrs. Kimball, a daughter 
living in California, were by the bedside. 

Uncle Rufus Hatch was born in Welles, 
Me. He achieved a fortune in Chiongo by 
bold operations in wheat, but lost it again 
at the close of the Crimean War. Then he 
came t> New York and wus prominent with 
the late Henry Keop, Governor Flowers’ 
brother-in-law, in the manipulation 
of Chicago and North Western. 
But like many others of the dar: 
ing men of the street Rufus Hatch was 
up to-day and down to-morrow,” and he 
got squeezed sometimes himaelf. 

The last aqueeze was in 1883, when he 
went down io the Villard-Northern Pacific 
disaster. He and James Keone were inter- 
ested together in the famous corner of 1885, 
but Hatch never fully recovered hia old 
place at the fore and is believed- to haye 
died comparatively poor.

There were alao a tender 
aod passenger coach, the latter upholstered 
in white saclo, in a splended state of pre 
servation, Ib is about the size of an old 
fasuloned stage coach and like one in ap- 
pearance, They left for Obloago last night 
for the World’s Fair. The ongines are 
queer pleces of mechanism, as compared 
with those in use today. They have per- 
pendicalar cylinders and connecting rods, 
with the old hook motion, The fireman 
fired up from the front end, where the 
smoke boxes now are, with a seturn fine 
from the front end, the fire boxes and smoke 
boxes being alde by side there also, The 
Samson is mounted on a wooden frame,

Dr. Talmage con- 
tinued bis course of sermons on ‘God 
Every where,” His subject was: ‘The 
Conchology of the Bible, or God Among the 


said unto Moses, Take unto thee sweet 
spice*, stacte and onycha.” 

You may not have noticed the shells of 
the Bible, although in this earlygpartof the 
sacred Bible God valls you to consider and 
employ them, as He called on Moses to 
consider and employ them. The onycha 
of my text is a shell found on the bank of 
the Red Sea, and Moses and his army must 
have orushed many of them uoder toot aa 
they crossed the bisected waters; onycha 
on the beach and onycha in the unfolded 
















































































































as a beautiful and practical revelation of 
God, and as true as the first chapter of 
Genesis and the last chapter of Revelation 
or everything between. Not only is this 
shell, the onycha, found at the Red Sea, 
bat in the waters of India,, It not only 
dolectates the eye with its convolutions of 
beauty, white and lustrous and: seriated, 
but Huse the nostril with Dien et 
aroma, This shell,fish; accustomed to feed 
on spikenard, is redolent with that odorons 
plant, redolent when alive and redolent 
when dead. Its shells, when burnt, bewitch 
the air with fragrance. In my text, God 
commands Moses to mix this onyes a with 
the perfumes of the altar in the ancient 
Tabernacle, and I propose to mix some of 
its perfumes at the altar of Brooklyn Taber- 
nacle, for having spoken to you on the 
Astronomy of the Bible, or’ God among the 
Stars; the Chronology of the Bible, or God 
among the Centurles: thé ‘Ornithology of 
the Bible, or God among the Birds; the 
Mineralofy of the Bible, or God among the 
Amethysts; the Ichthyology of the Bible, 
or God among the Fishes, I now come to 
speak of the Convhology of the Bible, or 
God among the Shells. ; 

It is a secret that you may keep for me, 
for L have néver before told it to anyone, 
that in all the realms of the natural world, 
there is nothing to me so facinnting, so 
conipletely absorbing, so full of suggestive- 
ness, as a shell. What? More entertainin 
than a bird, which can sing, whena shel 
cannot sing? Well, there you have made a 
great mistake. Pick up the onycha from 
the banks of the Red Sea, or pick up a biv- 
alye from the beach of the Atlantic Ocean, 
and listen, and you hear a whole choir of 
marine voices—bass, also, soprano—in an 
tinkhown tongue, but seeming to chant, 'as 
I/put them'to my ear: *'The sea is His and 
He made it;” others hymning* ‘He ruleth 
the raging of the sea ‘*What,” says 
somoone elac, ‘‘Doos the shell impress you 
more than the star?” In some respects, 
yes, because I can handle the shell and 
closely study the shell, while I cannot 
handle the ster, and if I study it, must 
study itata distance of millions and mil- 
lions ot miles. ‘*What,” says someone clae, 
‘‘are you more impressed by the sliell than 
the flower?” Yes, for it has far greater 
varieties and far greater richness of color, 
as I could show you in thousands of speci- 
mens and because the shell does not fade, 
as does the rose leaf, but. maintains its 
beauty century after century, so that the 
onycha which the hoof of Pharaoh's horse 
knocked aside in the chase of the Israelites 
agross the Red Sea may haye kept its 
lustre po thls hour. Yes, they are so parti- 
colored and many colors that you might 
pile them up untill you would have a wall 
with all the colors of the wall.of heaven, 
from the jasper at the bottomto the ame- 
thyst at the cr 

h, the shells! The petrified foam of 
the sea. Oh, the shells! The hardened 
bubble of the deep. Ob, the shells! which 
are the diadems thrown by the ocean to the 
feet of the continents. ow the shells are 
ribbed, grooved, cylindered, mottled, iri- 
descent, They were used as coin by some 
of the nations, They were fastened in belts 
by others, and made in handles of wooden 
implements by still others. Mollusks not 
only of the sea but~mollusks of the land. 
Do you know how;much they haye had to 
do with the world’s history? ‘That saved 
the Church ot God from extinguishment. 
The Israelites marched out of Egypt two 
million strong, besides flocks and herds. The 
Bible says: **The people took their dough 
betore it was leavened, their kneading 
troughs being bound up in the clothes 
on their shoulders . . . ‘They were 
thrust forth out of Egypt and could not 
tarry, neitherthad they prepared for them- 
selves any victuals,” heey think of itl! 
Forty years in the wilderness.. Infidelity 
triumphantly asks, how could they live 
forty years in the wilderness without food ? 
You say manna-fell..Oh, that was after a 
long while. They would have starved 
long before the manna fell. The fact is 
they were chiefly kept alive by the mol- 
lusks of the land or shelled creatures. Mr, 
Fronton and Mr. Sicard took the same 
route from Egypt toward Canaan that the 
leraclites took, and they give this as their 
testimony + 

“Although the ohildren of Isracl must 
have consisted of about two million of 
souls, with baggage and innumerable flocks 
and herds, they were not likely to experi- 
enoe any inconvenience in their murch. 
Revers) thousand persons might walk 
abreast with the greatest ease in the very 
narrowest part of the valley in which they 
first began to file off. It soon afterwards 
expands to above three leagues in width 
With respect to forage, they would be at 
no loss, The ground is covered with 
tamarisk, broom, clover and Saint Foin, of 
which latter especially camels arp passion- 
ately fond, besides almost every raripty 
of odoriferous plant and herb proper for 
pasturage, Tho whole sides of the valley 
through which the children of Ierqe] 
marched aro still tufted with brushwood, 
which doubtless afforded food for their 
breaste, togethor with many drior sorta for 
lighting fire, on which the Teraclites could 
With the groatest ease bake the dough thoy 
brought with them on small iron plates, 
which form o ofstsnt sppendage to 
the baggage of an Orientat traveller.

Géd- Whatisthe ude of all this archi- 
tecture of the shell, and why is it pictured 
froin the outeide lip clear down ‘into its 
labryinths of construction? Why the in- 
fibity of skill and radiance in ao shell? 
What is the use of the color and exquisite 
fish ? Why, when the conchologist, by 
dredge or rake, fetches the crustaccous 
specimens to the shore, does he find at his 
feet whole Alhambras and Colosseums and 
Parthenons and crystal palaces of beauty 
in miniature, and these bring to light only 
an infinitesimal pert of the opulence in the 
great subaquecous world. Linnwus count- 
ed twenty-five hundred species of shells, 
but conchology had then only begun its 
achievements, While exploring the bed of 
the Atlantic ocean in preparation for lay- 
ing the.cablé, shelled animals were brought 
up from depths of nineteen hundred 
fathoms, When lifting the telegraph wire 
from the Mediterrauean and Red Seas, 
sholled creatures were brought np from 
depths’ of two thousand fathoms. The 
English Admiralty, exploring in behaif of 
scierce, found mollusks at a depth of 
twenty-four hundred and thirty-five fath- 
oms, or fourteen thousand two hundred and 
ten feet deep. What a realm awful for 
vastness ! 

Aa the snell is only the house and the 
wardrobe of insignificant animals of the 
deep, why all that wonder and beauty of 
construction t God's care for them is the 
only reason. And if God provides so 
muniticently for them, will he not see that 
you have wardrove and shelter’ Ward- 
robe and shelter, for, a periwinkle ; shall 
there not be wardrobe aud shelter fora 
man? Would God give a coat of mail for 
the defence of a Nuutilus and leave you 
no defence agasnst the storm? Does He 
build a stone for a creature that lasts a sea- 
son and leave without home a soul that 
takes hold on ceaturies and wons? Hugh 
Miller found ‘“Ths Footprints of the Crea- 
tor in the Old Red Sandstone,” and I hear 
the harmonies of God in the tinkle of the 
sea shells when the tides come in. The 
same Christ who drew a lesson of providen- 
tial care from the fact that God clothes the 
grass of the field instr jcts me to draw the 
same lessons from the sliells, 

In almost every man’s life, however well 
born and prosperous for years, and in al- 
most every woman's life, there comes a 
very dark time, at least, once. A conjunc- 
tion of circumstances will threaten bank- 
ruptcy and hotnelessness and starvation. 
It may be that these words will meet the 
ear or will meet the eye of those who are in 
such state of foreboding. Come, then, and 
see how God gives anu ivory palace to a 
Water animal that you could cover with a 
ten-cent piece, and clothes in armor against 
all attack, a coral no bigger than a snow- 
flaké. Ido not think that God will take 
better care of « bivalve than of one of his 
children, I rake to your feet with the 
Gospel rake the most thorough evidences of 
God's care for his creatures, [ pile around 
you great mounds of shells, that they may 
teach you a miost comforting  theclogy. 
Oh, ye of little faith, walk among these 
arbors of coraline, and look at these bou- 
quets of shell fit to be handed a queen on 
her coronation day, and, sce these fallea 
rainbows of color, and examine these lilies 
in stone, these primroses in stone, these 
heliotropes in stone, these cowslips in 
stone, these geraniums in stone, these ja- 
ponicas in stone. Oh, ye who have your 
telescope ready, looking out on clear nights, 
trying to see what is transpiring in Mars, 
Jupiter, and Mercury, know that within a 
few hours’ walk or ride of where you now 
are, there are whole worlds of which you 
are unconscious, aud ainong the most beau- 
tiful and suggestive of these worlds is the 
conchological world. ‘Take this lesson of 
a providential care. How does that old 
hymn go? 

We may, like ships, by tempest be tagsed 

On perilous deeps, but cannot be lost, 
Though Satan enrages che wil and uie tide, 

The Proiise assures us, the Lord will provide. 

But while you get this pointed lesson of 
providential care from the-shielied creatures 
of the deép, notice in their eonstrnetion 
that God helps them to help-theniselves. 
The house of stone iu which they live is not 
dropped ou them and is not built around 
them. The material for it extules from 
their own bodies “andl is adorned» with o 
colored fluid from the poves of their own 
neck. It is o most interesting thing tosee 
these crus(€ceau nuimals fashion their own 
home out of carbonate of lime and tiem- 
brane, And all of this is a mighty Tesson 
to those who are waiting for others to. build 
their fortunes, when they ought to go to 
work, and, like the mollusks, ‘Piald their 
own fortunes out of their own brain, out af 
their own sweat, out of theic own indus 
tries. Not a mollusk on all tho’ beaches 
of all) the sens “Would liave ‘a! housé’ of 
shell, if it had not icelf built one Do 
nob wait for others to shelter you or pros 
per you All the Grustaceous creatures of 
the earth, from dvory flake of their covers 
iuge and ftom everyoridge of \theie \tiny 
castles on Atlantic and Pacitic aud Mediters 
ranean co “Help yourself.”

agreeable Christians and in five minutes 
felt wretched, and at some other time have 
gone depressed into the company of suave 
and genial souls, and a few moments I telt 
exhilarant. What was the difference? It 
was the difference in ‘what they burnt on 
their censers. The one burnt onycha ; the 
other burnt asafetida, 

In this conchological study of the Bible, 
I also notice that the mollusks or shelled 
animals furnish the purple that you sea 
richly darkening so many scripture chap- 
ters. The purple stuff in the ancient Taber- 
nacle, the puiple girdle of the priests, the 
purple mantle of Roman Emperors, the 
apparel of Dives in ed ae and fine linen, 
aye, the purple robe which, in mockery, 
was thrown upon Christ, were colored by 
the purple of the shells on the shores of the 
Mediterranean. 1t was disco.ered by a 
shepherd's dog having stained hig month by 
breaking one of the shells, and the purple 
aroused admiration. Costly purple! Six 
pounds of the purple liquor extracted from 
the shell-fishes was used to’ prepare 
one pound of wool. Purple was also 
used on the pages of books. Bibles and 
prayer books Bppeaned in purple vellum, 
which may still be found in some of the 
national libraries of Europe, Plutarch 
speaks of some purple which kept its 
beauty for one hundred and ninety years, 
But, after a while, the Bor le became 
easier to get, and that whic Fad been 4 
sign of imperial authority when worn in 
robes, was. adopted by many people, and so 
an Emperor, jealous of this appropriation 
of the purple, made a law that anyone ex- 
cept royalty wearing purple should be put 
to death. - Then, as if to punish the world 
for that outrage of exclusiveness, God obli- 
terated the color from the earth, as much 
as to say, ‘‘If all cannot have it, none shall 
have it.” But, though God has deprived 
that race of that shell-fish which afforded 
the purple, there are shells enough left to 
make us glad an worshipful. Ob, the en- 
trancement of hue and shape still left all 
up and down the beaches of all the conti- 
nents! These creatures of the sea have 
what roofs of enameled porcelain! They 
dwell under what pavilions, blue as the 
sky and fiery as a sunset and mysterious as 
an aurora! And am I not right in leading 
you, for a few moments, through this 
mighty realm of God so neglected by human 
eye and human footstep? It is said that 
the harp and lute were invented from the 
fact that in Egypt, the Nile overflowed ita 
banks, and when the waters. retreated, tor- 
toises were left by the million on all the 
lands, and soon these tortoises: died, and 
soon nothing was left-but the cartilages 
and gristle of these creatures, which tight- 
ened under the heat into musical strings 
that, when touched by the wind or the 
foot of man, vibrated, making sweet sounds, 
and so the world took the hint and fashion- 
ed the harp; andam I not right in trying 
to make music out of the shells, and lift. 
ing them asa harp, from which to thrum 
the jubilant praises of the Lord and the 
pathetic strains of human condolence ? 

Bat I find the climax of this conchology 
of the Bible in the Pearl, which has this 
distinction above all other gems that it re- 
quires no human band to bring out its 
beauties, Job speaks of it and its sheen is 
in Christ’s sermon, and the Bible, which 
opens with the onycha of my text, closes 
with tho pearl. Of such value is this 
crustaceous product, Ido not wonder that, 
for the exclusive right of fishing for it on 
the shores of Ceylon, a man paid the Eng- 
lish Government six hundred thousand dol. 
lars for one season. So exquisite is the 
pearl, I do not wonder that Pliny thought 
it was made out of a drop of dew, the 
creature rising to the surface to take it, 
and the chemistry of nature turning the 
liquid into a solid, You will see why the 
Bible makes so much of tho pearl in its 
gimilitudes if you know how much it 
costs to gebit, Boats with divers sail out 
from the island of Oeylon, ten divera to 
each boat. Thirteen men guide and man- 
age the boat. Down into the dangerous 
depths, amid sharks that swirl around 
thom, plunge the divers, while sixty thou- 
pand Bony anxiously gaze on, After 
three or four minutes’ absonce from the 
air, the diver ascends, nino-tenths strangu 
lated the blood rushing from ears and 
nostrils, and flinging his pearly treasure on 
the sand, falls into unconsciousness Oh, 
itis an awful exposure and strain and 
poril to fish for pearls, and yet they do so, 
and is it not a wonder that to get that 
which the Bible calla the Pearl of Creat 
Price, Worth more than all other pearls put 
together, there should be go little anxiety, 
ao little struggle, so little . enthusiasm, 
Would God that we were all as wise. aa the 
merchant-man Ohrist commended, ‘'who, 
when he had found one Pearl of Great 
Price) went and sold all that he had and 
bought it.”

OTTAWA, When the House ad 
journed Thuraclay it waa expe ted that Fri 
day would be de yoted to considering the 
supplementary eatimates for current 
year, but the greater part of the afternoon 
was taken up with a discussion of the 
winter portand fast Atlant ques 
tions, and the ventilation of « 
grievance by Mr. Prior of Victoria, and it 
was nearly 5 o'clock before the House got 
into Committee of Supply 

On the motion to go into Committee of 
Supply, Mr. Kenny of Halifax road a telo- 
aram trom a friend in that city stating that 
the mail steamer had taken [3 days and 21 
minutes to make the trip to Halifax.

Rector Ahlwardt was released from the 
Ploetzensed' jail'Saturday, his sentence hav- 
ing expired. His release was made the 
occasion of a demonstration by the Anti- 
Semitics. Ahlwardt was heartily cheered 
upon declaring that he was prepared to for- 
foit his liberty againif by so doing he 
could only hasten the deliverance of the 
Fatherland from the loathsome plague of 
“Judaism. Ahlwardt took his seat in the 
Reichstag Saturday. 

In renponee to enquiries made at the 
Foreign ce as to the truth of the reports 
that negotiations are being conducted fora 
German-Americap commercial treaty it 
was learned that no communications of an 
ktr¥® are proceeding. The rumors ha 
their basis in requests sent by the Foroi 
Office to the different industrial centres for 
reports as to how exports had been affected 
under the operations of the McKinley 
tariff The enquiry indicates that Chan- 
cellor von Caprivi intends to sonnd the 
Cleveland Government on some commercial 
arrangement. While looking into this mat- 
ter it was also learned that the War Office 
had finally decided against using maize asa 
regular mixture in ryo bread. The War 
Office tried 26 different kinds of maize mix- 
tures with flour, rye, etc., but none was 
found sstisfactory, 

The Centrists celebrated the Pope's jubi- 
lee witha banquet at the Hotel Kaiserhof, 
Prince Anton) yon Radziwill presiding, 
Telegrams from Herr Ballesirem, the 
Centrist envoy, state that tho Pope has en-

Caprivi aro believed to have resolved that 
instead of persistontly flouting and an- 
tagonizing Agrarianism and its companion- 
piece, anti-Somitism, they might better 
try to lead the movement in question into 
less perilous channels, 


This resolution, however, was not 
due altogether to atrictly _ political 
reasons, he Government as well ‘as 


politicians of modern views throughout the 
empire have been alarmed by the growing 
ower of the alliance, now adimi(zed to have 
bead arranged between the Agrarian. Con- 
sorvatives and tho anti-Semitics, Frosh 
evidence of this power Was given in the 
Parliamentary clection in the Leigatts dis- 
trict last wook to fill the seat left vacant by 
the death of the Radical deputy, Gustav 
Lange. An analysis of the returns shows 
conclusively that 75 per cent. of the Con- 
sorvutives, instead of voting for the highly 
reputable Conservative Count Leo von Roth- 
kirch-Trach, gave their suffrages to the Jow- 
baiting Lawyer Hertwig, who as prisoner's 
counsel in the Ahlwardt:Loewe trial, throw 
up his brief in court'and then having gained 
admission to Ablwardt’s cell under the 
false protenso of still being his counsel 
gave him) medicine to cause illnesa and 
theereby scoure a postponment of the court 
proceedings. Although even so the Con- 
servatives failod to elect Hertwig. 

They brought over to him so many votes 
that auother election will bo necessary to 
determine/ whether Herr Jungfer, the 
Radical candidate, or this disgraceful 
lawyer shall represent Leignitz district in 
the Reichstag. This unexpected event of 
the election has given the Government and 
all Liberal Germans the greatest sliock they 
have telt since the seating of Ablwardt, 
and many editors and politicians are direct- 
ing attention to the perils threatened by 
the fondness of the Couservatives for anti- 
Semitic condidates. 

If the proportions in the Leignitz dis- 
trict hold good throughout the enipire, and 
715 per cent. of all Conservatives were 
ready to vote for Jew-baiting candidates, 
the country undoubtedly would be 
on the verge ‘of a race war, 
compared) with which the Kultur- 
kampf was child’s play. The best 
informed politicians, however, estimate that 


only about 40 per cent. of ‘the regular Con- 


servatives have coalesced with the’ anti- 
Semitics. But as this faction includes the 
noisiest and most aggressive Conservatives 
itis able'to make a disturbance far in ex- 


‘cess of anything justified by its size and in- 


fluence. 

The Government hopes now, ty a few 
conéessions and by cartious legislation, to 
prevetit thé anti-Semitic agitation from 


spréading ‘farther, It has  beon in- 
fluenced undeniably to adopt this 
more couciliatory . attitude by the 
vigor with which Prince Bismarck 


has sprung to the defence of the Agrarians. 
With his suppe-t manifested through The 
Haniburger, Nachrichten the Agrarians, 
either With or without the Anti-Semitics, 
could rally a powerful opposition in the 
Reichstag. 

How far the Governmoént will go to tem- 
per the Agrarians’ antagonism is uncertain, 
but it is improbable that io will do more 
than is necessary for the patching up of a 
tumporary peace.

A DOUBLE MURDER. 


One Shot While Lying Ill to Bed—The 
Other Killed in the Kitchen.

The bodies of the women were founti by a 
brother, to whom she had sent a message to 
the effect that her sister Florence was 
worse. In response he went home and 
found the bodies of his dead sisters,

Ap Avalanche in Chicago, 

The largest roof in the world recently 
presented an interesting aud unlooked-for 
spectacle, The root in question covers the 
Manufactures Building ot the Chicago 
Columbian Exposition, and is in its main 

rt 380 feet wide, 1400 feet long, and 235 
ect high. In addition there are auxiliary 
roofs or anuexes. 

The larger portion of the roof inclines 
trom the center of the main §rches three- 
quarters of the way to the eaves. Here 
there is a break in the slope, forming a de- 
pression, and from this the roof rises in a 
gentle curve and slopes to the edge of the 
wall, Upon the main portion of the roof, 
during a recent storm, piled a mass of snow 
about three feet deep. When a rain and 
thaw setin, the weight of the water ren- 
dered this snow and ice much heavier than 
before. It began to slide from the top of 
the main roof, which is 235 feet from the 
ground, down toward the walls, and the en- 
tire mass of saturated snow gave way with 
a rush, and an avalanche of snow ..1400 feet 
long, which would have swept. houses and 
trees like feathers from its path had it been 
on & mountain-side, came all at’ once into 
the depression of the annex roof, and large 
pisces of ice were hurled through the glass 
y the rush of the snow. The main roof, 
however, was not damaged in the least.

Again in reference to coal soll there is 
another monopoly. Oanada uses over 15 
millions of gallons each year. Somewhat 
over five million gallons,or about one third 
the entice o nsumption, Is Imported, the 
duty on which {is 7 1 6 cents a gallon,hence 
when the consumer pays $300 the revenue 
gets $100 and the monopoly gets $200, and 
in that proportion one third to the revenue 
and two thirds to the monopoly, for the 
whole, say 154 million gallons each year. 
In this way the country is taxed for this 
monopoly, 

And the bindiag twine and wire for fenc- 
{ng are other articles on which duties or 
taxes are Imposed, which is pald by the 
farmer, as no one else uses these articles. 
And very little of the tax goes to the 
revenue. It goes to make the monopollsts 
ricoh and the farmer poor, and hence we ask 
to have the farmor protected agalnsb these 
monopolies by placing these on the free 
list.
